What is the American Masonic Fed- 
eration’ rom whence does it derive its 
authority? And how does it compare wich 


State Grand Lodges? What is Universal 
Masonry? In what respect if any does 1: 
lifer from the system known as the A. 
F and A. XI., or F. and A. M.? is u 
question often askal of such of our 
brethren as are zealously striving to dis- 
smiate the true light, and we have 
been requested to throw a litt’e light on 
the subject through the medium of the 
“Universal Freemason.” This we will 
endeavor to do as briefly as passibl.. 
First—It must be understood that there 
tie severahrites or systems of Masonry. 
Mackey. a prominent American author- 
itr, names twenty-three, while Ragou. 
the French historian, names forty-eight. 
as having existed at various periods. At 
tte present time there are npproximatelv 
totes rites of Mansory. thirteen of 
which claim to be'ong to Masonry Uni- 
versal, ll recognizing and affiliating 
sih ch athen. The principal of these, 
both a- ta numbers and influence, is the 
Seattis“ Rite. usually styled the “Ancient 
Band Accented Scottish Rite.” being prac- 
iced |. moge than two-thirds of the 
cuntric where Masonry is known The 
one exception to the general ru'e af Uni- 
tera] reeagnitinn, fellowshin and tole— 
ance. is found in the so-called York rite 
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the system of Masonry practiced by th.- 


of the United States, which contrary to 
all Masonic precedent, claims for itse ft 
sole jurisdiction over the country stigma- 
tizing all other rites daring to wor’ 
therein Clandestine and fraudulent as- 
serting that they only are ‘egitimuat:; 
that both blame and claim are without 
foundation in fact, we will endeavor t: 
show. All Masonry in this country was 
introduced by charter from one or other 
of the three British grand lodges (with 
the exception of Louisiana.) The first 
grand lodge, that of Massachusc¢s, was 
founded in 1769, abso'uteiy without au- 
tlority and from the irregular lodge, has 
sp:ung all the State grand lodges not one 
of whom has a charter or a vestige of 
authority granted them by 2 superior 
powcr all are self- constitute! and with- 
out legal authorty and as if this were not 
bad enough they changed the ritual and 
landmarks, starting with the tinkaring of 
Thomas Smith Webb n 1796 (in whose 
fertile brain the so-ca'led York rite hac 
ils birth) to the present time the ten- 
dency has been downward, innovations 
were introduced, the lodge met on the 
third instead of the first degree. the 
travel and alarms were alt ged. every 
grand lodge made alterations to suit i`- 
self unti! now it is difficult. often impas- 
sihle. for members of ane jurisdiction 
to work their way into a lodge in an- 
other state. Fach grand lodge is sox- 


ereign in itself and what expells a man 
in one state is no offence in the state ad- 
joining, and while one state grand lodge 
rec prizes a particu ar forcign grand as 
Kegular, another brands it as Clandestine, 
and some grand lodges, as for cxample, 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois recognizes 28 
regular no Masonic power except those 
of English speaking countries. Lest we 
should be considered biased we give here 
quotations from prominent York rite 
RB., who are honest enough to state 
things as they sce them. Bro. A. G. 
Pitts of Detroit, Mich., says: “American 
Masonry, which has shown so much ar- 
dor in the way of excommunicating 
werybody else, will, in my opinion, fin- 
itself in tunn cut off and denied recogm- 
tion by all the other Masonry of the 
world The affiliated Masonry of the 
world will begin to inquire whether it is 


not time to resent the insults which 


American Masonry has showered so ‘av- 
ishy upon the rest of the world. and what 
is the institution anyway which in Amer 
ica calls itself Masonry? It is undeniabl- 
that as soon as that inquiry is made it 


will be discovered that t is an institution 


whose practices are invariably opposed to 
Mansonic precepts.” 


“All the world is coming together-- 


the Masonic world. & multitude of in- 


dications point that way. German Ma- 


sons and French are affiliating. The 
International Bureau is itself a strik- 
mg sign of the times. After all conti- 
nental Masonry sha'] have became uni- 


ted. England will fall in line, because she 
will be ashamed not to, not because she 


wants to. for Englishmen at heart al- 
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sired by Europeans, will be despised ani 
refused. There is no harm in all this 
from our standpoint. Cleariy. as we 
think, we sce it coming, we would no 
turn a hand to avert it.” 

John Arthur, P. G. M., Washingtor, 
in an article which appeared in theTyle:. 
Keystone of June 3rd, speaking of the 
force for good which Masonry should b: 
in modern life, says: 

“In its present fragmentary state n 
Anierica, it is impossible so to organize 
and direct its strongth as to make it 
such a force. Thore is really no M+ 
sonic fraternity in this country; instead 
we hace the Confraternities of Disser- 
ered Masons—low, Medium, and High. 
There is no recognized head of all Ms. 
sons im any State or Territory of the 
Union. Master Masons have their Grand 
Mastar; Royal Arch Masons have ther 
Grand High Priest: Knights Templ: 
have their Grand Commander: Scots 
Rite Masons have their Sovereign Gran 
Inspector-General; and Shriners haw 
their Potentates. Each of these higi- 
titid officers fecls independent «i al 
the athers. In this top-heavy condition 
co-operation to a common end is nat ta 
he looked fer. Then, too, the States are 
independent of cach other as to Blue 
Lodges. American Masonry may some 
day realize the necessity of taking a him 
from Lord Byron:

Yerk Rite Grand Lodges are surely it. 
The Scottish Rite Symbolic was intro. 
duced into Louisiana in 1794 by the Gran: 
Mother Lodge of Marseilles in Franee. 
through the medium of Polar Star Lodge: 
subsequently in 1813 a Supreme Counc 
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was founded, which still exists and flour- 
ishes, and was far many years the sole 
Sovereign Body governing the Symbolic 
ctades of the Scottish Rite in this coun- 
try, allhough Lodges of the Rete had 
within the last decade been established 
in Pennsylvania under the charter from 
Spain, and in Texas and New Mexico, 
under charter from Mexico. But no con- 
certed effort had as yet been made to 
centralize the control of the Rite and 
make it really a power in the land, until 
ery in 1906 the BB. of Universal Coun- 
eil of K.-D.-S.-H, “A”, working uder 
authority of the Grand Council of Rites 
af Seat and conceived the idea of obtain- 
ing authority in the Symbolic Degrees 
from the Supgfeme Council of Lou'sie 
amı and organizing a Grand Lodge, 
This authority was grantad on Sept. ig. 
1906 and on the oth of Jan. 1907 the 
Grand T.odge Jnter-mountain was chart 
ered, and from it was formed the Ameri- 
can Masonic Federation, the first Grand 
Bady to join the Federation was the 
Crud Lodge of III. incorporated, 
which was admitted on the 3oth of 
March 1907, and the first Grand Lodge 
chartered was the Grand Ladge of New 
Fug and on May ith 1907, (through 
mismanagement and incapability of Dr. 
E. P. Jefferson whom the BR. unfortu- 
nately chose for Grand Master four of 
the hive Lodges of which this Grand 
Ladge was originally composed seced- 
el and the Grand charter was suspende:l 
iw March, 1909). The Federation was 
incorporated under the laws of the State 


af Tdiho on the 2ꝛ1st of Sept. 1907, by 
8 B. C. P. Christensen, M McB. Thom- 
son and J. W. Langford. M. ART 
Thomson was elected President Genera’ 
Rober! S. Spence of Evanston as Secre- 
tary General and Dr. H. P. Jeff rson cf 
Rowton as Treasurer General (the laz- 
ter never qualified. failing to furnish the 
rqured bond). In connection with hut 
indeycndent of the A. M. F. is the Coa- 


federated Supreme Council! working un- 
der the direct authority of the Grand 
Council of Rites of Scotland from 
whk:nce all high grade Diplomas come. 
The A.M.F. bids fair to reach the goal 
at which it aimed as it has now lodges 
in twenty states of the Union, and is 
in fraternal relations with sister bodies 
at home and abroad. Since its organiza- 
tion it has lost only one of its consti- 
tuent bodics, tha: of New England, and 
has had cause to expell only one of its 
members, Dr. H. P. Jefferson of Boston, 
Mass. It has reason to he proud of its 
record, which is clear and clean, both 


civi and masonically, and defies its apt- 
ponents to produce iis equal.

LENGTH OF CABLE TOW. 


According to thy ancient laws of Free- 
masonry, every brother must attend his 
dodge if it is within length of his cable 
tow. Some writers have laid it down to 
mean a distance of three miles. But the 
expression is really symbolic, and, as it 
was defined by the Baltimore convention 
of 1842 means the scope of man’s reason- 
able ability —Freemason’s Chronicle. 

Had our good Brother of the “Chron- 
icle” been of the famiy of “Universal 
Masenry’ or had the BB. who compos- 
ed the Baltimore convention been such, 
he and they would have known that 
fram time immemorial the length of the 
“Cable Tow” has been part of the “Eso- 
teric“ teaching of the Craft, and varies 
in cach degreee, the length forming one 


of our test questions. 


BRIEFS FROM THE PACIFIC 
COAST

Tarbolton, wher» for generations the 
cheery click of the hand-loom weavcr's 
shuttle could be heard an every side, stil 
stands the house in which the Poet 
Burns was initiated into the mysteries 


of Freemasonry. Burns. who at thar 


time resided in T.och!ea, was z regular 
attender at Masonic meetings in the vil- 
lage, and having passed through the va- 


rious degrees qualifying for full Masonic 
-Erothcrhood, ultimate’y became Deputy 
Master. At that time the two Tarbolton 
lodges. St. David and St. James. were 
emalgamated, but shortly thereafter the 
union wos dissolved. znd Burns cast his 
lot with lodge St. James. ta which. on 
th: eve of his projected departure to the 
West Indies, he addressed his heautiful 


“Farewell.” 


This lodge is the proud possesser 9: 
many valuable re ics of the oet, among 
vhich are the apron he wore when pre- 
siding as Deputy Master, the chair and 
footstool the mallet, the silver bade re- 
ferred to in the“ Farewel!,” and the 
Bible, presented by him to che lodge; 
but the most precious of all is the min- 
ute book. In this book there are thre. 
minutes entirely in his own handwriting 
and no less than thirty others bearing 
his signature.

ITALIAN MASONRY. 


The Masonry of Italy, which has just 
passed through a distressing crisis, ap- 
pears to have entered upon a period of 
calm. This crisis affects especially Ma- 
sonry af the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite; its cause was a scheme for tho 
unifying of the Rites. and the direction 
given to Masonic action. It has ended 
in schism which does nat appear to be 
considerable, seeing that. by an expli- 
cative and detai'ed circular. the Supreme 
Council informs the Masonic Powers of 
the world that “the danger of the schism 
has been removed, for, of mare than 30c 
Lodges, tt only have followed the dis- 
sidents, and out af 16 Arcopagi and 37 
Chapters only ane Chapter and one 
Areopagus have fallen away.” The cir- 
cewar add:—"“ If the organization of the 
Masonic famity has been troubled and 
shaken for m short period. it remains 
as h. fare, strong and immoveable unde! 
the laws and authorities that govern it 
In full and camolete accord with the 
Grand J.adge of the Symbolic Rite and 
with the Grand Orient of Ita'y the Su- 
tame Council will quictly continue its 
work of civilization and progress: it will 
continue to -recetve into the Family 
without any distinction of pœitical par- 
tics, al! free honourable men of gand 
character. provided they are adversarics 
af -lericalism, even modern clericalism 
and af reaction, whatever mask it mav 
weer, Tt wil! continue its mission of 
nolifting men to the cult of truth and

Sokolovskaia, who has made 
special researches into the life of Tres- 
masons in Russis, has discovered two 
portraits of Paul T. cad in the imperial 
robe arnamented with the insignia of 
the Order—the triangle, the 
statue af astrea, eh: hainiaer. the trow- 
el. & c. At the same time sh: says in 
the “ Russian Antiquity.” that this czar. 
while still the heir-apparent. was intro- 
duced into the brotherhood by King 
Gustavus THI. Evidently, at that time. 
persons of high rank regarded it as an 
honour to wicld the trowe'. In their 
reviews the Freemasons anplauded Paul 
T. and celebrated his fame: “When thou 
hast aseended the throne, thou wilt be 
a father to us. With thee shall reigr 
happiness. justice. and peace. The or- 
phan and the poor will present them- 
selves before thy throne without fear.“ 
When the French Revolution brake 


out. Catherine II. was afraid and began 


ring, the 
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to persccute the Freemasons. Paul, whe 
always had a thousand reasons why he 
should tremble for his life, hastened to 
disavow the Bre. Not ‘ong before, he 
had read with pleasure certain Masonic 
books which he had received from Ba- 
jenoff. an architect; in 1791 he said t^ 
him in a rage:—“I shall always love 
you, and I receive you, but only as ar 
artiste. and not as a Freemason: T wish 
to hear nothing more about the Order.” 
After Catherine's death. howev:r. im- 
mediately after his secession, he en 
deavored to repair the harm he had done 
to the Bre.

Supreme Canneil disalved it because it 
had giver the liberty af the symbole 
degrees, the “Grand Tadge of the Val- 
ley af Mexica dying. as was ta he cx- 
pected, by virtue af Sunreme law. 

The Grand Diet was fonnded. and 
among the Grad Loadges which oheyed

Rrother Robbins takes care not to 
say an what information the Grand 
Tadge of Illinois bases its conclusions. 
for it appears that no one can pass 
through its wicket-gate unless he can 
prove’ his geneology with the brethren, 
who taak part in the building of the 
Tmple af Solomon. The decision of the 
Grand Tadge of Illinois ïs [certainly 
very curious and shows how false is 
informatiom is and what errors it caom- 
mits. We appeal ta more exact infor-

mation and we affirm that this fact, 
which unfortunately is rot the only one 
of its kind, proves the utility of an in- 
ternational Bureau. entrusted with the 
furnishing of precise details. 


As a matter of fact, it is very curious 
io see the prejudices and hias that still 
prevail in Freemasonry, which rotwith- 
standing is entitled to believe that its 
information as well as its principles 
have delivered its adepts from precipit- 
ated judgements and have predisposed 
them ta a broad tolerance and a sincere 
fraternity. There will—alas—for a long 
time to come be still Freemasons in- 
clined ta raise walls and fix boundaries 
snd te decline any alliance. ar any wn- 
derstanding with those who do not ab- 
saluteiy share their principles, their opin 
ions and their personal ideas. 

Freemasonry, “said Findel” daes not 
decree any dogmas, and its members 
preserve full liberty of representing the 
most varied and the most apposite npin- 
ion. It teaches one tp know oneself, to 
master onesclf and ta ennoble oneself 
and it teaches us that the only existing 
difference between men results from 
their intrinsic value znd from their per- 
sonal merits, not from fortuitous cir- 
cumstances such as birth, rank, profes- 
sion, riches. nationality or religious be. 
lief. 

This is what may be called the clc- 
mentary doctrine of Masonry but in 
Freemasonry as in all human societies. 
there will always be narrow minded 
spitits that feel the unhealthy need cf 
cxcammunicating someone.

S. descended. After the war against 
England, having gained their civic inde- 
pendence, the existing lodges sececded 
from the Mother T.odge af England. 
and created themselves against all Mi- 
sanic tradition, independant and selr- 
governed T.adgecs. To make matters 
still worse. in 1706. a clandestine Mason 
af New Hampshire. Smith 
Webb. manufactured a new ritual cf 
Masonry. which was adopted by certain 
Grand Ladges. partly by athers and not

at all by at least ane Grand Tadge. 
This. my friends, is enough to show youn 
that in the U. S.. the so-called York rite 
Masons cannot practice Universal Mi 
sonry, and cannot justly claim recogni- 
tian as such by the rest of the Free 
Masons af the World. Nat satisfied 
with the irregularity of their birth, they 
caan became intolerant, showing that 
nat only the seed of pure Masonry ha: 
never heen planted in their heart. hut 
that its heautiful teachings bad never 
fallen into an attentive car. Under the 
fallacious pretext of jurisdiction, their 
Grand Lodges went ahout ta persecute 
crush. and destroy all Free Masons who 
were not York Masons. Ts there any- 
thing more unmasonic than this attit- 
ude? When they could not reach them 
hy the civic laws of the States. and in 
most Statess, the legislators have wisely 
refused to interfere in a purely intestine 
quarrel, they have tried to poison the 
mind of the public. by giving their Bro- 
thers the degrading epithet of clandest- 
ine. They have gone further, they have 
acquired hy underhand means. names 
and titles which never belonged to them,

Massachusetts we expect shortly 
Grand Lodge of New 
England. the charter of which was sus- 
pended in March last on account of iz- 
regularity, chiefly the fault of its then 
Grand Master. Dr. H. P. Jefferson, of 
Roston, has since been expelled 
from the order. 

Jealousy nf the Grand Council of Rites 
of Scotland has at various times caused 
so-called Supreme Councils—progeny of 
the illegitimate and fraudulent Council 
of Charleston. S. C.. ta try to belittle 
the rosition and prestige so justly en- 


who 


joyed hy that august grand 
hady. he latest effort of thia 
kind, which has come to our 
notice is a pronouncement by the 


Supreme Cauncil of Spain to the effect 
that the Grand Council of Rites of Scor- 
land cannot be regular because it was 
not created by another Supreme Coun- 
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cil! According to this reasoning the only 
illegitimate council will be the one from 
which all others are decended, and it 
will be a subject of interest to the Ma- 
sonic student to enquire, “What is the 
original source of Scottish Rite Ma- 
sonry? And where can we find it?” 

Two Grand Bodies outside of Scotland 
claim this honor, viz:—The Grand Orient 
of France, and the so-called Supreme 
Council for the Southern Jurisdiction of 
the United States. We do nat intend to 
waste our awn time nor underestimats 
the intelligence of aur readers by lengthy 
arguments in refutation of the claims of 
the latter body. Every Masonic listor- 
ian brands those claims as false ard Kloss 
aptlyterms them the “Grand lic of the 
Order“ in its first inception (that is pre- 
suming it ta be the Council of Charles 
ton. S. C., of 1802. which we gravely 
doubt and it cannat prove). Tt claimed 
to work by authority of statutes drawn by 
Frederick the Great of Prussia. When 
this lie had been sa often exposed as ta 
render the claim unienable. it brazenly 
acknowledged its former claims to be 
false and arrogated ta itself the title of 
“Mother Council of the World,“ a claim 
and title equally false with the other. 

The claim of the Grand Orient of 
France relative to the Scottish Degrees 
is rather that of a disceminator than an 
originator, as it acknowledges that it re- 
ceived the degrees primarily from the 
additions from exiled Scotsmen., adher- 
ents of Prince Charles Edward Stuart, 
after the Rebellion of 1745. 

The Grand Orient was certainly in 
lawful possession af the degrees when £t 
gave Stenhen Morin the Patent commis— 
sioning him ta spread a knowledge of 
the degrees in the New World. and as 
it was through this same Stephen Morin 
that the Charleston Council received the 
degrees, the Charleston Council. and 
through it the Southern Jurisdiction 
Council, is thus the child—albeit the ille- 
ritimate aone—of the Grand Orient of 
France. and an ungrateful child it proved. 


as the first act performed by it was“ 
introduce dis-union and discussion ing 
France in the shane af an opposite: 
Supreme Council under the le ler. 
of Caunt de Crass Tilly.

William Darling, Wel! Supplied with 
Money. Attempts to Steal Ride and 
Is Fatally Hurt. 

Heir to a Fortune in Scotland. Unfor- 
tunate Victim of Railroad Train Dis- 
plays Remarkable Nerve After Losing 
Legs Was Mason of the Scottish 
Rite. 


“Cheyenne Leader. July 14. og. 
Vesterday morning. shortly after mid- 


night, William Darling af Glasgow, 
Scotland. was run over by a freight 
near Archer. fourteen miles cast of 
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Cheyenne, and received injuries which 
later caused his death. Roth his legs 
were cut off clase to his body and that 
he lived as long as he did was remark- 
able. Ile died at 9 o'clock yesterda; 


morning. 


Darling exhibited wonderful vitality 
and fortitude and never flinched while 
being braught to this city or at St. 
John's hospital, where the mangled 
stumps af his limbs were dressed. While 
in the baggage room waiting the arri- 
val of the ambulance he sat erect and 
demanded a drink of water. 

There was no gonad reason why Darl- 
ing should have heen beating his wav 
on a freight. as plenty of moncy was 
found an his person and he tald the ma 
tron of the hospital. Miss le Kenzie. an J 
Rev. Mr. Fitzgerald, that his parents in 
Scotland were wealthy. Why he should 
have heen stealing a ride he did not ex- 
plain. 


Darling held a first class license as 4 
marine engineer, issued by the govern: 
ment af Scotland, and in every wav 
seemed ta he well educated. There was 
found on his bady a Masonic patent, 
which shows that he was a member in 
goad standing of the Seattish Rite Ma- 
sans and as a cansequence the Masons 
will have charge of the funeral P C.

NX coroner's jury has heen called to 
convene this morning at 10 oelock to ia- 
vestigate the accident, and until thes 
the details of the case will nat be known», 
The jury ts composed af Andy Matson, 
Lew Hall and Pat Green, Jr.

HISTORY OF MASONRY IN 
PORTUGAL. 


In most countries. when Masonic 
ale have been prohibited by the gov- 
ernment. the Masons have always consid, 
ered it their duty to obey the order, and 
nave closed down. Portugal is, however. 
eexception to this general rule. and 

the more they have been perssecuted the 
mere determind they hae been ta keep 
the Todges going. consequently mone of 
ur foreign brethren deserve our plaud- 
eter their courage more than our Por- 
‘tise brethren. 

first record that is to he depend- 
duren far the start of Masonry in 
Pornugal is ta be found in the minutes of 
te Grand Lodge of England. April 17. 
a, when severat brethren, who were 
resting in the City of Lisbon. in Partu- 
ul. petitioned far a dispensation ta be 
eantel ta Mr. Gearge Gordan far can- 
ituteng them inta a regular lodge. which 
Selina was granted. 

the arganization af the ladge there 
wer present Lord George Graham. Tord 
For ster, and a great many af the afficers 
fethe English fleet. This mention af 
the dect should be noticed, as in later 
tme when persecution had lifted its 

head. forcign vessels were exten- 
sive used as safe meeting places for 
the lodges. 
um the very first. the most deter- 
mio enemy the craft had was the 
chr ch. which became worse, if that was 
pao- ihle. after Clement XII issued his

King John V was persuaded that the 
Freemasons weer hereties and rebels, and 
issued an edict of death against them. 
Persecution and torture at the hands of 
inquisition followed, of which the tol- 
lowing case ts a sample: 

The son of a Swiss surge: Coustos, 
was born at Derne, and emigrated. in 
1716, with bis father to England. where 
he followed the trade af a gem cutter, 
After twenty- 
two ovears in London., he went ta 
lisbon, with the intention of shipping 
to Brazil. but failing ta obtain a per- 


and was made a Mason. 


mit fram the government. settled 
dawn to his trade in the Portuguese 
capital,. With two French jewelers— 
Mouton and Brasle--he faunded a ladge 
where they were surprised. March 14. 
1743. by the familiars of the inquisition. 
Nine times within the space of three 
months was Coustas put on the rack, 
scourged. branded, and otherwise tor- 
tured in an endeavar to wrest from him 
the secrets of freemansary, and a renun- 
ciation of his religion. and. June 21. 1743. 
he was the chief celebrity at an auto- 
de-fo in the church of the Dominicans, 
later sentenced to four years at the gal- 
leys as a Protestant and Freemason. His 
two campanions were also tortured, hut 
being Catholics only received a sentence 
of five years’ exlie. Brasle dying in con- 
sequence of the suffering he endured 
whilst being tortured. Coustos was 
claimed by the Rritish embassy as an 
English subject. ənd with Mpunon, 


reached London. Dec. 14. 1744. where the 
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fraternity paid them every homage. Jo- 
seph II, coming to the thrane, was found 
to be more liberal and the clergy lost 
much of their influence, and the Jesuits 
were banished from the kingdom, in 
1761. Freemasonry taok a new icase of 
life. and only onec—in 1776—did the in- 
quisition attempt to suppress the craft. 


Joseph was succeeded hy his daugh- 
ter. Maria. and the clergy once again 
gained the upper hand. The mast tal- 
ented men af the kingdom being Prec- 
masons only saved themselves with 
flight. the celebrated mathematician, Da 
Cunha. lay in the dungeans of the in- 
quisition from 1778 ta 1780. In 1792 the 
queen went mad. and her san. John, he- 
came regent. Persecution was more se— 
vere and the governor af Maderia was 
ordered to deliver all Freemasons to the 
inquisition. Still the fraternity continued 
Lodges stil existed in Caimhra. 
Oporto and others were held at differ- 


ta live. 


ent times an varians ships in part: nu- 
merous athers helanged ta the Pritish 
regiments. 

A committee nf six was anrninted to 
act as a Grand T.adyee. and ather ladges 
were established. grea secreev being ah- 
served, he new Grand Jade. acin” 
through four ladges. asked and ahtained 
recognition fram the Grand Tadge of 
England. 

In 180 r. war brake ont between 
France and Portugal. beeanse the parts 
were nat clased ta the British fleet. On 
Nov. 20. the French entered Taishan. 
and with their presence Freemanseary 
once again was enahled to shaw itself 
onenly: hut in order that the French 
should nat hring the National Grand 
T.adge nder the Grand Orient at Paris. 
the Grail Master clased the Graand 
Tadge nra tem. in 1808. After the forced 
evacuation af the French, the nravisional 
government seemed ta he friendly ta the 
craft. a result. no doubt. of the t-resence 
af British traans. A disagreeable irci- 
dent tank place while the Rritish Ma- 


sons were having a public assembly. 


walking in procession with the banners 
and emblems of the lodges. The J 'ortu- 
gucse troops mistook this display for one 
of the pageants of the Romish church. 
and therefore turned out to give it the 
usual honors. On discovery of their cr- 
ror, the Portuguese troops, aided by the 
populace, illtreated the craftsmen. which 
resulted in more persecution hy the in- 
quisition. At Massena’s arrival. in Sia. 
the craft was re-established, but an his 
retreat, resulted in renewed parsecit: ns. 
aver thirty of the foremost Freemasons 
nf Lisbon being deported to the Azores 
in September. The fraternity would not 
give im. and. in 1812. there were thiricen 
ladges in Lishon alone. An edict af John 
VI—the queen having died Merch 20. 
1816—dated from Rio Janeiro, threoten- 
ing the Freemasons with death and other 
minor penalties. had no ather cffect than 
fo make them return ta the rinst in- 
violahle secrecy.

cept a constitution aholishing the in- 
quisition. establishing trial by jury. cte. 
which had the effect of ance again allow- 
ing Freemasons ta meet in the tight Tn

her. elected a grand master far Portucal. 

In 1823. the king was, through a reval- 
utian of covalists. repnstated in all his 
autocratic privileges. and the Freema- 
cans were ance again persecuted. and 
kis eccand san.

MASONRY IN OTHER LAN DS 


OF THE UNRECORDED GRAND 
LODGE. 

“The senior of these organizations, the 
mother of all Grand Lodges, was estah- 
lished in London in 1717. and has had 
an unhraken although chequered, extat- 
cnee from the time of its farmation dawn 
to the present day. 

“In 1723 an ald lodge. which had been 
held in the City af Yor fram a periad sa 
remate that it may fairly he designated 
‘time honored.’ formed itself inta a Grand 
Tadge. and either then ar subsequently 
assumed the high sounding title: The 
Grand Lodge af all England. an assump- 
tion scarcely justified by its ultimate 
pasition and influence: far its importance 
was chiefly vested in its name, and its 
dissolution, about the year 1792, may he 
justly ascribed ta inanition. 

“Next in rotation is the Grand Ladge 
af the ‘Ancients.’ established in Londan 
ahaut 1752. Landon was also the birth- 
place af the fourth Grand Lodge. which 
was brought inta existence by certain 
members of the TLadge af Antiquity, un- 
der the leadership of William Preston. 
in the vear 1770. under the samewhat 
cgatistical title of ‘The Grand Ladge of 
England, south of the River Trent.’ al- 
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though it scarcely merits the distinctive 
appellation of a Grand lodge, or i 
came to an inglorious cend after 19

FILOPINO LETTER. 


‘The fallowing interesting letter is tak- 
en fram the Square and Compasses, af 
New Orleans: 

lear Sir and Rro.: & brather. whace 
name I have faryatten, gave me your ad- 
dross, and said that doubtless you would 


be glad to have same news of the craft 
in this part of the world, hence this let- 
ter. I am inclosing a clipping from the 
daily paper here which may be of inter- 
est to your readers. 

T regret ta say that Masonry in this 
part af the world is apparently not in 
the best af hands, as far as the American 
branch is can cerned. 


Recently. the leading Spaniards and 
others who had lived for years in the 
islands, and desired a ladge im which 
they wauld do work in their native lan- 
guage. attempted to get a charter from 
California. from which state the Ameri- 
can ladges hold their charters, but were 
sa apoased by the local American lodges 
that they were compelled to ask Scatland 
ta grant them a charter. This has been 
donc, but a large part af the member- 
ship of the American ladges decline to 
recognize or fraternize with the Scoteh 
ladge. This has caused a bitter and un- 
Masonic spirit ta sering up. However. 
many of the sojourning Masons, and 2 
few af the broader minded members 
af the lacal lodges. visit and enjoy cam- 
munication with the members af the 
Scatch lodge. There are a number of ac- 
tive (Filipino) ladges halding charter 
from the Grand Ladge of Snain. who 
wacld he glad ta exchange them for 
Amcrican charters if they could. There 
are three ladges working under Califor- 
nia charters and one of these, particu- 
larly, is very much apposed to the Span- 
ish and Filipina clement heing recognized 
as brothers. T regard this as unfortunate 
for the order, for T believe it will even- 
tually result in aur being shut out hy 
the Scotch of visiting the Indees in 
North China—perhaps all aver the warld. 


T da not just know what shape Spain 
is in for our recognition. but T am con- 
vinced that now that these islends are 
under the protection af the American 
fag. everything should he dane to ah- 
tain Masonic recognition af the native 
here. and if possible, bring them under 
Amerisan jurisdiction—this they are anx-

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ious for, notwithstanding the local op- 
position. There are nine of these native 
(Spanish) lodges, with a District Deputy 
Grand Master in charge. Three Ameri- 
can lodges. two in Manila and one in Ca- 
vite—under California, with a district “in- 
spector” in charge. who is much opposed 
to both Scatch and Spanish lodges, re- 
fusing to visit or communicate with 
them in any way. There is but the onc 
Scotch Indge—the one which has just 
celehrated its first anniversary. There is

made un of sojourners, for the sole pur- 
pose of assisting sojourning  Mksons 
when in need of it.

The Grand Lodge of Masons.

cient and Accented Scottish Rite (Sym— 
halic) Universal Masonry. headquarters 
Odd Fellaws’ Temple. Tn 1839. the 
council af the Emperars af the Fast and 
West was organized in Paris. France, In 
1761. this council granted a patent ta 
Stephen Morin, deputising him as a 
Grand Tnspectar af the hady. with au- 
thority ta establish perfect and sublime 
Atasonry in all parts of the world 
(Goulds’ Tlistary af Masanty), May 31. 
Rat. a Supreme Cauncil af the 33d de- 
grece far the United States of America. 
was opened at Charleston. S. C. This 
was the first of ite kind in the world 
Mlistare of Free Masonry, Val. 4. P.

Masons were charged in every country 
to be of the Religion of that country or 
nation, whatever it was, itis now thought 
more expedient only ta ab'ige them ta 
that Religion in which all men 
leavng their particular opinions to them- 
selves; that is to be GOOD MEN AND 
TRUE. or men ol konor and honesty. 
by whatever

devominations or persun— 
sions they may be distinguished; where- 
by Masonry becomes the Center af Un- 
ion. and the means of conciliating true 
Friendship among persons that must 


have remained at a perpetual distance. 


11.—Of the Civil Magistrate, Supreme 
and Subordinate. 


A Masan ts a peaceable subject to the 
civi! powers wherever he resides or 
works, and ts never ta be concerned in 
plats and conspiracies against the peace 
and welfare of the nation. nar to behave 
himself undutiſullx to inferior magis- 
trates: far as Masonry hath been always 
myured by war. bloodshed. and conſu— 
sion, so ancient kings and princes have 
heen much dispased ta encourage the 
Craftsmen, because of their peacableness 
and layalty, whereby they practical y an- 
ewered the cavils of their adversaries. 
and pramated the nonor af the Prate 
wha ever Naour 


nity. hed in 


tint. of 
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peace, So that if a brother should be 
a rebel against the State, he is not to 
be countenanced in his rebellion; how- 
ever, he may be pitied, as an unhappy 
man; and if convicted of no other crime. 
though the loyal brotherhood must and 
ought to disown his rebellion, and give 
no umbrage or ground of political ical- 
ousy to the government tor the time Dbe- 
ing, they cannot expel him fron the 
Lodge. and his relation to it remains 
indefeasible. 
111.—Of Lodges. 

A Lodge is a place where Masons 
assemble and work: hence that ssem— 
bly or duly organized Society of Ma- 
sons, is ca-led a Lodge. and every broth- 
er ought 10 belong to ons, and to be 
subject to its By-Laws and the General 
Regulations. It is either particular or 
general. and will be best understood 
hy attending it. and by the Regulations 
of the General or Grand Lodge hereun- 
to annexed. In ancient times, no Master 
or Fellow cou'd be absent from it, cs- 
pecially when warned to appear at it. 
without incurring a severe censure, un- 
vil it appeared to the Masters and Ward- 
cns that pure necessity hindered him. 

The persons admitted members af i 
Lodge must be good and true men, frec- 
born, and of mature and discreet age: 
no bondmen, no women, no immoral or 
scandalous men, but of good report. 


I1V.—Or Masters, Wardens, Fellows and 
Apprentices. 


All preferment among Masons is 
grounded upon real worth and personal 
merit only; that so the lords may be 
well served, the brethren not put to 
shame, nor the Royal Craft despised: 
Therefore, no Master or Warden is chos- 
en by seniority, but for his merit. It 
is impossible to describe these things in 
writing, and every brother must attend 
in his place, and learn then in a way pc- 
culiar to this Fraternity: Only candid- 
ates may know that no Master should 
take an Apprentice, unless he has suffie- 
icnt employment for him. and unless he 
he a perfect youth. having no maim ar 


defect in his body, that may render him 
incapable of learning the art of serving 
his master’s Lord, and of being muie a 
Brother and then a Fellow Craft in due 
lime, even after he has served sech a 
term of years as the custom of ihe 
country directs; and that he shon be 
descended of honest parents; that so. 
when otherwise qualified, he arriv. t 
the honor of beeing the Warden. orl 
then the Master of the Lodge. the 
Grand Warden, and at length the Git 
Master of all the Lodges, according t 
kis merit. 

No brother can be a Warden until | 
las passed the part of a Mellow Cr 
nor a Master until he has acted as a 
Warden, nor Grand Warden until he hia- 
been Master of a Lodge, nor Grand Mas 
ter unless he has been a bellow Crate lc 
fore election, who is also to be nobly 
born, of a gentleman of the best tashien. 
or some eminent scho ar, or some cur 
ious architect or ather artist, descended 
of honest parents, nnd who is of singular 
great merit in the opinion of the Lodge: 
And for the better, and casier, and mere 
honorable discharge of his offices. the 
Grand Master bas à power to choose 
his owu Deputy Grand Master. who 
must be then, or must have been former- 
ly. the Master of the particular I. cee. 
and has the privilege of acting whatever 
the Grand Master, his Principal. should 
act, unless the said Principal he present, 
ar interpase his authority by a letter. 

These rules and governors—supreme 
and subordinste—of the ancient Lodge. 
are to be obeyed in their respective sta- 
tions by all the brethren. according ta 
the old Charges and Regulations, with 
all humility. reverence. love and alacr vy. 
V.— Of the Management of the Craft in 

Working. 

All Masons shall work honesty >n 
working-days, that they may live erel- 
itubly on holy-days; and the time <; 
pointed by the law of the land. ar v 
firmed by custom, shall he observed. 

The most expert af the Fellow Cra 
men shall be chasen ar appointed 
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Macer or Overseer of the Lord's work; 
whu is tu be called Master by those 
dar work under him. The Craftsmen 
are to avoid ill language, and to call 
each other by no disobliging name, but 
Beother or Fellow, and to behave them- 
selves courteously within and without 
the Lodge. 

The Master, knowing himseli able of 
cunnmg. shall undertake the Lord's work 
as reasonably as possible, and truly dis- 
puul his goods as if they were his own; 
uor to give more wages to any Brother 
r Apprentice than he really may dce- 
see. 

Doth the Master and the Masons, re- 
elving their wages justly, shall be faith- 
ful ta the Lord, and honestly finish their 

irk, whether task or journey; nor put 
the work to task that hath been accus- 
tuned to journey. 

None shall discover envy at the pros- 
erity of a brother, nor supplant him, 
or put him out of his work, if he be cap- 
abe to finish the same; for no man can 
nish another's work so much to the 
lord's profit, unless he be thoroughly 
cequainted with the desigas and dratts 
d him than began it. 

When a Fellow-Craftsman is chosen 
Warden of the work under the Master, 
he shall be true both to Master and Fel- 
lows, shall carefully oversee the work in 
the Master’s absence to the Lord's profit; 
and his brethren shall obey him. 


\ll Masons employed shall meckly re- 
cove their wages, without murmuring 
cr mutiny, and not desert the Master 
tl the work is finished.

VI.—Of Behavior. 

1. In the Lodge While Constituted.— 
You are not to hold private conmittecs 
or separate conversations, without leave 
irom the Master, nor talk of anything 
impertinent or unseemly, nor interrupt 
the Nlaster or Wardens, or any brother 
speaking to che Master; nor behave your- 
self ludicrously or jestingly while the 
Lodge is engaged in what is serious and 
solemn; nor use any unbecoming lan- 
guage upon any pretense whatever; but 
to pay due reverence to your Master, 
Wardens, and Fellows, and put them to 
worship. 


If any complaint be brought, the 
brother found guilty shall stand to the 
award and determination of the Lodge, 
who are the proper and competent judges 
of all such controversies (unless you 
carry it by appeal to the Grand Lodge). 
and to whom they ought to be referred, 
unless a Lord's work be hindered the 
meanwhile, in which case a particular 
reference may be made; but you must 
never go to law about what concerneth 
Masonry, wthout an absolute necessity, 
apparent to the Lodge. 


2. Behavior After the Lodge ts Over, 
and the Brethren not Gone.—You may 
enjoy yourselves with innocent mirth, 
treating one another according to abi ity, 
but avoiding all excess, or forcing any 
brother to eat or drink beyond his incli- 
nation, or hindering him from going 
when his occasions call him, or doing or 
saving anything offensive, or that may 
forbid an easy and free conversation: for 
that would blast our harmony. and de- 
feat our laudable purposes. Therefore 
no- private piques or quarrels must be 
brought within the door of the Lodge. 
far less any quarrels about religion, or 
nations, or State policy, we being only, 
as Masons, of the Catholic Raligion 
above mentioned: we are also or all na- 
tions, tongues, kindreds and languages. 
and are resolved against al! polities. as 
what never yet conduced to the welfare 


of the Podge. nor ever will. This 
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charge has been always strictly enjain— 
ed and observed; but especially ever 
since the reformation in Britain, or the 
dissent and secession of those nations 
from the communion af Rome. 


3. Behavior When Brethren Mect 
Without Stranger, But Not in a Lodge 
Formed.—Y ou are to salute one anoth- 
er in a courteous manner, as you will 
he instructed, calling cach other Brother 
freely giving mutual instruction, as shali 
he thought expedient, without being 
overseen or overheard. and without en 
croaching upon cach other, or derogat- 
ing from that respect which is due to a 
brother, were he not a Mason; for 
though all Masons are as brethren upon 
che same level, vet Masonry takes no 
honar from a man that he had before: 
nay. rather, it adds to his konor, especial- 
Iv if he has deserved well af the brother- 
hoad, who must give honor ta whom it 
is duc. and avoid ill manners. 

4. Behavior in Presence of Stranger- 
Not Masons.—Yaoau shall be cautions in 
vour words and carriage, that the meos! 
penetrating stranger shall nat be able 
to discover or find out what is ni prop- 
cr ta be intimated: and sometimes veut 
shal divert a discourse. and manage tt 
prudently for the honor of the Worki,- 
ul Fraternity. 

53. Behavior at llome and in Your 
Neighbarhood.—You arre to act as be- 
cames a moral and wise man, particu- 
larly nat to let your family, frends and 
neighbors know ‘the concerns of the 
l. odge. ete. but wisely to consult vour 
own honar. and that of the ancient 
Brotherhood, for reasons not to be men- 
tioned here. You must also consult 
vour health, by not continuing together 
tao late. or too long from hame. after 
lodge haurs are past: and by avoiding 

of gluttony or drunkenness. that your 
families he not neglected or injured. nor 
ven disabled from working. 

6. Behavior Towards a Strange Dro- 
tier. Van are cautiously to examine 
him. in such a method as prudence shall 
direct voun. that vou max not he impes!

and derision, and beware of givin him 
any hints of knowledge.

the Mystic Shrine, Scottish Rite, Select 
Master. Masonic Insurance ete. 

Now. assuming that cach of these 
well known bodies should have a iac- 
tion fight, and divisics prevail, such as 
now exists in the Scottish Rite, in the 
U. S. would the Master Mason be will- 
ing that the State Grand Lodge should 
decide for him which of the contending 
claimants in these dozen or more assoc- 
iations was the right one, and by Edict 
compel him to leave the one and rec- 
ognize the other. or else lose Blue J. odge 
rights? Yet to this end it has already 
came.

In compliance with the wish express- 


cd bv several of the smaller Masonic 
Groups. the American Masonic Feder- 
nion as the largest of the Bodies prac- 
tisine “ Universal” as opposed to the 
»Scctional“ or York Rite system invites 
ll non-affiliated Lodges whether group- 
cd under “Grand Lodges,“ working in- 
depentently, or under Charter from For- 
cgn lowers, to meet in convention in 
Chicago, as being geographically most 
centrally situated and in the month of 
March, 1910, as being a convenient time, 
then and there to concert means where— 
by uch groups could best be drawn 
together in closer bonds of Union, the 
cause of true “ Universal Masonry” ad- 
vanec sd] and a united front presented to 
the lszoted and intolerant York Rite. 

In issuing this invitation the “Amer- 
ican Masonic Federation” disclaims any 
lesir- to assume authority in any form 
over he other groups, and while pre- 
pare. to welcome such in the Federa- 
lion as seek admission, is equally pre- 
pre! to greet as co-workers in the 
caus of “ Universal Masonry” such as 
desi to retain an independent exist 
ence. united only in aims, objects and 
method, after the fashion of the “Union 


It has been suggested that the follow- 
ing subjects should be included among 
any others to be discussed at the con- 
vention:; 

ist. Mutual recognition, and to this 


end that such of the groups as have 
not an absolutely clear origin be given 
letters of regularistation hy chose who 
have.

Has it ever come to the thinking 
mind of how any movement, when it is 
not followed in the right path, how con-

The question is often asked “Why 
did not the Scottish Rite start the move- 
ment in the United States sooner and 
why did they wait until this late date 
to start the organizing of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite, Symbolic?

comes throug natural sources it must 
forever live an prosper. It matters not 
in Masonry what Rite is practiced as 
really all Rites are Masonic and all 
Rites have the same teachings .

and Accepted Scottish Rite to confer 
the Symbolic degrees in the United 
States were it not for the fact that the 
so-called York Rite. or American Mas- 
ons, had started to sway away from the 
principles of Masonry trying to make 
it a pure and simple American move 
ment. 


When a forcign Mason arrived here 
with his Diploma in his possession his

cepted as such and made to fecl at 
home and he knew that there was no 
favor asked of his lodge in his country 
but what they would do for the Ameri- 
can Masons, and with but one thought 
in mind, feeling that he would not be a 
stranger, and understanding onr teach- 
ings, naturally he expected a retaliation 
of Masonic intercourses, but after try- 


ing to visit a Masonic Lodge in Amcrica 
and waiting in the ante-room for sone 
time and having his Diploma being look- 
ed over, to his surprise, the Tyler re- 
turns and imforms that he cannot visit 
the lodge for the reason that they do 
not recognize that certain 
Then with a down cast cyc and a sad 
heart he strolls down the pavement. of 


country. 


our big City and wonders to hin-clf 
what it can all be about his counry 
not recognized as Masons; why i- it 
and how can it be’—goes throug his 
thoughts. 

This brother after a few years in this 
country still Diploma, 
though still slighted by Masons, tor 
the principles of Masonry still renmin 
in his heart. and retains the same good 
feeling towards the Order as he had 


cherishes his 


when he was at home and received is st 
Mason, but as time rolls on and ihis 
foreign Mason becomes more American- 
izzed he investigates the cause oi his 
Diploma being turned down and learns 


that cach State of the American Kite 
is Supreme; cach Grand Lodge af the 
American Rite in the United States has 
the right to dictate in their State to 
suit themselves and no other State can 
dictate to them. Then he finds that 
there is no Supreme head to the Ameri 
can Masons and upon further investisi- 
tion he learns that in some States he 
would be admitted while in others he 
would not. 

After learning the English langue 
he meets an American Mason in chal- 
lenge and finds that some have the work 
in one way and some in another and 
that no two Grand Lodges work alike. 
all so diferent from his own country. 
and he cannot but think what a change 
has come over our grand Masonic In- 
stitution, which to the European Mason 
is considered as sacred as the religion to 
which he helongs. 


He then corresponds with his heme 
lodge abroad informing them of his ex- 


perience in trying to visic an American 
lodge and the answer comes back “Too 
bad but it cannot be helped as we have 
no control over the American Rite of 
Masonry as they govern themselves and 
hold affiliations to suit themselves. 

As this Mason becomes more and 
more enlightened he wonders if there 
ae many More like him in this country 
who ure social outcasts in Masonry 
because they had received Masonic light 
under European auspices. At last he 
ands that there are some, yes, hund- 
nds and even thousands of them in the 
United States; not knowing where they 
ive and not being able to tell his Mas- 
onic troubles to them. 

As the years roll by still clinging to 
ike principles of Masonry and to his 
Diploma and at all times with a good 
thought towards the teachings of Mas- 
ory, still when he sees his neighbor, 
wearing the same emblem as himself, 
za out on his meeting night and visit 
his lodge, he longs forthe old recollec- 
tions Of gazing once more upon the 
letter “G” but alas! he knows te doors 
ae shut against him. Instead of the 
American Mason becoming broader he 
finds that they are tightening and tight- 
eninge the principles into more narrow 
lines than trying to open te doors to- 
wards the European Mason. 

As IT have stated before, how long can 
a movement such as ours, such as the 
principles it teaches, he begun here and 
be made a sort of “certain class move- 
ment! for the few who are fortunate 
chouxh to get into the Order; but the 
unfortunate one, even though he be in 
goo" social standing, he must apply to 
thar one body and if the doors are shut 
against him he may never, perchance, 
get an Opportunity to sit inside of a 
Masonic lodge room again. 

Jut as the clouds come on and the 
skies become dark and the future looks 
dim then the stars begin to shine in 
the heavens, the clouds roll away and 


once again we hawan eha R 
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wuide us out of the storm; we find the 
shining light of Masonry in our Su- 
preme Master, M. Meg. Thomson, who 
has weathercd all the past Masonic 
storms and who well knew the errors 
end selfishness of the American Rite. 
He knew that there were thousands of 
in this Country, and he, being a true 
Mason and knowing its teachings, and 
principles, sought a method of setting 
the Masonic Order, and its teachings, 
back to where it originally belonged 
and the outcome was the American 
Masonic Federation. In the short 
period of its existance what wonderful 
changes it has brought about in the Uni- 
ted States in our Masonic Institution: 
with lodges from coast to coast; with 
beautiful homes, and enthusiastic, carn- 
est workers who arc connected with our 
Order. What a wonderful future it has 
before it. No longer is the European 
Mason an outcast for our doors are op- 


en at receive him, and we have many 
who arc visiting us nightly. Once more 
through the efforts of our Supreme 
Master we have been able to complete 
the chatn for Universal Masonry. It 
will only be a short time before the 
whole of Europe will rejoice in know- 
ing that today we have lodges practic- 
ing the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite, where we will affiliate with each 
other. and when the time comes for the 
worlds union we hope and trust that 
even the American Rite, that has shown 
so much ardor in excommunicating 
everybody, will fall in under the one 
flag, and when the future generation be— 
come members of our Ordr. and learn 
our téachings, that they will know but 
one Rite. one Order. one Institution 
and one teaching as laid down by King 
Solomon. Until that time comes it is 
only natural that history will repeat it- 
self and that a reform wave must come 
to any Institution, that does not live up 
to its principles and its standard, can ex- 
ist. Let the good work go on for the 
new cra of Universal Masonry.

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WHOSE OX IS GORED. 


We hear and read much from York 
Rite sources about “ Exclusive Jurisdic- 
tion” and “ Prior Possession of Terri- 
tory” and the principal argument ad- 
vanced against the A. M. PF. is that we 
intrude in territory already occupied 
by the York Rite as an instance of 
how our York Rite B B regard the sac- 
redness of this principle? when its 
breach suits them more than its observ- 
ance we quote the following official pro 
test sent by the Grand Lodge of Chili. 
“Scottish Rite,” to the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts “York Rite” in 1870, for 
which we are indebted to the “Massonic 
Herald” the weight which the Mass. 
Grand Lodge placed upon this protest 
may be guaged from the fact that it 
has since chartered other Lodges in 
Chilian territory 


“Grand Lodge of Chili, under the celes- 
tial (camape) of Zenith which corres- 
ponds to the 33 degree 1 55 of (Lar Sur) 
or. of Valparaiso, day 26 of the Mason 
month, 9 degrees of the V. I.. 5870, Die. 
16 of 1870, F. V. 

To the Grand Lodge of Massachus- 
setts, T.T. 22 H.H.:— 

Jt has recently been known to the 
Grand Lodge of Chili that in this same 
Orient of Valparaiso there has been 
founded and established a new Lodge, 
which under the title of “Aconcagua,” 
is now working under the protection 
and dependency of the Wor Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. 

The foundation in Chile of this new 
Lodge, under the dependency of a for- 
cign Orient, and being established pre- 
ciscly in the same Oricnt where our 
Masonic powers reside, it cannot be 
recognized by our Grand Lodge, accord- 
ing to what is distinctly ordered by the 
Article 32 of the Masonic Constitution 
which governs us, and which is as fol- 
lows :— 

“The Grand Master and his Council 
cannot constitute any Lodge Room in a 
foreign country where there exists the 


Masonic power; accordingly. it docs not 


recognize any Lodge established in 
Chile or its possessions by foreign Ma- 


sonic vowers.“ 


Very intimate and affectonate have 


been the relations whic have bound the 
Grand Lodge of Chile with the Grind 
Lodge of Massachusctts, and the forin- 
er docs not forget it was the first to 
recognize them as an independent Ma- 
sonic power, in 1862, when it was cs- 
tablished as such. lor these and other 
powerful motives of general interest to 
the Order, we have thought it our duty 
to manifest to you the feelings which 
we are obliged to fulfill in -egard to the 
new Lodge “Aconcagua.” 


It would be very painful to us if, after 
the above friendly and fraternal notice 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts 
would insist in allowing the establish— 
ment of the referred “Aconcagua” 
Lodge. Besides this particular consid- 
eration., which, in our opinion, ought 
to exist between two great, friendly 
Masonic powers, such as the Grand 
Lodges of Chile and Nlasachusetts, 
chere are other considerations of gener- 
al interest which wiill not be concealed 
irom your valued cstimation, and which 
undoubtedly you will find just and sus— 
tain our observation. 


It is a fact in regard to the order ot 
work in the Orient, if all is not uni- 
formed not moved by the same spring 
and de not receive the same force—it 
will never give satisfactory results to re- 
compense the amount of work emploved 
Or correspond to the exertions of the 
ine xhaustable workmen. Broken the 
union, in working the result will be 
fruitless, or at least very little advantag- 
cous. Even if you work for the same 
end and under the same idea, if unity 
is divided into fractions the general re- 
sults will be litttle and fruitless. Mas- 
onry is a part of its essence; it wants 
unity, as much as possible, of the races, 
the commencements, thoughts, etc., cte. 
The most solid and surest way to eſtect

this union and to enlarge the fraternal 
links. is not by trying to divide the 
strength of the Orient, which in itself 
has vast powers of progress which are 
ret embryoed in the first evolution of 
its development, and helping by every 
way to enlarge and develop the Orient, 
by the uniformity—hby all the force dis- 
posable; making them work in one single 
direction,—the Grand Lodge of the Ori- 
cnt. 


Invoking now the prescriptions of our 
Constitution, already 
have permitted to be observed the ir- 
regularity of the new Lodge “Acon- 
cagua.“ and the painful and forced nec- 
essity which we are now obliged to 
observe by not recognizing them until 
its actions are in accordance with our 
Constitution and Laws, and placing its- 
eli under our direction and government 
(as it can do, notwithstanding it works 
in another district and language), by 
soliciting the rights which are stamped 
in our Constitution, and like all other 
Masonic powers of the world.

Why do Foreign Masons affilliate with 
the Yorko-Scottish branch of the York 
Rite and not with the York Symbolic? 


This question is called forth by our 
cor-espondent reading a press report 
wh re Italian and other Foreign repre- 
sentatives were present and reported at 
th- late meeting of the Southern Juris- 
diction Council. We are asked if this 
is not inconsistant? We reply it is. but 
then if it were not it would not be York 
Rits Masonry. The Southern Supreme 
Council through its founder Albert Pike 


denied the right of the Craft Lodge to 
interfere in the higher grades, claiming 
that expulsion or non-recognition by 
the former did not necessarily carry wit): 
it disability in the latter, his success- 
ors have maintained and even cnlarged 
upon this principle, hence we find the 
anomally of an officer of a Symbolic 
Grand Lodge who in such capacity had 
declared certain Foreign fraud Lodges 
to be without Masonic standing and 
unworthy of recognition, sitting in a 
high grade Lodge with and recognizing 
as regular, members of these irregular 
Grand Lodges. As Symbolic Masons. He 
cannot recognize them. Were they to 
come to his Lodge he would refuse them 
admission, were they in distress he could 
not listen to their cry, in death his 
Lodge would deny them Masonic Bur- 
ial, but on the High Grades they can 
Fraternize. “Can a clean come out of 
an unclean thing?“ Consistancy may be 
a jewel but verily it is not a York Rite 
one. 


We wonder how long it will be before 
our Foreign BB tire of such contemp- 
tuous treatement, until they differenti- 
ate between their friends and their En- 
emies, when they will turn their back 
upon the exponents of fraud and pre- 
tense and affilliate with thcir true and 
only Friends in America the American 
Masonic Federation” in whose Symbolic 
Lodges they are as welcome as in the 
high grade assemblies, when this time 
arrives the Masonic millenium will be 
near, the time our immortal Bro. Robert 
Burns wrote of “when Man to Man the 
world over will Brother be for a' that“ 
may the G.A.O.T.U. speed the time.

recognition seems to have concluded at 
last that his own hysterical appeals for 
American York Rite recognition will be 
as it has been fruitless and therefore 
secks to minimise the benefits that would 
accrue from such recognition (a com- 
bination “of sour grapes” and “whose 
ox is gored') and to salve his wounded 
feelings and at the same time let him- 
self down casy (as the Chinese say “save 
his face”) quotes the following from the 
“Tyler-Keystone.” 
“Recogniticn Means but Little 

After all, official recognition or lack 
of recognition by one Grand Lodge does 
not alter the Masonic status of any 
other body. Recognition, at the best. is 
merely a graceful hut superflous ac- 
knowledgement of fraternal obligation. 
In some instances it carries with it an 
exchange of representatives—providing 
unmeaning honors for distinguished 
brothers. Individual Masons are. in all 
such cases, the sole judges. Failure or 
refusal to recognize docs not bar mem- 
hers of the Cratt. traveling in forcign 
countries, fram associating with brothers 
of the various forcign countries, they 
visit, nor from entering lodges abroad 
if so be they can give sufficient proof of 
their own Masonic standing. The major 


excommunication pronounced against 
the Grand Orient of France by the 
Grand Lodges of North America and 
Great Britain puts that body in a dif 
ferent class. However we may doubt 
or dispute the wisdom or justice of 
such action, we are bound by its terms 
Lor us to associate Masonically with 
the Grand Orient or its constituent bod- 


ies, is to incur the extreme penalty. 
This is of the terms of gur present 
allegiance. he various lodges and 
znd Grand Lodges, so-called. declared 
to be clandestine, are, of course, not to 
he considered. No regular Mason can 
countenance these in any way. nor will 
he desire to do so. But apart from these 
the American Mason abroad can and 


will visit lodges and hold fraternal inter. 
course at his own pleasure and discre- 
tion. Such being the case, is it net the 
official recognition largely a work oj 
superogation?“ 

Will this have the effect of casing 
Bro. La Tenke to mind his own business 
ni the future and allow other Grand 
Lodges to attend to theirs withau: Far- 
cign interference? For his own sake 
and that of the cause he mis-represents 
we hope so.

VISITATION TO THE LODGES IN 
THE EAST. 


It has been deemed advisable by the 
Executive Board that besides the official 
report given to the Supreme Lodge u 
its stated meeting a short report «of the 
visitation to the Eastern Lodges and 
the condition and progress of Universal 
Masonry there should be given the BR. 
through the medium of the “Universal 
Freemason” in compliance with the de- 
cision | submit the following report: 

Obcying the instructions given hy the 
Supreme Lodge at the special session 
held in Salt Lake City on June the 2yth 
1909. I left on a tour of visitation on 
the ith of September, at my firs: ob- 
zective point, Chicago, I was met by 
Bro. F. Keeler, Grand Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge of III. A. A. S. R M and 
in the course of the day met and discus: 
sed the situation with BB. Deere, Bich- 
awiski, Mascarclli and other prominent 
workers in the Illinois Grand Lodge 
I found the affairs of this Grand ade 


in remarkably good condition, especially 
so considering the disadvantages coder 
which the BB. have been laboring for 
the last year through the death of M. 
W. Bro. D. C. Sinclair Grand Master 
and the bitter and inveterate hatred anl 
persecution of the miss-called Masons 
of the “York Rite” whose vindictiveness 
seems to know no bounds, several at 
the BR. having been discharged irom

their emlayment and deprived of their 
miy means of sustaining their families 
for No other season than that they 
preffered the grand and uplifting ideals 
„i the Universal Scottish Rite to the 
lifeless forms of the narrow biggoted 
anl sectional York Rite. This persecu- 
tion. however, has only served to make 
the Illinois BB. farmer in their faith 
in Universal Masonry, and while their 
numbers are not so great as might he 
under more favorable circumstances it 
would be hard to find in the whole Fed- 
eration more zealous BB. than those 
constituting the Lodges on the Roll of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois.

BB., all of them enthusias- 
tic optimist on the subject of Universal 
Masonry in general and the American 
Masonic Federation in particular.

Moore and Hungerford his Senior and 
Junior Wardens. ! also granted a Dis- 
pensation to Accacia Lodge of Wyan- 
dotte R.W.M. Bro. Dr. Sprague, and 
promised to mect with the BR. on my 
return. , 

In New York I found the work being 
actively prosecuted by our energetic 
Deputy R.. Bro. 1 Lefkowitz and 
granted a Dispensation to King Solo- 
mon Lodge to be held in the City of 
New York. The field here is large and 
fruitful and under skillful charge 
of Bro.

While my visitation of the Lodges 
had hitherto been an unbroken success 
and to special mention one where all ex- 
celled may seem invidious. I must make 
mention of the happy time spent with 
the whole-hearted BB. of Washington. 
D. C. The two Washington Lodges 
Union No. 1 and King Solomon No. 2 
hel a joint meeting under tre auspices 
of Union Lodge and the presidency of 
R.W. Bro. Bernhard Schwartz who J 
had the pleasure of secing work the 
E.A. degree in an able and efficient 
manner. Here I also had the pleasure 
of meeting in the body Bro. Fred 
Shwartz P.M. of King Solomon Lodge 
with whom I had before had frequent 
correspondence. I also made arranbe- 
ment for opening new Lodges in the 
States of Delaware and Maryland, leav- 
ing Bro. Bernhard Schwartz as D. D. G. 
M. to finish the work. 


In Philadelphia I was the guest of 
III.. Bro. Albert M. Harley 33rd degree 
Deputy Grand Representative of the 
Scottish Grand Council of Kites for the 
State of Penn. on the first evening of 
my Stay [ had the unqualified pleasure 
of visiting Queen ot Sheba Lodge No. 2 
of the Scottish Rite of Adoption and 
sccing the Lodge in the first degree 
conducted by the R.W. Mistress Sister 
Schaeffer and her able Wardens. This 
was an especial treat as there are but 
three Lodges of the Adoptive Rite in 
the United Sstates. 


On the second day of my visit, after 
partaking of the hospitality of Bro. and 
Sr. Schaeffer I had the pleasure of mect- 
ing informally with a few BB. of the 
Spanish Family, the party consisting of 
III. Bro. Harley, Schaeffer and Collar 
and BB. Gould Lawyer, Wright and 
Ehrenzeller the first five were courtcous 
gentlemn and true Masons, the last had 
no doubt possesed these qualities also. 
but had the power of disguising their 


possession in such a marked degree 
that he would never have been sus pect— 
ed of the ownership.

From Allentown I retraced my way 
towards Chicago, visiting, conversing 
with and instructing our Deputies by the 
way. In Detroit I attended a joint mect 
ing of Michigan and Accaca Lailzes 
and worked the Symbolic Degrecs for 
the instruction of the BB. Universal 
Masonry had taken root so deep and 
branched so well in Michigan that I was 
presented with a petition asking that 
more Deputies might be appointed to 
work in the State. As this petition was 
endorscd by Bro. Sanborn, the resident 
Deputy, I acceeded to the request and 
commissioned BB.

In Chicago I met with the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois and deputations from 
the Lodges of Indiana. I formally in- 
stalled the R. W. Masters of these 
Lodges and witnessed R. W. Bro. Kecler 
enter a profane into the mystcrics of 
Freemasonry. Too much praise cannot 
he given Bro. Keeler for the able man- 
ner in which he has held the Lodges 
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together since the death of Grand Mas- 
ter Sinclair. On discussing the condi- 
tions caused by that sad event it was 
deciled that as President-General of the 
A. M. F. I should act as M. W. G. M. of 
M. «. X. S. R. M. untill next election. 

lt had been arranged as part of my 
itinerary that I should vis't the BB. in 
New Orleans, going there from Chicago. 
While in Chicago, however, I received 
a letter telling me of the severe sick- 
ness Of a young son, which caused my 
immediate return home. 

lt may be dear BB. that in perform- 
ing this labor I have not accomplished 
all that could have been done, and that 
even what I did do might have been 
better done; if so, believe me, the fault 
was of the head, not of the heart. There 
fore in submitting this report I crave 
your indulgence.

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tioned in the above item is the same who 
wept tears of maudlin sympath: over 
the dishonored grave of a gamlier and 
whore-monger, hailing him es a „rother. 
and at the same time refused \lasonte 
recognition to the Bro. of unimpeacha- 
ble character who professed a ditferen 
religion. What says the old saving 
about “ Birds of a leather,“ and how 
long will the York Rite deem it neces 
sary to prop a failing cause with false- 
hood? Surely they are of thasc who 
“make and love a lie.” 


Our sense of justice compels us t 
give credit where credit is due, and as 
heretofore we have on several occasions 
cast doubt on the truth of the accusa- 
tions made by the York Rite Journals, 
that Bodies whom they style “ Clandes- 
tine“ (meaning those not of their house- 
hold) gain candidates by misrepresen- 
tation, in leading them to believe they 
are or will be recognized by other Ma- 
some powers.

It was pitiable to witne». the 
disappointment of these young BRB when 
l assured them of the utter false of 
those assurances and that they would he 
recognized as Masons by no other body 
than their own, either in America ar 
abroad, as even those Foreign powers 
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which recognize the Grand Orient of 
spain, refuse to recognize the Lodges 
im c-ttblishes in America. I found fur- 
thet that some of these Spanish mem- 
ners Who read the Masonic Journal had 
aleeady doubted the truth of their lead- 
crs representations and had written to 
all the Grand lodges of the United 
Sues, as also some Foreign countries. 
in every case the answer being the same, 
the Spanish Lodges in America were 
Clandestine, spurious and irregular and 
unn erthy to be termed Masonic, the 
Grand Secretary of one Grand Lodge 
caving that they ought all to he in the 
penitentiary, and we believe all good 
Masons and honest men will co-incide 
with this oninion so far at least as the 
leaders are concerned. False statements 
sud mis representation can help no cause 
whether it he York Rite or mis-called 
Scatush. The result will be the same. 
As soon as the members learn how they 
have been deceived, dissatisfaction and 
disintegration will naturally follow.

THE ROYAL ORDER of SCOTLAND 

Several of theBB have written Ictters 
of inquiry concerning the “Royal Order 
of Scotland”, the enquiries prompted by 
newspaper reports of a meeting of the 
so-called “Supreme Council of the South- 
ern Jurisdiction” at which this degree 
had been given. To give even the bricf- 
est History of the “Royal Order“ would 
take a whole issue of the U.I.M. there- 
fore, in answering the question I will 
only give a synopsis of the leading de- 
tails. 

The Royal Order of Scotland consists 
of two degrees, the first “Ifercdom of 
Kilwinning” is of symbolic origin and 
teaching. The second “Rosy Cross” is 
Chivalric, the degrees are very ancient. 
The legendary claim being that King 
Robert the Bruce of Scotland founded 
the second grade as a reward to the 
Templars who assisted him at the Battle 
of Bannockburn which was fought on St. 
John the Baptist day A.D. 1314 when the 
Scottisch army finally and completely 
defeated the armies of Edward of Eng- 
land. The two grades were placed un- 
der the control of the Mother Lodge, 
Kilwining which already had control 
of the first one. This like many other 
Masonic J.cgends of the 17th and 18th 
centuries firmly believed by our anc- 
icnt BB. is now taken “cum grano salis 
That it is of respectable antiquity there 
can be no doubt, as it was with other 
Scottish Degrees taken by Ramsay to 
France carly in the 18th century and 
even before that time was known in 
England where it was governed by a 
Provincial Grand Y.odge. In Scotland 
like all other High Degrees it was work- 
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ed by the Council of Patriarchs under 
the Craft Lodge auspices, until in con. 
sequence of the Grand Lodge edici i 
it was with the other High degree- trans. 
ferred to the control of the Grau En- 
encampment and in 1822 to the irand 
Council of Rites.

inburgh Encampment No. 3t hewled a 
rebellion and seceded from the Grand 


Encampment and formed a schi-matic 
body under English patronage. Found- 
ed another schismatic body in 1818.

K. L. W. N. G After the invasion «i the 
Territory of the Grand Council of Rites 
of Scotland in 1845 by the so-called Su- 
preme Council of France, (the daugh— 
ter of the Masonic Fraud of Charles- 
ton S. C. now known as the Southern 
Jurisdiction) by the establishment of 
a spurious Supreme Council in Scotland 
Denhars fraudlent Grand Lodge ai the 
Royal Order fraternised with the new 
fraud, proving the truth of the old adage 
about “birds of a feather.” Since the 
officers of one have been the ofticers 
of the other and both have ever been 
the bitter opponents of the legitimate 
body, the ancient “Grand Council oi 
Rites”.

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INTERFERENCE OF FOREIGN 
MASONS IN AMERICAN 
MASONRY. 


We are in receipt of the Swiss Bullet- 
zoi the International Bureau for Ma- 


sonic affairs for July-September we have 
tid occasion to mention this publica- 
yon several times and to quote articles 
iom its pages which are usually well 
sritten and tolerant; on its professed 
ums we have looked with good natured 
wlerunce and regarded its editor Bro. 
La Tente as a harmless crank, yet with- 
al one whose crankiness leans to the 
nieht side. It is true his abject appeals 
wr York Rite recognition are apt occa- 
sionally to nauseate men of normal in- 
dependence, and we have thought the 
saps which he and his toy Grand Lodge 
n frequently get in reply to its abject 
payers fot recognition are merited, 
Yet until recently we belicved Bro. La 
Tente honest when he said his Bureau 
never meant in any way to dictate or 
mericre in the affairs of lForcign pow- 
tts. This assurance we the more readily 
believed because any attempt on his part 
lo act otherwise seemed to us then as 
tdacs now, an act of monumental pre- 
zumption; yet this is the very thing he 
hs done. A few months ago he pr- 
umed to pass upon the regularity of tre 
Argentine Grand Lodge “ Rito Azul,” in 
doing which he ran foul of Bro.

Romcos re- 
zented his unwarranted interference we 
adged he would have in future attended 
io hi own business. The lesson does 
nol gem to be enough, as he now pre- 
ume- to declare the American Masonic 
Federation (a body with more Lodges 
than his ten-cent Grand Lodge has mem 
hers) to be irregular and unrecognized. 
The reason (?) he advances for arriving 
at this decision is that it (the A. M. F.) 
ind 11s President-General and Grand Scc- 
tetar: are unknown to his Bureau. Since 
when has it been necessary for American 


Mascnic Powers to ask the tiny Grand 
Lodecs né Ne — e * — 
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to pass upon their regularity? Or does 
Bro. La Tente think to curry favor with 
the State Grand Lodges of the York Rite 
and thus perhaps gain the recognition he 
has so long and so unsuccessfully striv- 
en for? li so, let him give up the 
thought. Americans never hire forcign 
mercenaries to fight their battles, nor 
will they accept the dictum of a foreign 
power which they themselves do not 
recognize as an authority in American 
Masonry, Verb.

AN OLD MASONIC EMBLEM 
FOUND AT NIAGARA-ON 
THE-LAKE. 


On April 26, Joseph Youghton, sex- 
ton of St. Mark's Church, Niagara-on— 
the-Lake, Ont., while digging a grave 
in the cemetary adjoining the church, 
made an interesting find in the charac- 
ter of a Masonic emblem supposed to 
have belonged to a British soldier who 
was killed in he war of 1812. 

The emblem is a little larger than 
an American silver dollar, is of solid 
silver and surmounted by a square and 
compass. On one side is the following 
inscription: “Abram Genung, St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 21,” and bencath this are the 
figures 5.798; on the other side is the 
figure of an angel blowing a trumpet 
and holding a level in the left hand and 
surmounted by the letters “Keshtwell.” 

In the grave was also found the com- 
plete skeleton of a human being, minus 
the head.—Ex. 

St John's Lodge No. 21 was instituted 
in 1736 and still exists at Lanark, Scot- 
land.— Ed.

Replying to yours of the 5th. inst. 
lative to “Secrecy” L beg leave to sub- 
mit the following :— 

I rake it that your question calls far 
my opinion upon the ethics or morality 
invoived in the subject of Secrecy as 
the same may be practiced by secret 
socicties or for similar purposes. To 


begin with it must be assumed that the 
inet or “work” kept secret is of such 
general character as to be entirely mor- 
alir itself in nowise harmful to the as- 
cocisted members and that it does not 
necessarily result in injury to others. 
This must be assumed to be true for 
ihe reason that no association of men 
and women habitually practicing trat 
which is wrong in itself harmful to the 
members or fraught with evil consc- 
quences to those outside the organiza- 
lion, could long endure, regardless of 
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whether the “work” wercopenorsecret 
In the ansence of proof to the contrary, 
therefore, we must assume the facts and 
the “work” kept secret to be moral and 
right and as such I will deal with the 
subject. The question, then relates to 
“secrecy” as an clement of human con- 
duct on th part of a limited number of 
associated individuals with relation to 
any act, fact or thing, neither in itself 
nor of an injurious nature in its relation 
to others. This, therfore, seems to nar- 
row the discussion to “lecrecy as an 
abstract proposition. 

Js it in itself a wrong that a limited 
number or persons(one or morc) should 
deliberately conceal or withhold from 
the knowledge of their fellow mortals 
any fact or facts of which they may be 
recognizant? ils there anything cessen- 
tially evil in secrecy as such and apart 
irom the thine conecaled? 


| am aware that many persons not 
themselves members of any secret soci- 
cty. affect an unfriendly attitude toward 
such organizations proclaiming as their 
reason therefor their belief that the 
secrecy is wrong. It will be observed 
that it is not the subject matter of the 
concealment to which they take excep- 
tion nor to any specific result or cffect 
flowing therefrom (for of these they are 
necessarily ignorant, otherwise there 


would be no secrecy) but to secrecy as 
such. Now this must be held to apply 
to secrecy as to any act, fact or thing, 
rood, bad or indifferent and under any 
or all circumstances. Carried to its 


logical conclusion this can mean nothing 
more nor less than that every human 
being has a right to know any fact or 
truth that comes to the knowledge of 
any other human being. This, of 


course, would carry with it a corres- 
poning duty on the part of the person 
knowing the fact or truth to communi- 
cate it. It is sometimes stated thus:— 
“Truth is the property of all men and 
no one has a right to conceal it.” If 
this be truc it follows that the conccal— 


| 
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ment or secreting is a dereliction of duty 
on the part of the posscssor who re- 
fuses to disclose and an infringment of 
the rights of those desirous of knowing. 
I know of no other theory upon which 
we can make anything like a reasonable 
pretence of adopting the conclusion that 
secrecy, as such, is essentially wrong. 
According to this doctrine, then, this 
question of secrecy, as an cthical or 
moral proposition, resolves itself into 
one concerning the right to know ot 
him who does not know. Where docs 
this right arisc? At what period in 
any man’s existence docs he become in 
vested with it? Is it a right that is his 
at birth, or docs he acquire it after 
birth? Is he entitled to know every 
fact in the universe or only some facts? 
And if only some facts and not all— 
why? These are pertinent questions 
and he who insists that secrecy or the 
concealment of any fact or truth is 
wrong, ought to be prepared to answer 
them. It may be answered that truth 
being of right the property of all men, 
when one or more persons become pos- 
sesscd of a truth not known to all 
mankind the duty to publish on the part 
of the knowing ones and the right of all 
others to know arises then and there. 


Perhaps we may get a better under- 
standing of secrecy as a phase of hu- 
man conduct with which ethics or mor- 
ality is concerned by comparing it with 
its opposite. The opposite of secrecy 
is publicity. If secrecy is essentially 
bad and wrong then publicity is essen- 
tially good and right. Measured by 
such unqualified rule, however, the hack 
yard gossip, the town scandal monger 
and the betraycr of confidences are pub- 
lic benefactors; while the doctor, law- 
yer and minister of the gospel to whom 
their patients, clients annd parishion- 
ers confide their secret troubles, and 
who keep them secret are “undesirable 
citizens.” But society docs not recog- 
nize such rule. On the contrary it has 
ever been most severe in its condem- 
nation of the gossip, the scandal mong- 


er and the betrayer, while the doctor, 
lawyer or minister who sacredly guards 
the secrets confided to him in his pro- 
fessional capacity is always deemeil ta 
merit the honor and confidence oi his 
fellow men. And who shall sav tha: 
this is not as it should be? It ~ ems, 
therefore, that publicity may sometimes 
be a bad thing, and does it not !llow 
that whenever or wherever publicity is 
a bad thing that secrecy is, under like 
circumstances, a good thing. 


Anger, fear, jealousy, vindictiveness 
ctc., are bad in themselves not rel.dive— 
ly bad, but positively and unqualiſiediy so 
This is truc because of the effects pro- 
duced upon the person who entertains 
them. They are destructive of his nob- 
ler impulses, retarding the development, 
growth and expansion of his seul— 
sometimes apparently annihilating it, 
leaving him a thing seemingly witlout 
a soul. It is impossible for a single 
enobling thought or aspiration to tind 
entertainment in the mind of any man. 
however intellectually great simultane: 
ously with any one of them. How can 
they be otherwise than bad—absolutcly 
bad. without reference to any other fiet, 
matter, thing or condition? But secrecy 
is not an emotion, sensation or feeling 
that plays directly upon the soul facul- 
fics of its possessor. It belongs to tlie 
realm of actions. and like all other ac- 
tions, can only be said to be goad or 
bad as its results are beneficial or harm— 
ful. 

That secrecy in itself is not a bad 
thing is evidenced by the fact that an 
All-wise Creator has thrown the mautle 
of secrecy—impenctrable seercey— vet 
such a multitude of the underlying cus- 
es of the phenomena of nature—inn:m- 
erable facts(truths compared with which 
the little that is known by man or that 
is capable of being known by him, i~ as 
nothing. So well guarded are these scc- 
rets, so mystifying and utterly confound 
ing that it is impossible for the human 
intellect to formulate a reasonable theory 
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The Authority of the American Mas- 
onic Federation” A. A. S. Rite “Sym- 
bolic” is compared with that of the 
State Grand Lodges of the So-called 
York /Rite. 


The “American Masonic Federation” 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
“Symbolic” holds a twofold authority, 
one, a civil authority consists of a char- 
ter of incorporation from the State of 
Idaho granted Sept. 21st 1907, the other 
a Masonic authority granted by the 
Grand Lodge “Jnter-montana” on the 
21st day of the month Elool A. H 5657.

The Supreme Council of Ta. decends 
primarily fromthe Grand Mother Lodge 
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granted to Polar Star Lodge A.D. 1741, 
It was created a Sovereign Grand Consis 
tory in 1813 by the Supreme Council 33 
degree founded in New Yory in 1807 
by the III Bro. Joseph Carnea, whe 
received his authority from the Grand 
Orient of France. 

The Cereau Supreme Council in 1832 


united with the “Supreme Council of 
Terra Firma” with Elias Hicks as M. 
P. S. G. C. and the Count de St Laurent 
assistant G. C. and became the “United 
Supreme Council of the Western Hem- 
isphere” this body subsequently went 
to sleep, leaving the S. G. Consistory of 
New Orleans as its sole active repre— 
sentative, in 1839 the Marquis de St. 
Angelo who had been Leuit. Grand 
Commander of ‘the “United Supreme 
Council” and was now buy succession 
the Grand Commander met with the 
R. B. of the Grand Consistory in New 
Orleans and informed his collegues of 
the slumber in which the U. 5. Council 
had fallen; and concurrently with them 
proceeded to give force and vigor un— 
der the title of “Supreme Council of 
the thirty-third and last degree of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite for 
the United States of America. The 
Supreme Council thus formed was re- 
cognized in 1840 by the Grand Orient 
of France. 


The Marquis de St. Angelo became the 
first S G. Commander and there has been 
an unbroken succession of G. Command- 
ers from him to II. Bro Jos. N. Cheri. by 
whose authority given to Rro. M. McB. 
Thomson the Grand J.odge Inter-Mon— 
tana was formed. So much for the auth 
erity of the A. Mi F. through its Sup- 
reme Lodge to Grand Charters for con- 
fering the Symbolic Degrees. The 
Higher Degrees of the Scottish Masraim 
Memphis and other Rites are governed 
hy the “Confederated Supreme Coun- 
cil 33d degree 90 degree and 06 
degree.“ es ablished under patent 
granted in 1898 to Ili. Bro. M. Me B. 
Thomson 33 deg. 90 deg. 96 deg. by the 


McelIll. Peter Spence, V. D. Sou. Grand 


Master of the Grand Council of Ritcs of 
Scotland and by that august body rcc- 
ognized on the 23rd of April 1907. 

The Grand Council of Rites of Scot- 
land is the most Ancient existing Body 
working the highest grades of Scottish 
Rite Masonry in the world. It is the 
only native Scottish Body working. 
these degrees, and tracts its existence 
back into the 18th century. 


Having thus given a clear abstract oi 
aur own title, we ardentitled to ask what 
have our B.B. of the York or Yorke- 
Scottish Rites to show, the answer can 
be given in one word. Nothing! Mason 
ry was first introduced into this country 
carly in the 18th century from British 
sources, hut no higher authority than 
z commission to a Provincial Grand 
Master was ever granted, and that is 
only a personal patent, not transferable. 
voided by tke death or disqualification 
of the grantee. The first State Grand 
Lodge (that of Massachusettes) was 
formed with absolutely mo authority. 
and all succeeding State Grand Lodges 
have been in the same manner, self 
created with no authority whatever. 
Their very name “Ancient York Rite” 
is a double fraud as it is neither “An- 
cient or Vork“. being the creation of 
Thomas Smith Webb. - Masonic T.cctur- 
er and Degree pedler of last century 
cnd is not yet 100 years old, Tt is not 
“Universal” as it has altered the “Tand- 
marks“ introduced “innovations” ard 
changed the “Work” so that the Mason 
in one state can with difficulty (if at all) 
pass into a lodge in another state. 
while the Mason made in Continental 
Evrone or Latin America is not acknaw- 
fledged as a Mason at all by the majority 
of these self created Grand Lodges. 

The Yorko-Scottish Rite is represi- 
cd by the Supreme Councils of the 
Southern and Northern Jurisdiction and 
two antagonistic Supreme Cauncil: 
which each claim to represent that for 
cd by Joseph Cerneau in 1807, While 
these so-called Seeman - C- ' * 
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w be of the “Ancient and Accepted 
&ottish Rite“ they are in fact but a 
bench of the York Rite as they depend 


aticcly upon that Rites Symbolic Lodge 
op candidates. Neither of them have 
> shadow of authority for their exist- 
ace. The Southern Supreme Council 
pretended to be founded by virtue of a 
constitution granted by Frederick the 
Great of Prussia. the original of which 
no one ever saw and which has been 
tyled hy one historian as the “Grand 
lie of the Order” The Northern Sup- 
reme Council is the spawn of the South- 
em and the Cerneaus fail to prove their 
descent from the original Cerneau Coun- 
til. The Southern Council stands a self 
canfessed fraud in as much as it has 
discarded its pretended authority and 
onenly styles itself the “Mother Council 
ol the world”. It is a triple fraud as it 
is neither “Ancient, Accepted or Scot- 
fish”. In fact as has been aptly express- 
cd in a Scottish Masonic Journal “it 
uses th Scottish name only to disgrace 
it” 

We have thus shown the title of the 
American Masonic Federation” and the 
“Confederated Sunreme Council” to he 
meontestably good: they claim nothing 
far which they have not documentary 
evidence to show. While as we have 
shawn our opponents are absolutely with 
out auchority and are sclf constituted 
frainels. 

When beaten in argument and com- 
pelled to acknowledge thcir own lack of 
authority the York exclaims, the Ameri- 
can Masonic Federation is not recogniz- 
ed: if by this it is meant that the York 
Rite does not aff liate with or recognize 
the A. M. F. it is correct. but then 
neither does the majority of the State 
Grind Loadges of that Rite recognize the 
Grand T.odges of Continental Europe, or 
Latin America, if however it is meant 
that the A. M. F. is not recognized by 
other Grand Lodges then Ft is a dispic- 
able falsehood. Let us see how much 
thie talked of recognition is looked up- 


which purpose we quote from a recent 
issue of the “Tyler-Keystone” the lead- 
ing York Rite Magazine the following: 
Recognition Means But Little. 
“After all, official recognition or lack 
of recognition by one Grand Lodge docs 
not alter the Masonic status of anv 


other body. Recognition, at the best is 
merely a graceful but superflous ac- 
knowledgement of fraternal obligation 
In some instances it carries with it an 
exchange of representatives—providing 
unmeaning honors for distinguished 
brothers. Individual Masons are, in all 
such cases, the sole judges. Failure or 
refusal to recognize does nat har mem- 
bers of the Craft. travelling in foreign 
countries, from associating with brothers 
of the various foreign countries, they 
visit, nor from entering lodges abroad 
if so be they can give sufficient proof 
of their own Masonic standing.” 

“The American Mason abroad can and 
will visit Lodges and can hold fraternal 
intercourse at his awn pleasure and dis- 
cretion. Such being the case is not of- 
ficial recognition largely a work of su- 
perogation. 


And the “Palestine Bulletin” comment- 
ing on York Rite treatment of Foreign 
Masons and Masonic powers, Says: 

“European Masonry will have discov- 
ered what American recognition amounts 
ta and will have ceased to care for it. 
Ry that time the Masonry of the rest of 
the world will have become closely knit 
together. This process is going on all 
the time. 

Then the affiliated Masonry of the 
world will hegin to enquire whether it 
is not time to resent the insults which 
American Masonry has showered so lav- 
ishly upon the rest of the world. and 
what is the institution anyway which in 
America calls itself Masonry? Tt is 
undeniable that as soon as that inquiry 
is made it will be discovered that it is 
an institution whose practices are in- 
variably onposed to Masonic precepts. 
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thus on much talked of “recognition, in 
a world-wide sense why need the bestow- 
ing or withholding it by the “ Local’ 
Masonry of the American York Rite af- 
fect the family of “ Universal Masonry?” 


SYMBOLIC TEACHING CONVEYED

At 
all periods of the world's history 7 an- 
pears ta be par excellence the sacred 
number. Why? It has never heen sct- 
tled: cach separate neaple giving a dif- 
ferent version accarding to their rclicion 
While heathen mythology specially hon 
ors the no. 7. and it is interwoven with 
every tradition of that system. Pytha- 
gares calls it the vehicle of life contain- 
ing body and soul. since it is formed of 
a quarterinary that is wisdom and intel- 
lect. and a trinity of action and matter. 
The Emperor Julian said “Were T to 
ever touch upon the initiature into our 
secret mysteries (which the Chaldees 
Bacchised) respecting the 7 rayed God 
lighting up the soul, through him I 
should say things unknown to the mas- 
ses but well known to the Blessed Theur 
mists. There were seven hells which the 
Rabbis derived fram the 7 names of hell 
in their scriptures. and 70 translators 
(10 times 7) of the Creek scriptures. 
The rainfall that produced the deluge is 
recorded hy the Chaldees and the Hin- 
dans as seven days. 
The Rahylonish priests used 7 vases 


in their sacrifices to record that gre 
event. There were seven rounds tot

SECRECY. 

Continued from last month) 
concerning them, or any theory wha: 
soever that is not self-contradictors 
They are not only secrets now but sha! 
human

why? And are you not compelled te 
answer: “Because it is good for us that 
it should be sa.” And why is it goo 
for Receause, had been given:

ever remain so to intelligence 


us? We 
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purposes of our being. We are not ft- 
ted to receive it—we are not duly and 
truly prepared, worthy and well quali- 
fied. 

Turning now to truths known and 
knowable. Observe the spanng hand 
with which the same Intelligence has 
pieced out to mankind, little by little, the 
known facts of creation. How many 
countless millions of human beings have 
lived and died upon the earth during 
untold ages that have passed, not onc of 
whom in any of those ages had know- 
ledge of some of the most important 
truths that are now common property? 
Why were these things not revealed 
to them A little reflection will con- 
vince us that man the savage, the blood- 
thirsty barbarian, might not make a right 
use of such knowledge. He received as 
much as he was ready to receive no more 
no less. All clse was kert secret from 
him just as many things knowable are 
still hidden from us, but which we have 
every reason to believe will be revealed 
in time should humanity continue its 
upward and onward march to its des- 
tined state of perfection. Man from time 
to time will reccive such knowledge 
as he is fitted to receive and as much 
thercof as he has ahility and inclination 
to make a right use of. This has ever 
bren the rule and will doubtless be con- 
‘tinued 10 the end. 


Secrecy, then, may be good or bad, or 
it may be neither, according as it hap- 
pens to be productive of good or evil. 
The “secret work” of any socicty is 
conunendable if it 1s productive of good 
either to its members or to humanity 
in general and it is bad if productive of 
evil to either. But if neither good nor 
bad and ethics or morality is not con- 


cerned with it. It is to be measured by 


the same rules that we apply to other 


actions or conduct. Publicity some- 


to practice secrecy. 

After all where can you find a more 
utterly despicable creature than him 
whom you have taken into your con- 
fidences relying on his honor and man- 
hood, who nevertheless bares to the 
world the secret you have given him? 
To me a petit larceny theif appears a 
prince by comparison—and that too, re- 
gardless of the nature of the secret 
divulged. This of course docs not apply 
to him who discloses the secret facts 
in so far as it may be necessary to ward 
off impending dangers to himself or oth- 
ers. The man or woman who can be 
relied upon to maintain secrecy is trust- 
worthy and is always trusted by other 
men and women; while he or she who 
cannot be so relied on is neither trusted 
nor trustworthy. Does it not then ap- 
pear as though sccrecy in itself were 
something of a virtue and its opposite 
something in the nature of a vice.

CO - MASONRY. 

We have been asked on several ac 
casions to enlighten our readers as tn 
what was meant by “co-masonry.” As 
we had no means heretofore of gaininc 
knowledge at first hand, we replied as 
best we could from the data availabl: 
Now, however, we are enabled throuch 
the courtesy of the head of the American 
Branch of the organization, III. Tanis 
Goazion. M.P.G., Commander of the 
“American Federation of Human Right«“ 
(which is the correct title of the organi- 
mtion) ta answer this question under- 
standingly. 

The American Federation of Human 
Rights filed articles of incorporation an 
the 26th of May. 1909, and work under 
authority of the Supreme Council of Uni- 
versal Co-Masonry, with headquarters in 
Paris. France. 

One of the principal objects of the sa 
cicty is “to demand equal rights for both 
sexes before the law.” In its declaration 
of principles it declares “It is Freemas- 
onry opening its Temples to women as 
well as men, because it recognizes that 
united strength is necessary, and that cf- 
forts made by one sex alone are inade 
quate for the solution of conimic, so 
cial and ethical problems.” 

It has Lodges in India, Holland, Italy 
and Trance, as well as in America. lt- 
Lodges work in three Languages: Ene 
lish, French and Italian. The Ritual := 
that af the“ Universal Scottish Rite, 
and its customs are based on those of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland.

Very Thus. Rra. John Yarker: they are

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ry is no more Masonry than the Orders 
of the Good Templars and the Oddfel- 
lows atc Masonry. It is merely an at- 
tempt to cajole women with pretty cere- 
monics and pompous titles into renunci- 
ation of all attempts to pass between 
the Pillars and to hoodwink them in per- 
petuity while pretending to lift a corn- 
er of the veil. No adoptive Mason can 
work her way into the Temple, nor give 
the p.p. of her e. 

Co-Masonry began with the initiation 
of a woman in a masculine lodge, with 
uncurtailed ceremonial, and from that 
time onwards women have becn initiated 
p—d, and r—d. on exactly the same 
terms as men Masons. They have not 
only enetered Craft, or Blue Masonry, 
but have also climbed the ladder of the 
Scottish Rite. entering successively Red. 
Black. and White Masonry. completing 
the recognized ascent. Women Masons 
are now found all over the world, in 
Fast and West. Hindu and Paris women 
having entered side hy side with English. 
Scotch. French, Dutch, German. Swedish, 
Italian. Russian. Australian, American. 
It is too late to deride. to strive to check 
to anathematize. or to excommunicate. 
the men Masons who fraternize with 
them. The bandage has fallen from 
their eyes, they have risen, and nothing 
that any Grand Lodge or Supreme Coun- 
cil can do can deprive them of the know- 
ledge and of the position they have won. 

The entry of women into Masonry 
hand in hand with men is full of fairest 
augury for the future. for it will re-knit 
the ancient tic hetween Masonry and 
the inner worlds. will re-open the an- 
cient channels in which the water of 
life can flow and shed once morc the 
nure White Light on all who pray for 
its hestowal. Masonry. thus restored 
and revivified will nlay a great nart in 
mreparing the world for the Coming 
Race. in proclaiming and popularizing 


the ideals necessarv for its moulding, in 
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To this high cnd is Co-Masonry or- 
dained, and fortunate are they who are 
its Initiates—Annic Besant, 33d degree 
—‘Co-Mason.”

RITES IN MASONRY. 

We have been requested to expion 
what is meant by Rites in Masonry -m 
umerating the various Rites that hive 
been worked in the past, those that re 
now worked, where they are worked ad 


by whom. 

The program is a large one, as even 
to cpitomise several numbers of |! 
Universal Freemason would be required 
still we will endeavor in as little srace 
as may be to give a very brief resume 
of the subject. 


The word “Rite” is derived from the 
Latin ¿itus a custom or ceremony, tli: re 
fore the various Masonic Rites are dii- 
ferent ceremonial observencies or meth- 
ads of conveying to the Initiate ti 
same gencral teachings. In all the Rite 
the superstructure is built on the fomil- 
ation of the three symbolic degrees (is 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland nanes 
them) “the three Great Degrees of Si 
John's Masonry.” Going away back inia 
the time when the only Masons were 
the builders who reared alike the stati! 
Minster, the Feudal Castle. and the Pur 
pess Dwelling. when Masonic History 
was only written in the Sederunt Book 
of the Lodge. and no more imnosivx 
titles were known than thase of Deacon 
of the Craft. Bookkeeper and Clerk. 
Degrees were few and ceremonies short. 
How many degrees and with what cerc- 
monies given, we can only conjecture. 
but this much we do know, that as carly 
as the latter part of the 17th century the 
Three Symbolic Degrees were known 
though probably not as fully elaborat!

both lost and found in the Master part. 
It was but a short time after the re- 
rival in 1717 that new degrees began to 
be manufactured, some by sub-dividing 
the existing lectures and others entirely 
new creations. 


Scotland seems to have been from the 
frst the birthplace of these additional 
degrees, as it had been the preserver of 
the primitive ones, and we find as early 
a 1725 Lodges of Scottish Masters and 
llarodim, Heredom or Harodians in Ene 
land. and shortly afterwards the Scottish 
Degrees were introduced into France by 
the Chevalier Michael Andrew Ramsey. 
zupplemented later by the Scottish f o- 
litical refugees who were adherents of 
the exiled Stuart dynasty. 


It was in France that the additional 
Degrees were first grouped together un- 
der separate governments from the Craft 
Lodges. The most important of the 
badies thus formed, both from the point 
ol antiquity and the prominence of its 
fonder was the Chapter of Arras founded 
April 18., 1747 by Prince Charles Edward 
Stuart, the last scion of the Scottish 
Royal family of that name, (as titular 
King of Scotland and head of all Scot- 
tish Masonry) the governing grade in 
this chapter was the Rosy Cross of 
Heredlom-Kilwining. 

Du-ing the succeeding 90 vears an 
mos: innumerable number of Rites and 
systens sprang up, Ragon gives the 
number as 52 with 1400 degrees: most 
af these have sunk into well merited ob- 
livor We will briefly give the geneal- 
ay of those still existing. The Scot- 
lish e grees of Scottish Master and Here 
dom were knawn in England early in 
the iSth century having been taken there 
na doubt by traveling Masons from 
Sec land. They were introduced into 
France in the first decade of the 18th 
centusy by the Scotsman Ramsey, born 
in Avr June 15. 1668. and made a Mason 
inthe Lodge Ayr Kilwining, St. John, a 
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In 1743 the first Chapter of high de- 


grecs as separate from and superior to 
the primitive grades was established at 
Aras in France by Charles Edward Stu- 
art as titular Prince Royal of Scotland 
the highest degree of this chapter was 
the Rosy Cross of Heredom, the “Royal 
Order of Scotland.” 


From the foundation thus laid was 
evolved in 1754 the “Rite of Perfection” 
of 25 regular degrees and an indefinite 
number of side or supplementary dce- 
grees, the principal degrces in this Rite 
the Secret Master. Perfest Master, In- 
timate Secretary, Suprintendent of the 
Building, Royal Arch. Secret Vault, 
Prince Mason. Rosy Cross. Kadosh. and 
the Royal Secret, are found in all suhse— 
quent Rites. 

From the degrees of the Rite of Per- 
fection regular and supplementay was 
compiled the Rite of 33 degrees, on 
which in turn was based the Rites of 
90 and gs degrees. 

In Scandinavia and Germany the Rite 
of Perfection taok a different course 
starting in 1786. as the Rite of Strict Ob- 
cervance a Rite of 6 degrees and which 
claimed for Masonry a Knight Templar 
origin from the Strict Observance was 
founded in 1766 .the Swedish system 
which is practiced by the Grand T.odges 
af Sweden 1760, Germany 1770, Denmark 
1855. Norway 1891. 

The Scottish Directory also a branch 
of the “Strict Observance” was founded 
in 1787 its system is practiced by the 
Grand Lodges of the “Three Glohes“ 
and “Royal Vork“ of Berlin, and in 
Switzerland. Other Rites practiced are 
the Rite of Zimendorf of 7 degree prac- 
ticed by the National Grand Ladge af 
Germany. The Philosonhic Scottish 
Rite of 18 degrees practiced in Belgium. 

The Reformed or Rectified Scottish 
Rite also practiced in some Belgian 
Lodges. the Eclectic Rite af the Grand 
Lodge of Hamburgh. 
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The Rite of Misraim of 9o degrees, in- 


vented by Lechangur of Milan in 1813 
Rite of Memphis 95 degrees invented 
hy Marconis de Negre in 1838. The 
American York Rite of 13 degrecs one 
of which was fabricated and the others 
arranged hy Thomas Smith Webb, a 
Masonic ‘ecturcr and degree peddber 
abowt 1790-97, practiced only in the U. 
S. A. The National Rite of Mexico 
practiced in Mexico. 

All of these Rites start with the three 
primitive degrecs with the notable ex- 
chtions of the Supreme Councils of the 
Southern and Northern Jurisdiction of 
the U. S. A, falsely called of the A,A, 
S.R. which depend for candidates on 
the Symbolic Lodges of the York Rite. 

But few of the Rites enumerated 
work in full all the degrees on their 
roster. The Rite of Memphis in 1865 
reduced its working to 33 degrecs the 
oth of the reduced system being equal 
in the goth of the original and the 33rd 
to the 95th the new arrangement being 
called the “Ancient and Primitive Rtie“. 

The Rite of Misraim is also reduced 
to 33 degrees under the title of the Re- 
farmed Egyptian Rite 

Of the A. A. S. R. Rite but few jurisdic- 
tions word the complete list the most 
usually worked being the 4.13.14,15.18, 
30 and 32nd degrees. Going back to the 
original home of all masonry it may be 
interesting to learn how Scottish Mason- 
ry is practiced in the Land of its birth. 
and in the sister kingdoms of England 
and Ireland. In these countries the 
word “Rite” as anplied n any way to the 
three rrimitive degrees is unknown, and 
these degrees rmain now as at first the 
head and front of all Masonry. recog- 
nizing nothing as Masonic outside the 
craft or Blue Lodge in England and 
Scoiland, Ireland while squally claiming 
precedence and authority for the craft 
degrees. recognizes as Masonic the Roy- 
al Arch. Knight Templar, Prince Mason 
and A A S. R 
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tolerating all so-called Masonic [iodies 


recognises only the three craft c-xrees 
and the Royal Arch, the latter not as 
serarate degree but as the competing 
part of the M.M. 


The Grand Lodge of Scotland recog- 
nises the Mark only as a part oi the 
Fellow Craft and the Past Master as 
part of the installation ceremonies. 

The Crand Council of Rites of Scot- 
land controlls all the supplementary de- 
grees not controlled by Crand 1 odge, 
Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter and 
Grand Encampment of Knight Temp- 
lars, it will be interesting to trace how 
the several Rites and Orders which it 
controls came into its possession. 

The primitive Farly Grand Scottish 
Rite is the oldest practiced by the Grand 
Council, it consists nominally of X1.VII 
degrees, as however three of those are 
the property of Grand Lodge, two ſ the 
Royal Arch Chapter and seven ci the 
Grand Encampment the actual decrees 
of the E. G. S. R. controled by Grand 
Council is thus only 35, these arc all 
degrees of work and while some of them 
are peculiar to this Rite others are com- 
mon to all the Rites, they having been 
taken from Scotland originally as we 
have shown above. The Rite of Mis- 
raim came into possession of (irand 
Counci from Ireland In 1820. The Rite 
of Memphis from “England in 1882. 

The Grand Council in 1822 after its 
formal separation from the Grand En- 
campment and establishment as a sep- 
arate body aurthorized the segregation of 
the 30 degrees of the Ancient aud Ac 
cepted Rite which had before work ‘das 
nart of th E. G. S,. Rite and since then has 
issued a Separate diploma for them thus 
arranged

YORK RITE CRITICISM. 

We have had sent to us by a good 
Rro. a marked copy of “The Tyler-Key- 
stone’ it will hardly be necessary to in- 
form our readers that this journal with 
the hyphenated title is of the York Rite 
variety when we quote the items to 
which our attention has been thus drawn 

Onc of these is an cditorial entitled 
“Clandestine Literature’ and is as fol- 
lows: 

“Few Masons realize the vast amount 
of Clandestine literature which is flood- 
ing the country. The general tenor of 
most of it is a demand for a more uni- 
versal fraternity, which will include all 
the warring elements in our midst and 
nnify the practices and forms used in 
the name of Masonry. Several of these 
clandestine papers come from foreign- 
ers who on coming to this country did 
not receive the recognition which they 
believed should have been theirs. They 
do not understand why a body which is 
Maconie in Europe should not be so 
cons:dered in America. On the other 
han’ there are Clandestine bodies. many 
af them, which have originated from 
earvest and sncere Masons who have 
ep cated themselves from the existing 
order: of things because they believe the 
principle which dominates those bodies 
to b. wrong. These men certainly com- 
marl a certain amount of sympathy al- 
though their methods cannot hut he 
condemned. Every right thinking Mas- 
an believes in the theoretical universal- 
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vocated in the raising of every brother 
tot he sublime degree. The mistake 
lies in believing that reform can come 


from without, can be attained without 
the cooperation of the authority which 
obtains. These abortive attempts merce- 
ly antagonize the grand lodges and pro- 
mote more strict and narrow laws 
against foreign Masonry; forcign, not 
from geographical situation, but in rc- 
lation to established custom. Our views 
of Universal Masonry and a greater un- 
ity of American Masonry arc too well 
known to need reiteration, but we be- 
lieve emphatically that the only way tn 
bring this much desired end is by united 
and consistent effort within the frternn- 
ity and not by disorganizing attack at 
the outer door.” 

A ferusal of the above leaves us 
slightly in doubt as to what our good 
brother means to convey, we believe 
that he is whooping up his own side, 
and also by some subtle perversion of 
the English language that a “vast amount 
of literature“ can flooa the country and 
at the same time be clandestine; we have 
always understood that “Clandestine” 
was something “hidden, private, under’ 
hand” and how anything could answer 
this description and at the same time 
“flood the country in vast amounts,” is 
different to understand. We would sug- 
gest that our brother he a little more 
particular in kis choice of terms. Per— 
haps he only means those Masons who 
do notl ook at Masonry through York 
Rite spectacles. and if so is it not high 
time and also in better taste were he to 
recognize the fact that the journals ke 
thus stigmatizes and the cause they rer- 
resent are here to stay. and ke is surel: 
old enough to know tiat calling names 
is no argument. The writer accuses us 
af demanding “a more universal fratern- 
ity which will include all the warring 


elements in our midst and unify the 


practices and forms used in the name of 
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up or slithering us down”, for no bet- 


ter motives could be imputed to Masons 


than this. But then some of us are ac- 
cused of the heinous crime of being 
„Foreigners“ who are so densely ignor- 
ant as to actually think that Masonry 
elsewhere in the world is the same as 
that bearing the York Rite brand. To the 
first charge in this indictment we plead 
guilty and while proud of our Amcrican 
citizenship, we are also proud of the 
fact that we first saw Masonic light in 
ithe native home of Masonry, and that 
we were bor in tke same land which 
gave more than one signer to the Dec- 
iaration of Independence, and gave to 
the new born nation its first great Ad- 
miral, of the second count we were also 
in our ignorance of York Rite peculiarit- 
ics at one time guilty we had been taught 
that our lodge was in length from the 
north to the south, in width from the 
cast to the west, and that we had only 
to prove our self to a Mason to find a 
hrother and a friend; we are no longer 
guilty of thinking this applies to Mason- 
ry’ as she is taught” in America. 

While giving some of those he calls 
Clandestine credit for carnestness and 
sincerity and himself acknowledging 
that York Rite Masonry is not true Ma- 
sonry. he wants all reform to come 
from the inside. 

What great world reforms have come 
from the inside? Would Magna Charta 
have been granted by John of his Baron 
had been content to suc in Westminster 
instead of meeting him at Runnimede?

S. R. of the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
United States and the other the Sup- 
reme Council A. & A. S. R. of the 
Northern Jurisdiction of the United Stat 
et. You can tic the little glass poison 
ball to any other organization claiming 
authority to dispense the high justice 
the middle and the low in the Scottish 
Rite. 


A consistory was started in Idaho 
called the “Inter Montana” with juris- 
diction over the Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific States. The authority eminated 
from some mirage on the lower Missis- 
sippi and appeared under the hand and 
seal of M. McB. Thomson. This or- 
ganization entered into relations with 
several schismatic and unlawful lodges 
throughout the country and formed the 
A. M. F. 

Whether the Rites of Scotland has any- 
thing to do with the Cerncau bodies or 
with the Rite of Memphis or Egyptian 
Rite, or whether it is an independent 
brand, we cannot say. The Cerneau 
Rite, or as Brother Homan is pleased to 
call it, the “Cerneau Wrong“ has been 
declared against by almost all Masonic 
bodics and is without any legal standing. 
The Feyptian Rite under the leadership 
of Dr. D. Wilson, that is when the 
Doctor is not on trial, has been leading 
a fugitive existence for a period of years 
and crops out sporadically only to he 
regressed by authority in the form of 
handeuffs. The Eevptian Rite is not an 
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Cove will ever create a real demand in- 
dependent of the legitamite oyster, for 


we are led to believe that, like polluted 
drinking water, it has little taste and a 
disagreeable after-cffect.

Still worse is the rule which obta: 2 
in South Carolina, that if an entered «> 
prentice suffers any of these trifling :»- 
juries he can never he naccad and ras a 
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Carolina is the worst offerder against 
justice and sense in this matter of phys— 
ita: perfection. Except for that, Texas 
and l'ennsylvania are just as bad. 

The correct attitude on this question 
of physical perfection is that of the 
grand lodges of the British Empire. 
Nearly all of them leave the matter 
wholly to the lodges and the individual 
canscienee. The exceptions are some 
of the Canadian grand lodges who are 
contaminated by contact with the Ameri- 
can grand lodges and have caught that 
Amcrican itch to govern and decide ev- 
aything. 

lt is amusing to note how hard it is 
or the British Masons and the Ameri- 
other 


cn Masons to understand each 


on this question. The British grand 
lodges never would have known that 
uch a question existed if we had not 
riscl it. In our American anxiety ta 
control everything and to have every- 
thing just exactly right, we began a few 
years ago to ask questions of the Brit- 
ish grand lodges not, of course, intend- 
ing to be governed by them, but hoping 


to ge! answers that would support our 


orn opinions and prejudices. “What 
is your interpretation of the law of phys- 
ical erfection?“ we asked. “Why, 


what is our interpretation“ they asked 
them-clves. “The truth is we have nev- 
er hed any interpretation. We have 
never heen asked for any. Our lodges 
have some sense and judgment of their 
own. But if our American brothers 
rant an interpretation we suppose we'll 
have ‘n give them one. They are always 
comp wining that we neglect their troub- 
keane questions. What a lot of ques- 
tions they find for grand lodges to set- 
le. What a lot of government and con- 
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slightly bewildered reslics. 

On the other hand we Americans can't 
understand their vagueness and resent 
it. When they say “why we leave the 
matter to the lodgse and they do as they 


think proper.” we can't get that through 


our heads. “The idea of leaving any- 
thing to the lodges; we never heard of 
such a thing and we don't believe there 
is such a thing. An answer like that 
can be nothing but an evasion.”

MASONRY IN THE NORTHWEST 


TERRITORY. 


The following is a bricf resume of the 
early history of Masonry in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Towa, Minnesota. and the Da- 
kotas. It dates from the 25th day of 
December, 1823. when seven army of- 
ficers and three civilians met at the house 
of Brother George Johnston. who lived 
on a farm on the west side of Fox river 
which became the site of Fort Howard.

fantry. <A regular charter was granted 
by the Grand Lodge of New York on the 
zd of December. 1824. Menomince lodge 
went out of existense in 1830. Among 
those initiated in this lodge, probably in 
1824 or 1825, was Henry S. Baird. who 
was senior deacon in 1825 and worshipful 
master in 1826. and presided for the last 
four years of its existence. The only 
known records of this lodge are contain- 
ed in an address delivered by Brother 
Baird at Green Bay in 1854. 

Brother Baird was born in Dublin. 
Treland. in 1800, located in Green Bay 
in 1823, was admitted to the bar in 1824. 
and was prominent in the early history 
of the state. He was a member and 
president of the first Territorial Council 
in 1836, and a member of the first Con 
stitutional Convention in 1846. He also 
served as mayor of Green Ray. He was

to discern that there is no necessary 
connection between the unknowable at- 
iributes of Deity and the knowable fact 
at Deity does exist. Hence, in discard- 
ing the rubbish the keystone of the intel- 
lectual arch goes with it as a supposedly 
essential part of it. God is rejected alto- 
eether, and they cease to concern them- 
selves further about the matter. 
Masonry has never attempted to enter 
this field of unprofitable speculations con- 
cerning the mode of existence, purnoses 
or nature of a spiritual God. Whatever 
may be the nature of sriritual laws, the 
physical brain, evolved for the purposes 
of a physical environment only. cannot 
anceive them. But it can perform its 
functions in matters pertainine to ite 
chystcal surroundings—the universe and 
all that it contains—according ta the 
rigid laws governing those fnnc- 
lions. the laws of logie. One af these 
laws is that which asserts that a nrono- 
sition is necessarily and unquestionahly 
truc if its negation is inconeeivable.

ply cannot conceive them. Why? Be- 
cause all knowledge is relative. You 
can only know a thing by and through 
its relation to something else, and be— 
cause if its likeness to, and difference 
from, something else which you already 
know. What is it, then, that you al- 
ready know which sustains a relation of 
likeness to, and difference from, self-ex— 
istence or sclf-creation? Nothing. 

But among the things we do know 
and are able to verify is the fact that 
every observable mundane effect has à 
pre-existing cause. All our rcasonings 
relate to a multitude of physical phe— 
nomena which arc effects of pre-existing 
causes; and these causes are in turn the 
effects of causes existing anterior to 
them. These various causes and effects 
constitute the sole material upon which 
we perform all our mental labors. With- 
out them reason is impossible. A cause: 
less physical effect is unknown and un- 
knowable. The universe is a physical 
cffect; therefore, that it should have a 
pre-existing cause is conceivable and ac- 
cords with all our methods of reasoning. 
It is also verified by the highest form of 
proof known to the laws of logic, viz: 
its negation is not conceivable. The fact 
of the existence of God, the Great Ar- 
chitect of the Universe, is established by 


proof that it is folly to attempt to refute. 
The terms self-existence and = self-crea- 
tion are unthinkable. It follows that he 
who posits cither of these inconccivable 
hypothesis us a general premise from 
which to evolve a scientific or philosoph- 
ical theory of physical existence has 
reached the limit of logical absurdity.

Introduction 


At all times the peoples have honored 
their dead. The ancients honored theirs 


under the name of Mani, with annual 
feasts. In Greece. it was forbidden to 
speak ill of a dead person, even it one 
had been injured by it. Among the 
Egyptians a dead body, even that of a 
near relative, was considered sacred, and 
one upon which money could he borrow- 
ed, but the one who did not return. 


How to Prepare the Coffin. 


The walls of the coffin must be cover- 
ed by black cloth, with white and black 
marlands, and silver leaves and fringes. 
The altar, the chairs of dignitaries and 
off:: must be covered with black mater- 
ial. In front of the Hatins of the W:.M:. 
must be a skull and cross bones, and, on 
each side, a basket of flowers. The lodge 


must be lighted by 27 yellow candles, 


distributed in 9 groups of 3 each. The 
candlesticks must bear a black crepe 
haw. Urpon the altar. in the center of the 
I.:. is placed the coffin, in front of which 
are placed the decorations and jewels 
of the dead brother, and also a pair of 
white gloves and his sword with hlack 
erene. From the center of the coffin is 
placed a triangular column, uron a base

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with alcohol, or the hour-glass with u 


scythe. In front of the coffin the nan 


of the dead brother will be written 
white letters; or if there are several, t! 
names will be written in the order oi 


their death. Below will be the eternal 


bye, in the center of a snake biting his 
tail.

leaving its shrysalid placed in the skuli, 
2s a symbol of freedom of thought; anid 
on the other side will be a genius hold 
ing in his right hand a lighted and up- 
right torch, and in his left hand a torc! 
turned downward. In front of the altar 
there will be placed a tripod covered with 
a black cloth, holding a vase containin. 
some perfumed spirit, and next to it 
ceriser with incense and perfume, res!

GREAT NAMES IN MASONRY. 
II. JAMES ANDEIERSON, D. D. 


The name James Anderson brings be- 
fore the mind of all modern Free Ma- 
sons a most interesting period in the 
history of the Craft. a time of transition 
—a beginning or revival of speculative 
as distinct from operative Masonry. OF 
the man behind the name hardly any- 
thing is known; he was a Scotchman, but 
whether born in Edinburgh or Aberdeen 
is not certain, nor is it known where he 
wes educated. nor anything about his 
personal history: however, in the first 
do ade of the Sth century he was in 
Lendon and was the Minister of the 
Presbyterian Chuch in Swallow Street. 
P'iccadilli. Kt this time a great work was 
being done in London, the rebuilding, 
nder Sir Christopher Wren. of St. 
Perl's Cathedral. which had been dce- 


strayed by the great fire, and Anderson 
. 
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Mason, be he arch or square, was obliged 
to belong to St. Paul's Lodge, which had 
its headquarters at the Goose and Grid- 
iron in St. Paul's churchyard. and under 
the control of the Worshipful) Society 
of Free Masons of the City of London. 
According to ancient custom the Chap- 
lain kad to hold a daily service at St. 
Pauls during the building, in the same 
way that Jachin had held the service 
at the building of the Temple gi Solo- 
mon. 

The minute book shows that the Rev. 
Dr. llenry Compton was the Chaydain, 
bath of St. Pauls sa: are or hlne Lodge 
and of St. Pauls areh or red Lodge. To 
enable Dr. Compton to enter into any 
ol the degrees when work or ceremony 
was going on he took the usual Chap- 
lain's oath not to divulge any ar the 
Tectoni: secrets or other matters that 
he might sec- 

In the year 1710 the book shows that 
Dr. Compton retired, and the Rev. Dr. 
James Anderson was appointed Chaplain 
and took the Chaplain's or Jachin oath 
in due form. 

Few appointments have had such enor- 
mous ond far-reacing resuits as this, for 
from it has arisen the great and wide- 
spread institution of modern Free Ma- 
sonry, the Grand Lodge of England and 
the thousands of members under its 
obedienee. From such small beginnings 
it all arose, for Anderson in 1714 was 
found, according to the old minute hook. 
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Masons for a fee of £558. cach. The 
accounts to 31st Dec., 1714, show that 
Messrs, Payne, Johnson, Stuart, Desagu- 
liers, Sayer, Montagu, and Entick had 
been made Free Masons and that the 
seven fees of honor were £36 15s. 


The Worshipful Socicty of Free Ma- 
sons of the City of London were not in- 
form d of what was going on. However, 
in September, 1715, the truth became 
known and several members, including 
Sir Christopher Wren. then called An- 
derson's attention to his oath, that it is 
not in the power of any man or body of 
men to make innovation in the Craft of 
Free Mason. Anderson paid no atten- 
tion to this warning, so he and his non- 
protcssional gentlemen were execlled and 
their names struck off the roll. 


Under these circumstances Anderson 
took the only course left and founded a 
new Lodge, named Antiquity, after which 
he founded Lodges at “The Crown” 
“Appletree” and “Rummer and Grapes.” 

There is ery little doubt from the sub- 
sequent construction of Grand T.odyes 
that these Lodges were mixed. Operat- 
ive and Speculative, with a predominat- 
ing clement of the Speculative. 

Now the interesting question is, was 
this an entire innovation or had such a 
combination existed befare? 


There can be little doubt that in the 
Middle Ages when the wonderful Cath- 
edrals and Churches of the West were 
heing built, the Craft Guilds were attach- 
cd to the great Religious Ilouses, and 
that lay brothers, priests. and even high 
dignitaries of the Church were members 
of the Guilds. 


But the Reformation destroyed the 
Monasteries, cte, the impetus for build- 
ing beautiful churches ceased, and the 
Craft Lodges severely felt the altered 
conditions and aims, and disassociation 
with their more learned brethren. 


Still. however, they faithfully preserv- 
ed their institution, custome, ceremonies 
and regulations, and even at the time we 
sre considering the rebuilding of St. 


Pauls the endof 7th century and brezin- 
ning of 18th, thework was carried ou! bya 
duly constituted Lodge of Free Ma us, 
with one of the greatest men oi genius 
of the age at its head, Sir Christa ier 
Wren, the distinguished Mathematician, 
Architect and Astronomer. In spite of 
this, many abuses had crept in. in the 
outlying parts of the Institution, for pub- 
lications of the day inform ars that pla- 
cards were frequently seen from Inns 
near the docks of London and Liverpool 
offering to “make Masons for 128.“ 

Although this was probably quite il- 
legitimate and a travesty of the ileal 
of the real Frec Mason, still it shows that 
it was popularly recognized as an advan- 
tage when travelling abroad, to be a 
member af the world-wide Fraternity- 

There is yet another factor in this prob 
lem. for it' was an age of Clubs and \s- 
sociations, chicfly for extremely question 
able pleasures, but with the advent of the 
18th century came a distinct wave of se- 
riousness, and Associations were fornicd 
of men interested in literary, scientific 
or philosophic questions. Two of the 
most notable of these associations arc 
the Royal Society., and the Worshipiul 
Siciety of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons. under the Grand Lodge at 
England. . 

For the account of the founaing oi 
Grand Lodge and its history for the tirst 
six years of its life the Craft is ndetted 
cntrely to the care and zeal of Dr. Ander- 
son. In 1717 four of the J.ondon J de- 
cs. all of them associated with Anderson 
and his friends. who were expelled from 
St. Paul's Lodge of Operative Free Ma- 
sans. “feeling themselves neglected by 
Sir Christopher Wren, determined to cc- 
ment themselves together“ and orm 
some central government; they met ta- 
gether and elected Mr. Sayer, designated 
gentleman, as Grand Master, Mr. J. cob 
Lamball (Carpenter.) and Captain Jo- 
seph Elliott as Grand Wardens, and co 
stituted themselves into the Grand '..dg 
of England. From where they obt' ined 
their charter is quite unknown, and it 
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his een suggested that 1: might have 
wo: the regular charter of the old St. 


laus Lodge, of which Anderson may 
wv. taken possession. The record of 
thei: proceedings is quite of the bricfest, 
merely the names of the Grand Master 
ior «ch year and his Chief Officers, and 
the place where the banquets were held, 
etc. Still the record is invaluable and 
demonstrates the orderly methods of the 
Grand Lodge from its simple commence— 
wen’. 

The movement must then have very 
rapidly increased in numbers and impor- 
tance. Tor at the memorable meeting of 
1723 wenty Lodges at least were pres- 
ent. 

The want of regular constitutions was 
keeniv felt, and Anderson. in 1721. was 
instructed by the Grand Master to draw 
nn a book of Constitutions after a carc- 
in} study of the Ancient Laws and Con- 
utetions of the Worshipful Society of 
Fre Masons (Operative). Accordingly 
Anderson, with the assistance af his two 
colleagues, Payne and Desaguliers, the 
joriner great in law and jurisprudence 
an! the latter interested in the ritual, 
compiled the Rook of Canstitutions, 
which was received and ratified at the 
meeting Of Grand Lodge in June, 1723, 
( Jerson then being Grand Warden). 
anc signed by the Chief Officers and the 
Master and Wardens of 20 Lodges. 


is difficult to know exactly what 
‘al! Records” and Constitutions Ander- 
so; consulted, though in his time there 
mu t have been many more MSS. than 
are now available, of the “Old Charges,” 
au the endeavor to collect them was 
prooaubly the cause of many being de- 
tr ved in Anderson's time. for he him- 
wl says, in the 2nd edition of his Book, 
“Gand Master Payne in 1718 desired 
the brethren to bring to the Grand 
lo ge any old writings and records con- 
cerning Masons and Masonry in order 
to how the usages of ancient times. 
Th se it was suspected were to be used 
in the preparation and publication of a 


contemplated Book of Masonic Consti- 
tutions. 

The Masons became alarmed, and in 
some private Lodges several valuable 
MSS. (for they had nothing yet in print) 
concerning their Lodges, Regulations, 
Charges, Secrets and Usages (particu- 
larly one written by Mr. Nicholas Stone, 
the Warden of Inigo Jones) were too 
hastily burnt by some scrupulous breth- 
ren, that these papers might not fall in- 
to strange hands,” This is apart from 
wholesale destruction of valuable MSS. 
of all kinds that took place at the dissolu— 
tion of the Monasteries in the time fol- 
lawing the Reformation. One instance 
of this calamity is often given, that af- 
ter the spolitation of the Abbey ofM alms 
bury, with its splendid Lbrary, the bak- 
ers’ ovens were kept going for years and 
years, the valuable MSS. being used as 
fucl. 

Ilowever, that may be, it is generally 
thought that Anderson had several cop- 
ies of the old Charges before him, and 
more especially the one now known as 
the “Matt Cooke MS.” written in the 
early sth century. 

The full title of Anderson's Book of 
Constitutions, first edition, 1723, is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Constitutions of the Free Masons 
containing the History, Charges and Reg— 
ulations of that most Ancien and Right 
Worshipful Fraternity, for the use of 
Lodges.” 

Sub-title, “The Constitution, Histəry, 
J. aws, Charges, Orders, Regulations and 
Usages of Accepted Free Masons. Col- 
lected from their General Records and 
faithful traditions of many ayes. To be 
read at the admission of a New Brother 
when the Master or Warden shall begin 
or order some other Rrother to read as 
follows.” 

Then follows the long History of the 
Craft. which would take some time to 
read to evey New Brother, for it begins 
with Adam, who it is said “must have had 
the liberal sciences written upon his 
heart, particularly geometry.” and em- 
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braces the history of the arts of the old 
world and of the Craft in england from 
Saxon timis to 1723, and a complete list 
ot Grand Masters throughout the ages 
to the Duke of Wharton! This history 
is curious and interesting reading and 
very suggestive and instructive to those 
fortunate heings who can eliminate from 
their mind the modern critical faculty 
and its equipment and allow themselves 
the unrestrained enjoyment of a story 
with a teaching at its heart- 


“Out of olde fieldes as men saithe 

Cometh all this new corne from vere to 
yere 

And out of the old books in good fahe 

Cometh all this new science that men 
lere.” —York Legend. 

After this legendary history the Charg- 
cs are given: in the first Anderson cx- 
plains the attitude of a Mason towards 
Religion. He had removed the old prav- 
cr or invocation which always constitut- 
ed the first part of the old Charges and 
explains his idea as follows: 

(1) A Mason is hound hy his Tenure to 
obey the moral law; and if he rightly un- 
derstands the Art he will never be a stu- 
pid Atheist nor an irreligious libertine, 
But thovgh in ancient times Mass 
were charged in evcry country to be af 
the Religion of that country or nation, 
whatever it was, yet it is now thought 
more expedient only to oblige them to 
that Religion in which all men agree, 
leaving their particular opinions to them- 
selves; that is ta be good men and true. 
ar men of honesty by whatever denom— 
ination or persuasion they may be dis- 
tinguished. whereby Masonry hecomes 
the Centre af Union and means of con- 
ciliating true friendship among persans 
that must have remained at a perpetual 
distanco.” i 

Then follow the five ather Charges 
making the six fundamental Charges 
of the Order. 

(2)—of the Civil Magistrates. (3)—of 
the Lodges. (4)—of Masters and War- 
dens. (§)—of the Management of the 
Craft in warking. (6)—of Behaviour. 


To these were added general K un. 
lions ai a more techmeai ch sity 
“compiled by Mr. George Payne. 50. 
when he was Grand Master.” 


This famous “Book of Constit U. 
rapidly became popular, and has, 
through 22 editions; the 2nd o a, 
1738, was brought out by Anderso: em. 
self with su many alterations tl.. he 


printed the old and new in puralle cob 
umns. 

As Anderson decided it would hat 
ter to leave out the invocation usually 
placed betore the legendary hiss 
may be of interest to see one oi the 
oldest of these Dedicatory Prayers trom 
the Grand Lodge MS., 1534, A.D. 

“The Mighte of the Father of Eeaven 
and ye wysdome of ye glorious Sonne 
through ye grace and yoounes ia ve 
llolly Ghoste bee three psons und one 
God, be with us at or deginuing uud 
give us grace, so govrne us here onoo 
Ivving, that wee maye come to his ‘siss 
wnat never shall have ending. Ainon.” 

To the sensitive eritic Anders! i 
open to the charge of many inace cs 
ta the lover of the Ancient Craft 
Guilds he has to answer to the mom 
serious indictment of altering and 
ing his new order to the canver euce 
of the time. and layingz  saerib -inw 
hands on the wonderful old ritus’. ii~ 
tory, customs, and charges, but t the 
modern Free Mason his memory will 
always be reverenced for his Ti 
and vet unobtrusive work in the 
ing of the Grand Lodge of Engku awl 
drawing up the Book oi Constiicens 
that is still the basis of their m ir 
and government. 

Dr. Anderson, faithful to his «me 
in his old age, attended the meer): 
Grand T.adpge in June 1739, shar: v be 
fare his death which took place the 
end af the same year. One mie!) feel 
inclined to paraphrase the epitaph s 
celebrated contemporary and sax. . aw- 
ing toa “new made Brother“ the ook 
of Constitution.” if “you want me- 
morial of Anderson read this.”

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THE LOCAL CLANDESTINES. 


Steps should be taken to put all the 
Detroit lodges u pon their guard against 
attempts of the local irregular Masons 
to visit them. The irregulars are quite 
capable of offering themselves as visit- 
ors in good faith. That makes them all 
the more dangerous. Examining com- 
mittees sometimes take a good deal for 
granted and rely too much upon the so- 
called “Tyler's Oath.” If a visitor is 
himself convinced of his regularity and 
of his right to visit, a carcless committee 
may give him only a perfunctory exam- 
ination. 

We hardly think that there is much 
danger in Palestine Lodge, but we hope 
that the Master's Association will take 
the matter up and see that the warning 
is made gencral and that vigilance is the 
rule in every lodge in the city. In these 
days the most important question in the 
case of any visitor is the regularity of 
his lodge. For this reason each visitor 
should be asked for documentary evi- 
dence of some sort and each lodge ought 
to be supplied with the printed list of 
regular lodges. 

The good faith of the local irregular 
soi-distant Masons is a point which must 
be reckoned with. If you expect to see 
shrinking sneaks, self-conscious of guilt 
and thereby betraying themselves, or 
brazen-fronted imposters, when they 
come to visit, you are in Janger of being 
misled by your own ignorance, which is 
equal at least to theirs. They are, with 
no exceptions so far as our experience 
of them has gone, honest, well-meaning 
men who belicve that their Masonry is 
regular and, more than that, that it is of 
the highest quality derived from the best 
source. 


They believe that their Masonry is de- 
rived from Scotland. Of course, if that 
were true it would not mean that it was 
any better, but they, attaching a mistak- 
en significance to the fact that the rec- 
ords of operative Masonry go further 
back in Scotland than in any other coun- 
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try, believe that some peculiar virtue rc- 
sides in Scottish Masonry. There are 
thousands of regular Masons who make 
the same mistake. 

They are chartered by the American 
Masonic Federation, an Idaho corpora- 
tion, which is affiliated with the Grand 
Councii of Rites of Scotland. The local 
irregulars belicve that the Grand Council 
of Rites of Scotland is recognized by the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland—cxcept those 
who believe that the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland is one of the constituent bodies 
of the Grand Council of Rites! So they 
feel that they have the countenance and 
support and fraternal affiliation of the 
body which they believe to be the best 
and oldest Grand Lodge in the world. 

The truth is that the Grand Council of 
Rites of Scotland is simply ignored or 
tolerated by the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land, which regards it as a self-constitut- 
ed body practicing what it calls Masonry 
but what is not Masonry, since, in its 
orthodoxy and its conservatism, the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland rightly holds 
to the old, out-worn, unfashionable creed 
“Masonry consists of three degrees and 
no more.” 

Col. Spence, the head of the Scottish 
Grand Council of Rites, is also more or 
less active and prominent in the wenu- 
ine Freemasonry of Scotland, at the same 
time that he is a willing accomplice m 
the invasion of our jurisdiction; and the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland refuses or neg- 
Iects to take any notice of this fact. We 
can stand it if Scotland can. Jt is simply 
another item in the long bill of particu- 
lars which we will bring against Sçotland 
if any issue is ever made. In the mean- 
time neither Col. Spence nor his seif-con 


stituted body of high degree men, nor 
the American Masonic Federation, nor 
their local lodges, can do us any harm. 
When we ignore them we hurt them 
moast.—“Palestine Bulletin.” 


“ORIGIN OF THE ENGLISH RITE 
OF FREEMASONRY.” 


lt is rather gratifying to all who are 
interested in the spread of Masonic 
knowledge, that it has been necessary to 
issue a new edition of William James 
Hughan's excellent review of some par— 
ticular chapters of our history, entitled: 
„Origin of the English Rite of Freema— 
sonry.“ The book is edited by John T. 
Thorp, F. R. Hist. S., etc. The names of 
two such eminent historians on the title 
page insures a book of great value. We 
can sustain the editor's introductory 
statement: “It is thoroughly up-to-date 
and reliable, and will certainly prove the 
most valuable of all Bro. Hughan’s works 
to those who are intercstcd in this very 
fascinating branch of Freemasonry. Un- 
like many other books, it will probably 
remain a standard work for years to 
come, and prove invaluable for its num- 
erous facts, and for its exhaustive char- 
acter.” 

AS we stated in our last issue, the si- 
lence of the writers of this period who 
were in a position to give us exact in- 
formation and failed to do so, is difficult 
of explanation, for they could not have 
been in doubt as to the importance of the 
step they were taking. 

A certain amount of evidence has been 
collected, but for the most part it is of a 
negative character. True to their avow- 
ed character of “iconoclastic,” or, per- 
haps better termed “synthetic” histori- 
ns. Brother Tlughan and others of his 
school accept negation or lack of proai 
as evidence of non-existence until some 
positive documentary evidence 1s pro- 
duced to controvert it. In view of the 
extravaganecs and absurdities which have 
heen offered as Masonic history this at- 
itude., carried even to extreme lengths is 
most commendable. 


At the same time we must not forget 
that some things which we now deny 
may be simply unknown, and we can fall 
into as great an crror on the side of 
non-conformity as of over-eredulity. Dur 
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ing the last twenty-five years a great 
amount of new material has come to 
light. and it is by no means beyond the 
bounds of pessibility that the next twen- 
ty-five will produce as much aud as im- 
portant evidence of our carly history. 

The facts relating to the transition 
period between 1717 and 1723 are famil- 
lar, in a general way, to a great many 
Masons. who know that during that peri- 
od Masonry, as we practice it today, was 
adopted from the operative Cratt. The 
lormation of our degrees is little under- 
stood even hy the closest students. The 
generally accepted theory is that previ- 
ous to 1717 there was but one degree, and 
that the claboration of the ritual into 
three parts took place after this time. 
To this viwe Brother Tfughan refers as 
falows: 

“Anything of a ceremonial or esoteric 
character, to which the whole body of 
Masons were not entitled to be present. 
cannot be found alluded to in and an- 
cient document so far made public. We 
do not say positively there were no Ma- 
some degrees prior to the ith century, 
bet simply that up to the present time 
no evidence of such has been submitted.” 


To be sure the charter af Old Kilwin- 
ning Lodge of Inverness. dated 1737, de- 
clares that the members “had received 
and entered apprentices, past Fellow 
Crafts, and raised Master Masons” from 
27th Dee. 1678, and Brother Hughan 
says: “But unfortunately the ancient 
records have not been published in juris- 
tification of such titles and customs. 
Could they be produced the ‘twa degrees 
theory’ would be set aside, and the three 
degrees dated meh further back.” 


The anly reasonable explanation we 
have had o f the formation of the degrees 
is that given by Brother Strettan. Vark— 
er, and others. who are operative Tree 
Masons as well as Master Masons. It 
is reasonable to suppose that the relation 
ship between what csoteric work there 
was in the operative ladges and the mod- 
ern ritual is very close. inasmuch as all 
who had a hand in the making over were 
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familiar with the operative system. But 
like the charter of Kilwinning lodge, the 
assertion is not backed by any document- 
ary proof, and until it is, it will have to 
share tht fate of all other negative evi- 
dence, no matter how convinced we may 
ke ot its probability. 

The second and longer part of Brother 
lughan's book is devoted to the Rise of 
Additional Degrees. In this part of the 
work he has covered the historical data 
in a manner no less thorough thau for 
the frst cannot refrain 
from quoting from the introduction of 
the second part: 


section, We 


“Exactly when these additional cere- 
Montes began it is now impossible to de- 
chile, but that attempts were made to 
tamper with the ritual prior to 1740 may 
safely be taken for granted and it is 
much to be regretted, that after a lapse 
of over a hundred and fifty years the in- 
ardinate craving thus to amplify. distort, 
and sometimes misrepresent the beauti- 
ful ceremonies of the Craft, which were, 
doubtless, in part adopted and continued 
from the older organization, has nat yet 
exhausted itself. Only of late years. 
mushroom sacictics have been started, 
with pretentious titles and wholly un- 
warranted claims to antiquity, which, for 
a time have not failed to obtain eredul— 
aus victims. Occuring. as these assacia- 
tions do. when there are such unrivaled 
opportunities for detecting their misrep- 
resentations, it may be imagined how 
much caster it was long ago, to impose 
upon che brethren at a period when there 
was no masonit press. and but little 
could be discovered relative ta the Fra- 
ternity. 

Definite knawledge concerning the or- 
igin of the Royal Arch is lacking. but the 
discussion of the known records by 
Brother Hughan is interesting. It has 
heen asserted that the Royal Arch grew 
out of a part of the third degree which 
had been taken from the blue lodge work 
and elaborated into a new degree in 
which the lost word was restored. This 
idea grew out o fa charge by the “Mad- 
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erns. according to the late Dr. Joseph 


Robbins, of Illinois, that the “Ancients” 
had in this way mutilated the third de- 
grec- But as it was found on the union 
of the two Grand Bodies that there had 
been no considerable change made by 
either body in the ritual work of the 
three degrees, we must look to other and 
as yet unknown sources for the origin. 

The institution of the Chivalric cerc- 
monies is no less interesting and com- 
plete, and affords 2 reliable reference for 
any mooted point. 

The value of such a book as this is 
difficult of overestimation, for no state- 
ment is made without giving exact ref- 
erence to authority. This not only cs- 
tablishes the credibility of the writer but 
affords a comprehensive bibliography 
should one want to go deeper into any 
point mentioner. A careful index enhanc- 
es the value of the work as a reference 
book. and it should be found in every 
Mason's library.

ORIGIN OF THE HIGHER 
DEGREES. 

The following is a communication in 
the Freemason, Toronto, Canada, but 
does not agree in severa particulars with 
some of the masonic histoians: 

The royal arch and templar degrees 


were introduced into Great Britain from 
the continent, reaching Ircland first and 
carried thence to England, Scotland, and 
the rest ot the world. 

It was supposed that when the old 
Scotch lodge. Mother Kilwinning, war- 
ranted a daughter lodge to work in Ire- 
land. she gave authority to work all the 
higher degrees or grades. This, howev- 
cr. is a mistake, as this grand old Kil- 
winning Lodge has made it known to the 
world that she never recognized other 
than the three degrees af St. John ma- 
sonry. The fact is. that Scotch templars 
owe their origin to the carly high knight 
templars of Ireland. 

The carlicst mention of the rayal arch 
is found in a Dublin newspaper, publish- 
ed in 1734. containing a report of a St. 
John's celebration by Lodge 21, of Yough 
ul. This degree ie next heard of in Dub- 
lin. Bristol. York, and London, about the 
year 1744. and in Boston, Mass.. in 1769. 

It is surpesed these degrees first cross 
ed the Irish sca with the Shrarshire regi- 
ment. which carried a “black warrant” 
(viz. royal arch and knight templar war- 
rant. tormerly held by the Westmeath 
Militia. No. zor, and cancelled in 1826). 
This lodge was afterwards known as the 
Salopian Lodge of Charity. 

In this wav the higher degrees were 
carried throughout the world by the 
army lodges. of which there have been 
over 400 warrants, two-thirds of which 
were granted by the Grand Lodge of Jre- 
land. and held to “Ancient” working. 

It ts believed that all the degrees above 
the first three were introduced into Irc- 
land by Srish soldiers returning from 
the continental wars. and that these de- 
Zrees, grades or orders were invented in 
the Stuart interest, being of Jesuitical or- 
igin. Indeed, the symbolism of the royal 
arch leals into this belief. Thus the two 
columns represent the Raman church and 
state. surmounted by the arch. represent- 
ing the people united by the keystone of 
royalty. The letters in the keystone re- 
fer to the beheading of Mary Stuart and 
Charles Stuart. thus, “He That Was 
Slain Soared to Kindred Spirits,” hence 
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the allusion to “He that was slain,” ctc. 

The 18 deg., A. & A. S. R., prince ma- 
son's degree, was worked in Dublin 120 
years ago by Pro. Zimmerman, a friend 
of M. P’. Laurent, and it is believed they 
introduced the Rite of Perfection into 
Ireland from France, where the rite was 
invented by Chevalicr Ramscy, or the 
Bishop of Cambray, or the priests of the 
college af Clermont, to help, aid and as- 
sist in the revolutionary movements in 
which the wearers of the white cockade 
were taking part. After the Irish rebel- 
lion. 1688, several regiments of Irish 
troops entered the French service, 
amongst wham the regiments of Cols. 
Dillon and Walsh had military warrants. 
The oldest lodge on the French roll to- 
day is the Podge de Parfarite Egalite, 
1688 — Regt. Irlandaise de Walsh. These 
Irishmen. having supposed 
against the English government, would 
naturally join the conclaves of the fol- 
lowers of Ronnie Prince Charlic, inas- 
much as they were “agin the govern- 
ment.” and as their term of service cx- 
pired wnder the French colors, on their 
arival home on the “owld sod” they 
would immediately proceed to spread the 
rebel teachings, which were well known 
to have been promulgated under tue sc- 
erecy afforded by masonic lodges, until 
the papal bull of Clement XII caused the 
withdrawal of all Raman Catholics from 
the msonic order, and with their final de- 
parture the last trace of the taint of re- 
ligion and politics vanished forever from 
our Irish lodge rooms. 

The Irish have ever since been a race 
of missionarics. and in the spreading of 
masonic light all over the world, have not 
neglected their duty through the medi- 
um of their milittary or raveling lodges, 
and the emigration of individual brethren.

MASONIC PHILOSOPHY.

Right at the very threshold of Mason- 
ry, the observing and thinking: initiate 
wets his first glimpsetoi the profundity 
of Masonic wisdom. After having been 
asked, and having answered, the ques- 
tion as to his belief in the existence of 
Deity, he is quite likely to think it 
strange that not another question should 
Le put to him touching that subject. 
Stranger still. no instruction is offered 
him therein. The more he ponders upon 
this the more mysterious it appears: and 
if he be of the right material (as all Ma- 
sons are supposed to be) he is not going 
to let the matter rest there. lle is go- 
ing to find out why it is that Masonry 
doesn't seem to care a rap about the 
kind of Gad he believes in. while being 
so very particular in its requirement that 
he shall believe in a God. Can it be that 
here is mystery number one? Or. is it 
a mere absurd hiatus in the ceremony 
l. et us see: 

Every dogmatic and revealed religion — 
or, to be more exact, every organized 
religious movement of which history has 
taken note, has had incorporated in its 
teachings. as a fundamental tenet of De- 
lief. a specific concept of Deity with 
minutely defined attributes and purposes, 
which. to the people of that age, in the 
light of the then known facts and laws 
of nature and their limited spiritual as- 
Firations, seemed to them reasonable and 
good. As their reasoning and spiritual 
powers developed and expanded. and as 
a broader knowledge of Nature and Na- 
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may live.” 


tore’s laws unfolded. this conception of 
Deity began to be questioned, ran the 
gamut from serious doubt to open ridi- 
cule and derision, and ended by being 
rated es an utter absurdity. 

A neu Deity. with attributes mare in 
harmony with the advanced knowledge 
ey the time, was substituted: to be. in 
its turn. as men grew in further knowl- 
edge, relegated to the theological serap- 
heap. But never without a struggle. of- 
ten sanguinary and always retarding to 
the intellectual moral nd spiritual ! ro- 
gress of the race. “Gods die that men 
Bat the gods of organized 
institutions die exceeding hard: trom 
which it followed that much of the men- 
tal and spiritual energy of the race. asa 
whole. has been worse than wasted 
through the seeming necessity which, 
trom time to time, has arisen, of routing 
the entrenched forces of a manifestly 
false conception of Deity and in supplant- 
ing it with a somewhat less fantastic can- 
cey tion. 

Throughout dll the historie ages. 
while this ceaseless battle for the de— 
struction of the old and the erection af 
the new theological gods has heen eree- 
ly waging. even when every leading teach 
er. preacher and writer, cvery institution 
of learning, every school of philosophy 
and every religious sect seemed to be 
embroiled in thé conflict. when even 
states and nations were making laws and 
enforcing penalties against the support- 
ers of the new or the defenders of the 
old—Masonry, as an Institution. has cv- 
er stood alone, erect, silent. unconcern—

of its wisdom stand out more strikingly 
than in this very attitude.

As he reached the street a second tine 
he remembered that an acquaintance of 
the family.

Wells. and her 
children had apartments on the top donor 
af the apartment house at sot Hayes 
street, Which was then blazing furiously. 
lle started for it on the run. and, without 
a moment's hesitation, plunged into the 
huilding and fought his way up stairs. 
lle got Mrs. Wells started downstairs. 
hut remained himself to pick ug the 
three children. Joseph. Abe and Ethel. 
the youngest 3, the oldest 7. who were 
still in their beds. 

Picking: them up in his arms. Provol 
started downward, but the smoke was 
so thick that he was unable to make his 
way to the door, and so turned down a 
hall to the fire-escape. Reaching this he 


mede his way out and down to the bot- 
tom of the escape, and then, wrapping 
the three babies in a sheet, lowered them 
carefully to the ground, to which he then 
jumped to safety.

LOSSING ON PIKE. 

The history af the United States. by 
Benson J. Lassing. p. 592, gives the fal- 
lowing: Pike was a native of Boston. 
but long a resident of the slave-labor 
States. He was commissioned by Gov: 
crnor Rector to organize the most siv 
age of the Indian tribes (Choctaws and 
Chickasaws) on the borders of Arkansas. 
He raised two regiments, was commis- 
sioned a brigadier, and with them he 
yoined the army of the conspirators. He 
dressed himself in gaudy costume, and

wore a large plume on his head to please 
the Indians; and before the battle of Pea 
Ridge. it is said, he maddened them with 
liquor, that they might allow the savage 
nature of their race to have unchecked 
development. In their fury they respec- 
wd none of the usages of civilized war- 
fare, but scalped the helpless wounded, 
and committed atrocities too horrible to 
mention.” 

Phe Pictorial Book of Anecdotes and 
Incidents of the Rebellion, by the same 
author, pp. 3378 shows the following: 
“But from all his eminence, he (Albert 
Pike) became an exile from home, a 
traitor to his country, the pusillanimous 
leader of redhanded savages against a 
valiant defender of the Union and the 
noblest Wag that ever floated, and to cap 
the clunax he deserted the savage victims 
oi his own stlver-tounged cloquence, and 
tn Hke a coward in the day of battle.” 

SCALPED UNION SOLDIERS. 

The battle of Pea Ridge was fought 
March 7. 1862. and in this fight Union 
ro lters were scalped and otherwise mu- 
tiated by the Indians under the com- 
viand af Albert Pike. and on his order, 
as will be seen by the following, which 
> quoted form his official report dated 
March 14. 1862. Like said: Colonel 

„ (Gin command of an Indian regi- 
Seat) then came to me with his regi- 
ment. about five hundred strong, and I 
zent his across the field, directing him 
te form in rear of the line of cavalry. 
an} it they sdvaneed through the woods 
to follow them. dismount his men near 
the other edge, and let them join in the 
ight in their own fashion.” Thus Albert 
Nike, the “brave soldier.” directed that 
his Indians be allowed to “join in the 
felt in their own fashion,” and became 
tesnonsible for the barbarities which fol- 


low: d. 

March o. 1862. T. I. Kenney, by order 
af Gen. Curtis wrote as follows to Gen. 
Van Dorn, Confederate: “The General 
(Curtis) regrets that we find on the 
battle field. contrary to civilized warfare, 
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many of the Federal dead who were 
tomahawked. scalped, and their bodies 
shamefully mangled, and expresses a 
hope that this important struggle may 
not degcnerate to a savage warfare.” 

March 14, 1862, Col. Bussey. who was 
in command of the Third Iowa Cavalry 
at the battle of Pea Ridge, said as fol- 
lows in his official report: “You will 
perceive that eight of my men were 
scalped. That their brave comrades. 
fighting in support of our national ban- 
ner, the emblem of all that is good and 
grcat in the present civilization of the 
world. should thus be butchered and 
mangled by rebel savages has excited 
among my men an indignation that will, 
i assure yon. exhibit itself on every field 
where they may in the future he allowed 
to engage the enemy, in a relenticss de- 
termination to put down the Ilag that 
calls to its support bands of rapacious 
and murdering Indian mercenaries.” 

March 13, 1862. Gen. Curtis wrote as 
jollows: “Gen. Pike commanded the 
Indian forces. They shot arrows as 
well rifles. and tomahawked and scalged 
prisoners. Im credibly informed that 
Colonel eRector, of Arkansas. has dis- 
banded his regiment.” (The regiment 
commanded by Pike.) 

April 12. 1862. John W. Noble, Adjt. 
of the Third lowa Cavalry. certified as 
follows: “I hereby certify upon honor 
that J was present at the engagement 
near Lectown, Ark., on the 7th of March 
ultimo. When the main charge af the 
enemy's cavalry was made upon our line: 
that there were Indians among the forc- 
es making said charge: and that from 
personal inspection of the bodies of the 
men of the Third Towa Cavalry who fell 
non that part of the field. I discovered 
that eight of the men of that regiment 
had been scalped. T also saw bodies of 
the same meen which has been wounded 
in carts not vital by bullts. and = also 
merced through the heart and neck with 
knives. fuelly satisfying me that the 
men had first fallen from the gunshot 
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wounds received and were afterwards 
brutally murdered.” 


May 11, 1862, Col. Bussey reported as 
faliows: “After the battle (Pea Ridge) 
] attended en person to the burial of the 
dead of my command. Of 25 men killed 
en the field of my regiment, 8 were 
sealzed and the bodies of others were 
harribly mutilated. being first fired into 
with musket balls and yierced through 
che body and neck with long knives.” 
PIKES ADDRESS. 

Shortly after the battle of Poa Ridge, 
Gen. Pike tendered his resignation, 
Which was approved and sent to Rich- 
mond by the commanding general, and 
on the gist day of July, 1862. Gen. Vike 
issued an address to the Indians, in 
which he said: “Be not discouraged, and 
remember, above all things. that you 
can have nothing to expect from the 
enemy. They will have no mercy on 
you, for they are more merciless than 
wolves and more rapacious.” 


Gen. Fike, the “brave soldier,” char- 
acterized the Union soldiers as “morc 
merciless than wolves and more rapa- 
cious.” and this one who commanded 
savages that scalped and = mutilated 
Union soldiers in a manner which mod- 
esty forbids mentioning in print. It is 
hoped that those in authority are “morc 
merciless than wolves and more rapa- 
cious” when it comes to appropriating 
Government money and Government 
land ta assist in perpetuating the mem- 
ory of any man with such a history. 

March 24. 1862. the New York Sun 
rrinted the following: “Jt is known that 
one of the most infamous features of 
the secession conspiracy is the employ- 
ment of a large band of Indians to make 
war. nat only on troops. but also on 
peacable and unprotected loyalists. These 
savages were mostly instigated and or- 
ganized by Albert Pike. a New England 
man, who has long resided in Arkansas 
and has become infamous hy the pros 
titution of his genius in the cause of sc- 
cessian“ 


FREE MASON. 


November 30. 1862. Gen. Hindman, 
confederate, in his report, speaking of 
Gen. Pike, said: “Col. Cooper, who was 
next in rank and had succeeded to the 
command (of Gen. Pike), deemed it his 
duty to place Gen. Pike in arrest, and so 
informed me. inclosing a copy of the 
circular, and expressing the oyimon 
that the author was insane cr a trator. 
l approved his action, and ordered Gn. 
Pike sent to Litte Rock in custody. I 
Iso forwirded Col. Cooper's letter to 
Richmond, with an endorsement. ask- 
ing to withdraw my approval of (ren. 
Pike's resignation, that I might bring 
him heſore a court martial on charges 
af falschond, cowardice and treason.”

“The Grand Lodge of Delaware has 
passed a regulation prohibiting ALi-ons 
trom addressing cach other in public as 
Brother. The “brothering” in public 
rlaces is becoming something ^ai an 
abuse and should he frowned upon.“ 

It is needless to say that this Gid 
Vodge is of the York Rite brand and 
is therefore perfectly in accord with the 
teaching of that Rite wherein a member 
is only a Mason while in the T.ndate. 
Some day no doubt the York Gran 
Lodges will be thorouhgly consistent 
and forbid the use of the term Brother 
entirely.

Jet us help each other by correspon- 
dence and let it he understood that our 
ultimate plan is a national organization 


of Masonic study clubs with a monthly 
organ to be sent to cach member and 
to contain the most important of the 
papers read in the different local circles. 

lere is the heart of our whole plan. 
local organizations soon iose heart be- 
cause they have no guides and no effie— 
ient aid. We in Detroit wouldn't even 
know what to study. But suppose we 
vach received every month a periodical 
containing some striking paper, raising 
questions where it had never occurred 
to us that questions could even be raised 
We wouldn't need ta be told to get to 
work on that subject. We wouldn't be 
hindered. We would bring before ot 
local circle a paper making mineemeat 
of the paper which had started us to 
work, The local circle would criticize 
cur paper. We would amend it and then 
we would send it in for publication in its 
turn. 


The journal would have to carry its 
platform at the head af its editorial page 
all the time. so that it would never be 
lost sight of. Among its principles would 
have te be these: That there ts no such 
thing as heresy in Masonry. That a 
Mason may promulgate any opinion he 
pleases. That a new idea is worth more 
than an old one for our purposes even

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if the foundations of the old one cx- 
tend to the center of the carth. That no 
one is to be questioned elsewhere for 
the opinions expressed in the league or 


in its journal. That every member of 


the league must be given credit for 
gocd faith. That no one must write per 
sonal attacks upon another member or 
question another member's motive. That 
all such personal attacks or inquiry into 
motives will be cut aut, and if that spoils’ 
a man's article, it will be left altogether, 
but that aside from these things a inan 
may write any heresy he pleases. ‘That 
the motto of the league is. “If an idea 
is true it is uscless to try to kill it: if it 
is false. publication will kill it.” 

Of course it docs not follow from the 
last principle that everything should be 
published. But it does follow that noth- 
ing will be left out which is worth print- 
ing, only for the reason that to many 
it will seem heretical. 


Let us give an illustration of the kind 
of work we expect that the league would 
do. Of course a circle would be organ- 
ized in Detroit. Of course the writer 
would be a member. Of course in due 
time he would present a paper to the cir- 
cle. Now, it is equally a matter of 
course, in the eyes of all who know 
him, that his first paper would he on 
the subject of Masonic Constitutional 
Law, and would endeavor to show that 
lodges are sovereign, that American 
grand lodges have ursuped power most 
extravagantly. that grand masters are 
constitutional officers with no powers 
excent those granted, that 
they are the servants of the craft. not 
its dictators. etc., ctc.

Now those are interesting propositions 
and in a league of Masonic study circles 
they would certainly attract attention. 
They would furnish material for the 
work of the whole league for a month 
or two. Then some other brother, equal 
ly eager upon some other propositions 


would write and publish his paper and 
the league would turn toward him and 
his hobby. 

zut in the meantime some results 


would have been arrived at upon the 


matter of the present writer's hobby 
At prsent it is not discussed. althouch 
it certainly deserves to be and is entit cd 


10 he. Those Masonic journals that 


notice it content themselves with pro 
posing that the present writer be ox- 
pelled for his opinions. This proposition 
has been made by the New England 
Craftsman of Roston and seconded by 
the Masonite Tidings of Milwaukee 
This way of treating his writing 
makes the present writer insafferahly 
arrogant. lle is convinced that none of 
the grand lodge champions can answer 
his arguments else they would do <a. 
Ife is convinced that what he S axs 
convinces. else it would not he necessary 
to gag him or to propose that he he 
gagged. It would be a great deal better | 
for him and for the cause if hiswritings J 
were submitted to the study of disinter- 
ested, dispassionate students who. even 
if they agreed with him, would perhaps 
find some modifications to be made. 


Several more reasons have become 
manifest why the proposed league should 
not be placed under the patronage or thie 
control of any grand lodge. Grand 
ladges would do well to oppose it if they 
could do so effectively. As a matter of 
fact they could not, and those that tried 
is would only be exposing themselves. 
Nothing is more clear to our minds than 
that the earliest visible result of a hral- 
thy league of Masonic study cluhs would 
he the sweeping away of the accumulat— 
ed rubbish of Masonic jaris: rudence, in 
cluding the doctrines that grand lodzes 
are necessary, that lodges cannot exist 
without them. that their powers are un- 
limited and that the grand master is ar 
has the power to he an irresponsible 
despot.

“Consistency thou art a jewel.“ sang 
the poct—which goes to show that a 
poct, cven a great onc, may be human 
at timts and, like the rest of us. suscept- 
ible ‘to the wiles of the bogus jewelry 
peddler. Still, it must be confesssed that, 
when exhibited in the deceptive glare of 
an artificial conservatism, by a swarm of 
professiona’ hawkers whose luxurious 
linings depend upon the successful mar- 
keting of their shop-worn intellectual 
wares. the bauble consisicncy may he 
made to stimulate fairly we'l the vir- 
tucs of the real gem. 

To act, to speak, to think, today as 
yesterday, and tomorrow and all others 
days as today: to make no effort to cx- 
tricate one's self from the meshes of an 
antiquated thought when once cnsnarcd 
by it; to valicntly maintain the immut- 
abiſity of an opintin—this is the jewel 
Consistency. 

But our poct was not an apostle of 
progress. of reform. The wrongs and 
abuses of the world, even when clearly 
seen by him. never weighed heavily on 
his soul. His heroes were ever cham- 
pions cf the pomp, the glitter and the 
parade of material power and greatness- 
and ot the established order of things.

But none of 
these lofty feelings found a moment's 
lodgement in the breasts oi these prim- 
itive peopie as they prostrated them- 
selves before their graven images. They 
were impelled by a single deadly emo- 
tion car. On the other hand. to charge 
them with hotding io the belief that an 
image of wood, stone on meta’. a thing 
incapable of moving even itself, was the 
uetual power which created and control- 
Jed the universe is tantamount to a de- 
miaf to them of any portion of human 
reason—an assumption which would be 
very far indeed. from: the truth, as their 
records, traditions and works abundant- 
ly testify. The image itself was noth- 
ing more to them than a picture, a mere 
material representation di a pre-concciv- 
‘cd idea of the characteristics of an un- 
seen «deity and it was designated and 
erectedl tor the sole purpose of calling 
to nand., and keeping in mind. these 
supposed characheristics. Yet, who has 
not asked himself the question. How 
did it come about that so many and 
widely dispersed peoples designed and 
erected idols invariably the most hid- 
tous url repusive when the human 
mind. savage or enlightened. naturally 
melines to the beautiful and the good. 
and tirs. too. for the purpose of assist- 
ing mem in their religious devotions and 
worship? The answer is simple: They 
did not design them: the “parties in 
interest“ furnished the designs. They 
hid net exa't themselvts in worship: they 
prostrarcd themselves in fear. “And 
thereny hangs a tale.” 

Th. Monarch of old was absolute lord 
master and keeper of the bodies. minds 
nd souls af his subjects. That he 
showed he popularly held ta he a sort 
af deity or half-god was a real govern- 
mental necessity. His rule depended 
wholly upon the terror of his name and 
an unrestrained Ciberty of personal ac- 
tion To inspire and maintain the ne- 


cessavs temor, he must perform ter- 


tibie decds; to preserve his liberty to 
perform, the performances must be con- 
tinuous. Any cxhibit:on of compassion. 
clemency, mercy or other mere human 
feeling would weaken the inttnsity of 
the general terror and. to that extent. 
jeopardise his reign. The very neces— 
sites of his smuation requtred that he 
should be ‘ooked upon as a veritable 
monster of unrestrained power. vengean— 
cc- and ferocity, in whose make-up there 
was no room for kindness or human 
sympathy. Furthermore, being subject 
to no restraint in his personal conduct, 
(for who was to restrain a go d?) he 
gave himself over to excessive indul- 
gence in every evil passion and desirc 
of his nature. If there were any vices 
or cnimes. any forms o: I'centiousness or 
ferocious brutality which he did not prac 
tice, the world has yet to hear of them. 


Now, here was a sort of god whom the 
people actuai'y knew whose chief occu- 
pation consisted in striking terror into 
their hearts and in an unrestrained in- 
dulgence of his most evil passions and 
desires; whose charactcristics were plain 
ly those œ% a fiend and monster. In or- 
der to sustain the boief in his god-hood. 
mus also be taught that all gods were 
like him. having like monstrous charac- 
reristics and progensities: for, how was 
it possihle to ma'ntain the assumption 
that he was a gad if the gods and he 
were not alike? Nor was it at a'l dif- 
ficult "a procure a general acceptance 
af this teaching: for. it is a singular 
psychological fact that when a populer 
idea takes he'd in the minds of a people 
concerning one subject. st is readily ap- 
pled by them to other subjects where 
an analogy is imagined to exist. The 
visible, carthly gad was wholly a monste- 
af evt passions and propensities. That 
these were the essential charactenstics 
of cll gods followed as a matter of 
course: as it also to‘lowed that any ex- 
pression of dissent from this opinion 
was heresy and treason combined. 

To foster and perpetuate the idea. im- 
ages were erccted. which gave expres— 


Sion. as best they could to these accepted 


deific charactercs—there were no others 
to express. Now, how was it possible to 
bady forth in eff gy ak of the cvil, 
monstrous human propensities which arc 
athributed to their gods except by way 
of exagerated del neation of the part cu- 
car features which an indulgence of ab- 
normal passions and emotions were sup- 
posed to accentuate in the individual? 
They could mt otherwise be made than

0 r 
like most successful reformers he was a 1 


as hideous human monstros‘ties. Thus, 
then. were the people ass sted in their 
fear-engendcring religious contempla- 
tions. that they might the less readi'y cn- 
tertain heretical and treasonable opinions 
of their own—in short, that they might 
he cons stent. Idolatry was consistency 
made manifest. 


In the course ov time, the ar or writ- 
ing became known. Co-inc'dent there- 
with. there began a graduual abandon- 
ment of the practice of making wooden 
and such like images of deity. and a sub- 
stit u on af the more enlightened method 
of erecting word images thereoi. But 
rt must not for a moment be imagined 
that thes a'terauion in the method af pet- 
vifying thought was immed ately àccom— 
panied by any greatly serviceable change 
in the thought itself. As the outset. the 
word-image appeared. to all intents and 
purposes. as monstrous as “ts graven pre- 
decessor: for it. too. was a product of 
the same political necessity and could not 
be extected ta exhibit other than the 
came ter inspiring attributes. For many 
centuries the so-called civilized world 
contineed ti accent and religiously con- 
temprate this terrifying word-image as a 
faithful representation of the true cor 
ception af God. while, at the same lime. 
it hurled anathemas at their less fortun- 
ate brethren (în that they could not read 
and write) who st'll persevered in the 
heathenish practice of making “ike images 
but af more substantial materials. 


Nevertheless. the world has moved. As 
a process of thought ossification. the new 
idolatry was not! a complete success. 
Wie <a amount of sophistical cnterpre- 


mere apologist—nat an iconoclast. In i 
due time, an enlightened theoiogical world 
was engaged in devout religious contem- 
pauons of a Janus-faccd word-image 
which. trom one angle. presented the 
samce old tern'fying mien. while from an 
other an a'luring countenance beamed. 
The new idolatry was, also. consistency 
made manifest—inconsistently.

YORK RITE PERSECUTION 
IN THE STATE OF 
WASHINGTON. 

For nearly a year there have heen 
TL.odges in the American Masonic Fed- 
eration in Seattle. Wash., which include 
in their membership some af the best 
and brightest men in the State. These 
ladges are under the supervision of T'I 
Rra. A. E. Lucas as District Denuty 
Grand Master who has spared neither 
time or pains in bninging them to their 
present high state of efficiency. Some 
gentlemen residing in Tacoma. Wash.. 
learning af the existence of Scottish Rite 


Lodges in Scattle. solicited Bro. Lucas 
to visit their city, This Bro. Lucas 
did with tht result that a flourishing 
lodge of the Scottish Rite Symbolic is 
now working there and the light of 
Universal Masonry is penetmting the 
darkness of Yorkism. The Yorkists be- 
ing of thost who love darkness rather 
than light, resented the illumination, and 
adopted their usual tactics and exhaust- 
ed all their stock of ies and calumny 
in a vain effort to stop the spread of 
truth and I ght, vain effort, for above a'l 
chings “ truth is great and will prevail.” 

The campaign of calumny was opened 
in an amice appearing in the “Tacoma 
Daily News” of March 26, under the 
caption “Tacoma Masons stirred up ov- 
er a clever swindle, Fake Masons gather 
harvest ete.” The old stock of barc 
laced lies and perversions of the truth 
were exhausted and some new oncs in- 
venttd for the occasion, i.e. Bro. Lucas 
was accused of claiming to have a Chart- 
er from the Grand Ladge of Utah (York 
Rite) and yet withall they acknowledge 
that “he keeps beyond the pale of the 
law”; in other words that as he breaks 
no law of the land said law protects him 
in his labors. therefore they cannot as- 
sail him apenly in the courts. they will 
attack him covertly by ‘ic. innuendo and 
perverted statemtnts in the newspapers. 

As a specimen of the contemptable 
methods adopted. Bro. Lucas is spoken 
of as a “genius who as a rule gives the 
namt of Lucas’ the inference of course 
heing that that is an alias. The inſarma— 
tion is further given that a committee 
was going to hunt this man up and in- 
vestigate. 

Bno. Lucas took the bull by the horns 
and called the York Rite bluff by offer- 
‘ing $1.coo to be given to any charitable 
institution if his opponents wou'd do 
‘likewise if he could not prove in any 
court that he was lawfully empowcred 
to organize Masonic Lodges of the 
symbolic grades, another $1000 if he 
‘couw'd not show authority from the Grand 
Council of Rites of Scotland giving sim-

ilar power in the ‘higher grades. and 
making a further offer of $500 as a giit 
to any chantable institution if the York 
Rite Grand Lodge of Washington could 
show a Charter from a superior body 
as warrant for their existence, needless 
to Say neither of these offers have been 
accepted, and whe subject was dropped 
by his opponents as one ‘to hot or heavy 
to handle. The following gem from the 
York Rite quarry finishing the episode 
the outhor oi this gem is, we beleve. 
a lawyer. we hope for the sake of his 
cents that his knowledge of law is more 
extensive than his knowledge of Mason- 
ry. 
“GARRETSON'S STATEMENT. 

Elis Lewis Garreison. in speaking of 
the claims made by Lucas. said today: 

“As for his being able to give the 
Shrincr degree, the real Shrine 's of 
American origin. as are all of the Scot- 
tish rite degrees above the 25th. So 
any claim to special dispensations ar 
charters from Scotland is absurd. He 
may have incorporated in America, he 
may have incorporated in Scotland, but 
Scottish rite Masonry never came from 
Scotland. 

“The blue Lodge degrees are thousands 
of years older than the York rites. as the 
name indicates, originated in York, Eng- 
innd. The first grand ladge was organ- 
ized in 1717 in England. 

The men wha have been taken in 
rites—somefimes called the Irish rites— 
were started in Franee in the latter part 
zi the cightcenth century and were so 
called in honor of a man named Ram- 
sey. who was of Scotch-Irish origin. 
From there the rites were taken to San 
Domingo and from there to Charleston. 
At Charleston seven more degrees were 
added. making 32 in all. 

„William Norence of New York start- 
ed the Shrine as a common ground fot 
32nd degree Masons ether of the Scot 
„tish rites or of the Knight Templar 
standing in the York rites. 

“The men who have heen taken in 
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must have been ignorant of what real 

AMPasonry is and did not know the dif- 
ference.” 

We have seldom read so many m's- 
statements of fact in so small space bce- 
iore or so much ignoranee o! his sub- 
ject shown by one who professed to 
tcach, to waste time or argument to 
‘-cefute such trash would be like taking 
a sledge hammer to kill a butterfly, so 
will just call attention to a few of the 
wost glaring misstatements. Not onc 
of the Scouty sh Rite degrees is of Ameri- 
can origin, every one of them was known 
by name and practiced in Europe years 
hetore they were known in Charleston 

see any Masonic History. 

The “man named Ramsey” was nat of 
Scotch-Irish origin, the Chevalier Mich- 
acl Andrew Ramsey was Dorn in the 
town of Ayr, Scotland. June oth 1668, 
his father was Deacon of the Bakers 
euthd and a Burgess of the town. he 
received the degrecs of Masonry in the 
Nur Kilwinning St. John's lodge. circa 
1700-10 he introduced the Scottish de- 
Zrees into France, (see any standard 
history). The York Rite did not origin- 
ate at York, England, and the name is 
unknown anywhere except in the United 
Niates. 

In ane point only is Mr. Garretson 
‘orrect. and then only partly. The Mys- 
ie Shrine is of American origin as is 
dso the Eastern Star, the on'y two dc- 
rees connected with Masonry that are 
i Amerjean origin. William J. Flor- 
nee did not alone found the degree in 
his he was assisted by Dr. Walter: M. 
Cieiming. ‘Though having its ineept on in 
857i the parent body was not formed 
ml June 6th. 1876, in the interim Flor- 
nee who was an actor filled a profes- 
-onal engagement in Britain and while 
‘here communicated the Shrine to a 
tumber of the BB. and thus it came 
nito the possession of the Grand Council 

Res. by whom the Ritual was con- 
derably ammended and deprived af 
many objectionable features. We would 
Advise Mr. Garretson before he rushes 


into print again to post up a kotle on 
his subject as it is he has shown him- 
seu to be what he accuses our BB. in 
Tacoma of being “ignorant of what real 
Masonry is, and dd not know the dit- 


terence.”

Pitts is a thorough scholar and 
student, well versed in Masonic ‘ore 
end wuha! broad and open-minded, one 
whi while ready at all times to defend 
lis own side. ts willing at the same time 
ta admit those who held other views than 
his might stil be honestly sincere in 
their opinions. 

We have had occasion several times to 
remank that Bro. Pitts was out of place 
in the York Rite, where broadness of 
mind and independence are at a discount. 
and if not actually claimed as offences 
worthy of discipline, are frowned upon 
as dangerous. Our prognosiications were 
correct. as will be seen by the following 
clipping from the“ Bulletin” of April:

Here I would close but for the fact 
chat I have resigned from this Bulletin 
before with no other effect than this, 
that after nesignation, I had just as 
much work to do ior the paper with no 
chance to be heard and had to see my 
stuff edited and blue penciled and 
thrown away by editors who would ev- 
er confer with me at all or hear what 
I might have to urge. This time when 
1 leave the paper, I want it understood 
that I leave it absolutely. Not another 
word of my writing shall cver again be 
printed in it nor will I have anything to 
do wth it. If any one says “Bulletin” 
to me after this, I shall have only one 
answer: “I have nothing whatever to 
do with the Bulletin.” I earnestly re- 
quest that you print this resignation so 
that the members of the lodge will not 
come o me with Bullctin business. 

There has always been the most per- 
sistant misunderstanding of my attit- 
ade toward the Bulletin. I have never 
heen given credit for having spent my 
¡ime on the Bulletin for the sake of 
the Bulletin an! of the lodge. 49 men 
out of 50 assume that I have done what 
] have done wholly from selfish mo- 
tives; that I have wonked ‘ior the Bul- 
letin, not because I wanted to use the 
Bulletin, not because I wanted to help 
the Bulletin. I am not djsappointed or 
sourcd by this. Every man of sense 
expects his work to have this sort of 
appreciation and accepts it as all in the 
day's work. But I do think it justifies 
me in breaking away from a laborious 
and thankless task when so good an 
occasion offers. 

The truth is, I am tired of my work 
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tor the Bulletin, and have been ior years 
although L woud have kept it up all 
my life if x had given satisfaction. (To 
be sure, I would not have got vred it 
t had given satisfaction.) 

If you feel half as much relief at get- 
ting rid of me and of the necessity of 
disavowing me, fnom time time. as I 
fecl at gettyng rid of an intolcrable bur- 
den which I have carried for 12 years— 
if you do, I congratulate you heartily, 
and we can part penfect’y satishefid with 
the stuation and with one another.

We acknowledge the reccipt of the 
Bulletin of the International Bureau for 
Masonic Affairs” of Neuchatel, Switzer 
land, for Janwtry-March. 1910. With this 
number the “Bulletin” ends the seventh 
vear nf its existence and its editor, Bro. 
l. Quareies-La-Tente, ably reviews the 
work done by the “Bureau” since its or- 
vanization. The labor has been immense 
hut the result hardly commensurate. In 
1909 Bro. J.a-Tente wrote 727 letters and 
posted 24.850 various documents to all 
parts of the world. With all his labors 
the Treasury if the Bureau shows a de- 
ficit of Fn. 567.17, and not a single Eng- 
lish-speabing Masonic Power is an ad- 
hertnt of the Bureou. and Bro. La-Tente 
comp ains that those Powtrs will not even 
acknowledge receipt of his communica- 
tions, and wonders why it is so, we have 
tried on severa! occasions to point out 
to our gond brother one possible rcason 
for this, viz: that the Bulletin the organ 
of a foreign onzanization presumes to 
vass on the regularity or otherwise of 
Masonic badies of which it can have no 
real knowledge. In defense of the 
Grand lodge Alpina (of which the Bu- 
reau:s an annex) which has been refused 
recognition by nearly all the York Rite 
Grand Lodges in America, the Bulletin 
quotes: “Surely it must be recognized 

by this time how unnecessary, unauthor— 
ized. foolish and useless it is for ior the Ma 
sonry af one country to try to regu''ate 
the Masonry of another country,” yet 
this is exactly what the Bulletin has 
sought to do on several occasions and 
the result has been what could have been 
expected, it has antagonized those pow- 
ers whom it has attacked, and is despis- 
ed by those whose favor it sought to 
gain hy much despicable and un-mason- 
ic methods. 


Perhaps brother LaTente will learn 
in time the folly of trying to bning the 
sectional York Rite of America into the 
fold of Universal Masonry, and the ad- 
ded folly of antagonizing the truc friends 
of Universal Masonny in this country.

The proposed convention of American 
can Masonic groups practicing Universal 
Masonry, (that is all who are not of 
the York Rite) which it was originally 
intended to be held in the city of Chi- 
cago in March and was postponed ow- 
ing to the absence in Europe of the 
Grand Master of one of the groufs, has 
heen definitely fixed to be held in Chi- 
cago on the rith of May, convening in 
the Lodge room of George Washington 
todge corner of Halsted and Madison 
streets at 10 a.m. 

It is expected that this meeting will 
be epoch making in the history of Ma- 
sonry inasmuch as it will weld closer 
the several links in the Universal chain 
and bring those groups which though all 
bcieving in and in a greater or lesser 
degree, practicing the tenets of true Ma- 
sonry have been isolated from cach oth- 
er and in consequence been unable to 
exercise to the fullest extent the influ- 
ence for good which a cioser union 
would enable them to do. It must not 
be understood that every organization 
calling itse’f “Masonic” has been invited 
to this convention. as there are some 
tew which have been onganized by Char- 
latans for mercenary objects, without 
even the shadow of authority and with 
such we can hold no communion as their 
existence is a disgrace to the name of 
Masonry: others again while they hon- 
estly and with the true Masonic spirit 
have formed themselves into what they 
helieve to be Masonis bodies. have done 
so without 'egitimate authority and bc- 
fore they can be received will have to 
he healed. 

Another obstacle we have had to can- 
tend with, and one which has stand more 
in the way of closer union than any 
other. has been the unfounded jea‘ousy 
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of some of the smallen groups who fear- 
ed ihat the American Masonic l'edera- 
uon was the big fish seeking to swallow 
ihe little ones. 

That this fear is without foundation 
we bave endeavored to show as aside 
irom: the desire to see closer union and 
a better undenstanding existing between 
ihe son York Rite groups; we have no 
“axe to rind” and we neither ask or 
even wish to have these bodies join our 
Vederation, our ideas of true Masonry 
may in the main be the same, but our 
mode of government in the X. XI. F. is 
o different from the others based as it 
is on the ancient Scottish system that 
discord rather than harmony would re- 
sale from an incorporative union; while 
the erd we seek to attain can be achieved 
without the sightest sacrifice of inde- 
pendence by either party by the differ 
ent groups forming a union modeled on 
the principle of the German “Grane 
Landge Union.” (Grosse logen Runde 
whene all are united for a common pur- 
jose without the slightest loss of in- 
dividual independence. May T.G.A.O. 
IU. speed its early accomplishment.

THE OLDEST GRAND LODGE 
IN THE WORLD. 


The Grand Lodge of Scotland is the 
oldest grand lodge in the world in cecx- 
istence at the present day. and as there 
are a good many Scotchman in the State 
of Michigan today, (t may not be out of 
place to give a few facts in connection 
with her history. 

Her history dates back to A. D. 1140 
when Mother Kilwinning Lodge, which 
is the oldest lodge of Freemasons in the 
world, was estalidished at Kilwinning 
when the masons of that day were crect- 
ing a stately monastry at that place. 


This lodge was presided over by 
James J. of Scotland until he got a grand 
master chosen by the brethren and ap- 
proved of by him. 


The grand master so chosen was paid 
an annual salary by all the lodges in 
the kingdom and he had deputies in all 
the counties. 


In the reign of James II of Scotlan, 
Saint Clair of Rosslyn was made hered- 
itary grand master and the office con- 
tinued in the ‘amily until 1737 in which 
year William Sent Calir of Rosslyn, 
Esquire, then the grand mastcr, fornied 
the present grand lodge of Scotland and 
resigned in favor of the brethren. 


Mother Kilwinning Lodge, however, 
refused to join the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land, and continued to act independent- 
ly and-to grant charters to other lodges 
as she had always done. Tlys was the 
cause of many disputes which it was 
desirble for the credit of the fraternity 
to avoid. so that in 1807 Mother K:lwin- 
ning agreed to hold of the Grand Lodge 
al Scotland and renounecd all nght to 
to grant charters in future. For this 
concession she was placed at the head 
af the roll of the Grand T.odge of Scot- 
land. under the denomination of “Moth- 
er Kilwinning” No. —, and its master 
for the time being was declared the Pro- 
vincial Grand Master over the Ayrshire 
District. Other minor regulations were 
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adopted and in this way the disputes of 
Masonic precedence were put an end to. 


It may not be known here that in a 
jodge under the jurisdiction of Grand 
Lodge of Scotland there are three mast- 
ers. besides the scnior and junior ward- 
ens, who sit in the east and arc styled 
Worship Depute Master and Worship- 
ful Substitute Master; the master himseli 
being styled Right Worshipful Master. 
These masters take the chair in the ab- 
sence or the master and assist him in 
his officc, but the master and his two 
wardens are the only reprcsentatives to 
the grand Lodge. Wm B. Morrison 
Feb. 14, 1910. 


Who has not heard the story of the 
pickpocket who cmed “stop thicf” to 
cistract attention frim himself. The tac- 
tics are old but are used today as mucn 
as in former times and our York Rite 
BB. in San Franc'sco are adepts in us- 
ing them for the double purpose of dis- 
tracting attention from their own mis- 
decds and incidentaly putting the blame 
on the American Masonic [cdcration.

Some time ago a lodge was organized 
in San Francisco to work in the French 
language and the local correspondent to 
the French press (who is a York Rite 
Mason) in giving notice of the event 
coupled it with the information (?) that 
this lodge did not recognize the Grand 
Orient of France; could anything he 
more despicable than this? when all 
know who know anything that there 
is not a York Rite Grand Lodge in the 
United States that recognizes the Grand 
Orient of France or will knowingly ad- 
mit a French Mason to vis't its "odzes; 
While the lodges in the American Ma- 
conic Federation welcame all Masons 
who are regular according to the laws 
and usages of thcir native jurisdiction 
ior whr'e we would wanmly resent the 
interference of a forcign bady in our 
affairs. w disclaim any right on our rart 
to dctate to an interfere in the affairs 
cf a forcign power. 


The Grand Orient of France does nut 
make belic# in the G. A. O. T. U. a nec- 
csSary qualification in a candidate on this 
uccount our York Rite BB. accuse the 
French BR of being Atheists. How 
unjustified this change ts may be secn 
when it is considered that it was a Pro- 
testant minisfer who introduced that 
resolution, which was simply means to 
give to all the utmost freedom of con- 
science. The A. M. F. requires a pro- 
iession of belief in a Supneme Being as 
a sine-quo non, and personally we are 
professing though perhaps unworthy be- 
lie veis, in reaveled religion but nothing 
in this prevents us fnom recognising as 
a brother Mason he who acts up to 
the strictest teachings of the Order and 
practices the tenets of Friendship. Mor- 
ality and Brotherly Love, because he 
does not in a'l things conform to our 
standard of raigious belief. We have 
while temponly sojourning in the tents 
it the Yorkists heard ne most viclen! 
denunciations hurled against those Grand 
Rodies who do not make obligatory the 
betict in the G. A. O. T. U. by BB. who 
never used the sacred name except 10 
blaspheme, as the sacred writings say 
we ought to take the beam from our 
own eye before trying to take the mote 
from our brothers.

Utah. and found the 
lade in first-class condition and every 
hrother from the able and cnergetic R. 
W. M- brother Bergera to the “ast Fn- 
tered Apprentice cnthusutastic workers 
in the cause of Universal Masonry, we 
were royally entertained by the BR. and 
as in aur previous visits enjoyed onr- 
selves immenscly.

sons we are. They really think they bce- 
iang to che- only old and regular body 
of Masons because they were never told 
any different when they joined the Order 
In their own hearts, they believe what 
they say against us to be iruc. Though 
there have been many broad minded 
State Masons who have talked to me 
and who do not believe in anything but 
Universal Masonry. They said. “what 
is the good af Masonry if it is not Uni- 
. ersal?“ whieh question is 'casily answer- 
cd. T te'l these brothers that it is not 
my light to make them universa’. it is 
Masonic law and justice ta all brothers. 
We are starting in with but a handful 
ot brothers. you might say. and the York 
Rites think that on account œ their be- 
mye so Strong they can crush us out. 
Right wins. not might. I hope that the 
whole American Masinic Federation will 
chrow their whole energy into douh'jne 
our membership in the nest vear. and 
there is no reason why they shoudn't 
for as soon as the Craft of the York 
Rite finds out they are not (or any part 
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of them) of the old body af Masons. 
they will be deserting and afiliating with 
us. I have had the pleasure since I have 
heen organizing in California and the 
northwest of afillating quite a numbe: 
of the York Rite Masans with our body. 
pu in one, the other day, who had 
heen a York Rite Mason for fifteen years 
and rad the p'easure ‘of afiltating quite 
a numben of old Secaich Masons, and 
only last night. T affiliated a brother who 
is well up in the Order. an trish Mason. 
There is que a number of Old Country 
Masons who are affiliated at the pres- 
ent with the York Rite because when 
they came to this country there wasn't 
any Other body of Masons here and they 
wished to be affiliated with a Masonic 
bady. so they affi inied with the York 
Retes. Naw when they find that there 
is a body of Masons here that is work- 
ing Scottish Masonry iram the first up. 
we wil have quite a lot of affiliations 
irom European Masons. 

The Grand Masier. of cach state we 
organize en, issues an edict to hs mem- 
hers not to recognize us under pain oi 
expulsion. That is done purely so they 
won't find out that we are the Old Reg- 
uar Body of Masons. ter if they rec- 
ognized us there wau'd be nothing to it 
the York Rrtes would have to declare 
themselves Universa. and what would 
that mean to them? it would mean 
smaller initiation fees and ices for the 
lligher Degrees. but I don't think if 
they declared themse'ves univrsal it 
would hurt them onc-kali as much as 
they think it woud. 

My advice to all organizers, is to go 
ahead and not antgonize any hrother Ma- 
son. not carry a chip on his shoulder. 
or in other words. not shake a red flag. 
MI brothers must remember that if the 
sc'f-constituted Rites do not remember 
heir obligations, we do. far it is the 
same obligation we both have taken. My 
matto is, first to work our Masonry and 
let them work theirs, but when they for- 
eet themse'ves enough to say anyth'ng 


aga'nst us. why then. every ane of our 


members has plenty of ammunition to 
come back on them, although it asne 
pleasant to do so. but we have ta do 
something to protect ourselves. 

l am getting ready- now to start a 
Marksman Lodge with a membership of 
abour two hundred but everything takes 
time. We are having the hardest work 
in this city to get hails. We want to 
lease a place at present and fix it up our- 
seves. We want to lease two halls in 
th’s city. We also wish to start a ladge 
af Adoption, Sor the ladies as soon as 
possible, The dAoptive Rite is far su- 
yerior to the Eastern Star, and is very 
pretty work. 1 shall advise all orzan- 
izers, from what I know about n. to 
start the Adoptive Rite which has five 
degrees af work and three ai Instala- 
tion.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 

The organization of Encampments of 
Knigiits Templar by our BB. in severa 
places and the interest shown therein has 
prompted us to give a short sketch of 
ihat ancient. chivalrous And much ma- 
ligned order. which was without doubt 
the most renowned ot the three great 
mi itary orders founded in the rath cen- 
tury for the defence ot the Latin king- 
dom of Jerusalem against Saracens ag- 
gression. The Lemp ars (pauperis com- 
militones Christi: Templque Salmanici) 
differed from the Knights at St. John 
and the Teutonic Knights in having een 
a military order from its very origin. its 
founders band ng themselves together 
10 give armed protection to pilgrims vis- 
ting the Holy Land. 

About the year 1118 a Rurgundian 
Knight. Hugh de Paganis bound himself 
and eight comrades by a vow to the 
Patriarch of Jerusalen to guard the pub- 
lic roads. to Fve as regular canons. and 
to fight for the King of Heaven in chas- 
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tity, obedience and sclf denial. Before 
the middle of the century the order was 
established in every kingdom of Latin 
Christendom and for 140 ycars the his- 
tory of the Templars was the history of 
the crusades. 


The order grew in wea'th and influ- 
ence and in consequence made many ene- 
mies who brought charges of all kinds 
probab‘c and improbable against them. 
charging them with cn'mes from idolatry 
to grossest immortality. that these charg- 
es were if not entircly unfounded at 
least grossly cxagerated most historians 
allow and wthout doubt jealousy oi 
their wealth and influence was at the 
hottom of them, be that as it may on 
charges of this nature Philip the IV of 
France arrested all the Templars in 
France on the night of I'in'day Oct. 13th 
1307. They were subjected to the most 
inhuman torture to extort confessions 
and in Paris alone thirty-six Templars 
died under the torture. and Pope Clem- 
ent the V aho'yshed the order on the 
22nd of March 1312 and transferred their 
property to the Knights of St. John. and 
in 1316 with the Martyrdom of the Grand 
Master Jacques de Molay the order as 
a separate entity ceased do exist. 

In two kingdoms on'y in Europe was 
the order not totally suppressed wz:—in 
Portugal and Scotland and in the form- 
er while retaining their organization they 
jost their identity being known after- 
wards not as Knights of the Temple but 
as the “Order of Christ“ in Scotland 
where they had rendered valuahle a'd 
to the Patriot King Robert Bruce against 
the English. they were united with the 
Knights of St John and nat absorbed 
as elsewhere. the united arders being 
known as Knights oi the Temple and 
Knights of the Hospital of St. John and 
he'd property in cammon until the dis- 
solution of al' the monastic mers at 
the Reformation. 

Prior to the dissolut'‘on of the order 
as an Ecleastical establishment in 1560. 
there was a well defined conection hbc- 
tween the Tempiars and the Masonic 
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Lodges as is seen in od Lodge records. 
subsequently thein connection becam: 
more marked until the Knight Templar 
ism became a recognized part of Msaon 
ry and known as the “Black” to dis 
tnguish it from the “Blue” craft de- 
grecs. 

The further h'story of Scottish Tem 
p'ary the oldest branch of the order i 
existence can best be given by quoting 
the introduci(on to the laws of the“ Grand 
Encampment of the Temple and Malt: 
in Scotleed.”

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF KNIGHT 
TEMPLAR AND HIGH GRADE 
MASONRY IN SCOTLAND. 

In issu ng this amended edition of the 
laws of the Knight Templars and cog- 
nate bodes in Scot and, it has been 
deemed advisable, as in the edition oi 
1881. to preface it with a short historic- 
xt sketch of the Order for the informa- 
tion oi the fratres. In doing this it is 
unnecessary for us to dilate upon the 
period when the Order of the Temple 
was a purely mvlitary organization. as 
its history from its inception in A. D. 
1118. with Hugo de l'ayence as Grand 
Master, to its dispersion in A. D. 1300 
under the Grand Mastership of Jaques 
de Molay is too wel known to need rej- 
etition, so we wik devore but aj few 
words to its existence n Scotland. where 
it was first introduced by King David! 
about the middle of the twelfth century. 
who established it at Tempie on tee 
South Esk. Further grants were sub 
sequently made by Mayleotm, his grand- 
san. and William the Lion and Alexand- 
er II. his successors. The career of the 
Order was as prosperous in Scotland 
as in other countries until the persecu 
tion initiated by Pope Clement VIT.. and 
the whae enegics of Scotland being 4 
that time em-loyed in resisting the en 
craachments of the tyrant Edward 
England, the Kn'ghts were not persecu 
cd as in other countries, and instead ¢ 
being utterly effaced as they were cls 
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where, bere they continued to exist unit- 
wd with, but nut merged into, the Order 
o. Knights of St. John, and so continued 
until the surrender to the State of the 
last of the Temple lands in 1560 by Sir 
james Sanditands, Preceptor of Torph— 
when. With this act, and the subsequent 
erpatr.ation of ahose knights who held 
hy the Romish Sec. under the leadership 
ut David Seaton, Grand Frior of Scot 
iand, ends the history of the Scottish 
Templars as a m.litary and religious 
body. Such of the knights, and they 
vere many, who adopted the reformed 
rcligion, created a new history for them- 
selves by uniting with the building fra- 
ternities, under shelter of whose esoteric 
character they continued to practice the 
Temple rites and ceremonies. Their sub- 
seguen: history during the troublesome 
period of civil and re'igious strite which 
jo lowed the Reformation is little known 
uti! we find them appearing in the carly 
part of the eighteenth century, as the 
protectors and conscrvators of High- 
vrade Masonry, ruling all grades above 
the Bue or Craft degrees. That this 
vas So is amply proved by the minute 
books of many a'd lodges. especially in 
the western part of the kingdom wherc 
ix found the cradle both of Blue amd 
Black Mesonry. At this time there was 
no separate head in Scotland for the 
meher as distinguished from the Craft 
degrees; ihe possessors of the former 
cunstitut ne in each lodge an imperio in 
imperium. and conferring the degrees of 
the Red. Brack. Green. and White upon 
such of she BB. as they thought worthy 
This method continucd 10 hold until A.D. 
Ico when the Craft) Grand Lodge, 
Armed by the reported spread of re- 
pubkean and atheistical doctrines under 
virse of Masonry. and also to comply 
with the IMezal Oaths Act passed in 
Parliament. issued an edict forbidding 
the practice by lodges holding under her 
~ai any other than the first three degrees. 
‘he votaries of the high gra¢es being 
hus deprived oi the authority under 
which they had previously wrought, and 
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being as good masons should, law-abid- 
ing and strong y averse to unwarranted 
assumption of authority, numbers of 
thme aplied to their fratres in Ireland 
who, with a history in many respects 
similak to their own, had an established 
Grand Encampment—for Charters, which 
were readily granted by the Early Grand 
Encampment of Ireland: and in a short 
time between forty and fifty Encamp- 
ments were working under that constitu- 
tian in Scotland. One would now natur- 
aby suppose that, having in a constitu- 
tional manner overcome the difficulty 
created by Grand Lodge. all would have 
been hatmony. But this was not to be, 
zs in 1811-12 a tra‘tor appeared in the 
person of Alexander Deuchar, E. C. of 
Edinburgh Encampment No. 31 Early 
Grand Constitut on. who in gross vio'a- 
tion of his Templar vows, and with the 
aid of others as unprincipled as himself 
established a schismatic body which he 
styled the “Surreme Grand Conclave ot 
Scot and.” and appealed to Edward Duke 
of Kent and Strathearn, Grand Master 
of the new'y-formed English Grand Con- 
clave. to patronize his mis-begotten off- 
spring. The success attending this trea- 
sonable production was but scaint, as the 
tyrannical assumption of the Grand Mas- 
tership for life by the chief traitor dis- 
leased his fel'ow-conspirators, and his 
Conclave was rent with interna’ dissen- 
sions. which caused what was practically 
its death in 1830. It was remodelled in 
1836 under the Grand Mastership of Ad- 
mira! Sir David Milne. when it was dc- 
vrived of its masonic character by non- 
masons being admitted to membership, 
notable amongst whom were the Bishop 
of Aberdeen and the Duke of Leeds, the 
‘atter o; whom they created Grand Prior 
af England. thus repaying England for 
assisting them in their secession from 
the Mother jurisdiction hy Invading Eng- 
ish territory. This body proved ta be 
more short-lived than its predecessor, 


as anoathe: icmodelling process took 


place in 1856. when the old system of 
masonic quatification as a pre-requisite 
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was reverted to. Deuchar’s schismatic 
Conclave continued to work the Red and 
Black under one head, as hals been the 
custom with the Ancient Body before 
the split. This simple and efficient plan 
did not however, suit the views of some 
ombitious BB., whose only chance of 
filling high office ‘ay in creating further 
division. Thus in 1818 occured a schiem 
from a schism, and an illegitimate grand- 
daughter of the Early Grand was born, 
nd christened the “Supreme Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter.” Bro. Lyon, the learned 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Seotland.. speaking oi this occurence, 
says:—‘The Charter of Constitution 
“which was then adopted proceeds on 
“the assumption that the Roya’ Arch had 
“existed in Scot and prior to the erec- 
“tion of the Grand Lodge, and that it 
“was embraced in the ‘Degrees of Frec- 
“masons, the jurisdiction of which had 
“from time immemorial been vested in 
“the Barons of Roslin.” Commenting 
on this Bro. Lyon says, “Jt is an arron- 
cous statement- a stronger and more 
terse expression would not have been 
misplaced., While rampant treason 
seemed thus for a time triumphant in 
its endeavor to reverse the orthodox ma- 
sonic aim of bringing order ont of chaos, 
cach division in its own ranks makng 
cos fusion worse confounded. those of 
the BB. who had a nobler conception 
of the value of an O.B. voluntarily un- 
jance to the Early Grand Constitution. 
For them ducal patronage had no attra- 
ction when purchased at the expense of 
masonic probity: so. uninfluenced alike 
by threats or caJollery, they he'd on th 
even tenor of their way, though reduced 
in numbers and for the most part con- 
fined to the western counties, the origin- 
al home of the Order. 

We must not think however, that the 
segitimate high-grade masons were con- 
tent to remain under foreign control be- 
cause they refused to share in the illegal 

secession of Deuchar and his imitators. 
Far from it: but whi’e they desired the 
Order in Scot'and to have a national 


head. they were cqually anxious that the 
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end should be ga ned by regular and be- 
gitimate means. To this end Frater 
Robert Martin, E. C. of No. 33 lEncamp- 
ment, Kilmagnock, presented a petition 
to the Eany Grand Encampment of Ire- 
sand, from Encampments No. 28 Miur- 
kirk 40 and 42 Kilmarnock and 39 Ayr, 
praying that the Scottish Encampments 
be erected into a Sovercign jurisdiction. 
The prayer of this petition was ſavorably 
considered at a meeting of the Early 
Grand Encampment of Ireland. held in 
Sir Peter Kelly’s Wood Quay Dube in 
on the 22nd day of June, 1822. and Fra. 
Martin was commissioned Provisions! 
Grand Master pending a representative 
meeting of the Scottish Encampments to 
arganize their Grand Encampment. 

This was immediately done on Fra. Ma;- 
tin’s return to Scotland, at a mectinz 
held in Kilmarnock in July 1822. To 
this meeting he presented an excerpi of 
the minute of the Dublin meeting rc- 
nouncing all authority over the Scottish 
Encampments, signed by Joseph Cuth- 
bertson. Grand Master. and sealed with 
the Grand Scal of the Order; also his 
Provisional Commission as M.E.G.M.. 
which the Fratres present unanimously 
confirmed At this meeting Eneamp- 
ments. No. 60 Newmilns. and 61 Sa't- 
coats. were installed. These were the 
last charters granted by the Trish Grand 
Encampment to work in Scotland. Tt 
hawever, sent a circular letter to al’ Fn- 
campments chartered by it, notifying 
them of the erectian of the Scottish 
Grand Fencampment: and subsequently 


en the 24th of June 1826 sent a formal 
Charter of Renunciation to the latter 
body. This was done in consequence of 
the schismatics professing to doubt the 
formal erection of the Scottish Grand 
Encampment. which body. however, in 
spite of al the cfforts of its enemics. 
continued to lead a quiet and unevent 
ful existence, until recently unbroken 
by any event of sufficient importance to 
be worth recording here.

It has been said that ‘the heathen ac- 
counted the number two accurst, because 
it was the first departure from unity.“ 
This was alleged as proof ai the intellec- 
tual depravity of the “poor benighted 
heathen.” But the fact is. thar the heath- 
en merely sought to express in simple. 
symbolic language, a great truth. That 
his thought wholly transcended the un- 
derstanding of his medieval critic is not 
at al! to be wondered at: for. with all 
our boasted scientific progress, we who 
are not “heathens” are just beginning to 
open our eyes to many great and import- 
and truths which, somehow. seem to have 
keen uncovered to the mind of the so- 
called heathen ages ago. 

Tf T were to be asked ta point ont the 
one word which expresses better than any 
other single term the end and aim af all 
Alasonic teaching, that word which in- 
dicates the goal far which Masonry is 
striving in its character building methods 
and processes, T would unhesitatingly sc- 
iect the word Unity. 
system of moral training. as a process of 
spiritual development. as a method of in- 
'ellectual improvement, as an instrument 
oi social progress, in short as the grand- 
est organized human effort for the ev- 
olutionary expansion of the powers of 
the human soul which the world has cv- 
er known—Masonry has aimed at nothing 
more complicated, involved or mysteri- 
ous than simple Unity; that Unity which

in its last and most practical aspect. ts 
but the agreement of the physical, men— 
tal, spiritual and social activities of the 
individual with the Universal conditions 
of reality. 

Herein lies the secret of Masonry's 
wonderfal vitality as wellas its acknowl- 
edged potency as a factor in human pra- 
gress. It is in perfect accord and har- 
mony with Nature's unvarying conditions 
conditions under 
which anything is permitted ta have ex— 


af cxistence—those 


istence at all. Tf the methods and oorees 
which the pure Masonic farmula pre- 
scribes and which the practice of Mason- 
ry calls into play are the identical meth- 
ads and forces employed by Deity (or 
Nature, if you prefer it) in the creation 
of everything in the universe. whether 
animate, visible and tangible. or inani- 
mate, invisible and intangible- should any 
doubt remain that its plan is the right 
plan? lor my part, Jam convinced that 
he who would assert that Masonry’s way 
is nat the right wav. must also be pre- 
pared to show that Diety’s way is net the 
right way: for. they are identical. 

It has been logically and scientifically 
demonstrated that Evolution is Gad's 
method of creation. The term Evolution 
was applied ta the method at a time when 
the precise creative processes were not 
so well known or understood as they are 
today. Originally, “evolve” meant to un- 
fold. But, neither in the initial stazes of 
existence nor in the subsequent develop- 
ment and growth of any known or obser- 
vable entity is there anything like an un- 
folding movement. It would more nearly 
approximate the truth were it to be called 
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an “untold-ng” process. Yet, this, again 
would be misleading. Everything that ex- 
ists owes that existence to the assem- 
bling and uniting of other “things” which 
were themselves separate and distinct en- 
tities. In short, nothing in the universe 
would have had existence were it not for 
the fact that other things united to make 
it the precise thing that it is. Evolution, 
then, as now understood, has reference 
to this strictly “uniting” process. 


In the world of matter, the invisible 
atom. unites with like atoms to form the 
visible particle, the sands, the rocks. the 
planets. Planet unites with planets to 
make the system, and system combines 
with systems to form an harmonious uni- 
verse. In the vegetable kingdom, certain 
chemical atoms unite to make the flower, 
the plant, the tree. Animal life owes its 
beginnings to the union of mind and mat- 
ter. produc'ng the undifferentiated living 
cell. Cell uniting with other like cells 
to “dwell together in unity“ gave us the 
complex animal organism and the still 
more complex human organism. Human 
entities uniting produced the family: fam- 
ilies cambined into wander'ng hordes. 
and these again into mare or less station- 
ary clans or tribes whch. later. united 
to build the more orderly nation—each 
ai these progressive unions resuting in 
a hetterment of the condition of the indi- 
vidual man as compared with his former 
state. When nation shall have united 
with nation into one harmon'ous and or- 
derly State (and this is inevitable), then. 
and nat till then. will war, w'th all of its 
resultant evil passions. and race prejudice 
with its twin progeny of ignorance and 
hate. beg'n to take their departure from 
the face of the- earth. And then, “how 
gaod and haw rcleasant” will be this 
earthly “dwelling” of the human entity. 


Even in the realm of pure mentality 
is found to he the same. 
Thoueht has its incept'an in the union 
nf Preeentation (of an obiect) and Atten- 
tion (of a subject). Presentation and At-

tention are forms af activitv. and essen- 
tially the same act'vity. 


Their union 


produces Sensation. Sensation uniting 
with that attribute of the soul which we 
call Consciousness evolves the Concept. 
Concept un.ting wien the stored Con- 
cepts of memory begets an Idea. Ideas 
combine to make the thesis—the highest 
form of thought. 

Thus. wherever we may look, we can- 
not fail to beccene impressed with the 
potent fact that the Universal Builder de- 
mands, as a condition precedent to the 
existence of anything, an assembling of 
other things to “dwell together in unity.” 
This is His sole Constructive method. 
Call it by whatsoever nume you will— 
Evolution, Integration. Cohesion, Fusion 
they all reicr to the one, simple Con- 
struct.ve formula which makes for Unity. 
Unity of what? you ask. The ultimate 
ends of Deity neither I nor any other 
mortal knows or can know. We can only 
deduce what seem to us to be reasonable 
conclusions from those sensible Appear— 
ances and Disappearances in the material 
universe which we are permitted to ob- 
serve. His ends, so far as we are able to 
discern them. whether in the minute par- 
ticle of matter, in the massive rock, the 
tree. the animal, the planet. or the universe 
as a whole, are all summed up in the one 
term. And throughout it all we can also 
nerceive, 


“One law one clement 
And onc far-off, divine event 
To which the whole creation moves.” 


Aristotle tells us that, “ The excellence 
of a thing lies in that function for which 
it is best fitted. “He might ecasilly have 
gone farther, and shown us that its 
whole value, as a contributing factor in 
the onward march toward a perfect uni- 
verse, is determined by the degree of 
completeness in the Unity of its parts, 
in the Uniformity of its activitics and in 
the Universality of its purpose. If it 
has not Unity within itself, then it con- 
tains the elements of internal discord 
which are carrying it onward toward 
dissolution and final disappearance. If it 
ceases to have Un' ſormity in its modes 
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of self-expression, then it has the ex- 
ternal clements of discord which bring 
confusion to all other things oi the 
carth, and sooner or later, it will be 
dealt wth and removed by the forces 
which make for progress. as a disturb- 
ing factor and a hindrance to the legit- 
amate expression of their natural ac- 
liv.ties. lf its purposes its aims are no 
longer Universal, then it contains the 
eternal elements of discord—not simply 
because it has ceased to be a factor in 
the unifying scheme of the Creator, but 
because it encumbers the earth with an 
existence withaut divine warrant, retard- 
ing the progress oi other things, which 
retardation is necessarily projected and 
felt throughout all eternity. 

To have a unified individuality. a Uni- 
form mode of self-manifestation or self- 
assertion, and a Universal aim or pur- 
rose—these, and these alone. are the 
essent al requisites to a divine right to 
exist. Where Unity begins there appear- 
ance, cxistence, life begins. Where Un- 
ity ceases. there disappearance, non-ex— 
istence death begins. Where Uniformity 
sets in, there order prevails: but where 
Uniformity ceases, there rcigns confu- 
sian. Where Universality appears. usc- 
fulness also appears: but where Univers- 
al'ty is absent. utility is also absent. To 
he at One with the Universe and not as 
one af the Diverse—this is the measure 
af “excellence,” as it is alsa conclusive 
proof that the “thing.” whether ‘t be an 
atom of matter. an animal. a human hc- 
ing ar an institution is performing “that 
function for which it is hest fitted.” and 
rer forming it. too. in conformity with 
the plans on the tressle-hoard of the 
Grand Architect af the Universe. 

What function, then. is man best fit- 
ted for? Of all the things of earth he is 
the sale entity which is armed with abil- 
ities to render assistance to his Creator 
in ths untfvine nrocese. throuoh indenen- 
dent. voluntary, self-consciaus ‘action. 
While every inan'mate strictly material 
form is chareed with a natural tendency 
ta seck intimate association in un'tv with 
its kind, these have not the power of 
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vo.ition or control over their own move- 
ments. All of their activities are direct-, 
ed by an extraneous force which is vari- 
ously iermed magnetism, chemical affin- 
ity, gravitation etc. Every animal or- i 
eanism possesses the same tendency 
(now called instinct) toward uniiy with!

(Concluded from May Number) 
onald Campbell's Grand Cha which was

In conclusion, although we claim to 
‘+ the only legal, and untainted possess- 
s of ancient high grade masonry in 
.totland, we have no desire to act in a 
irit of antagonism to other hodies 
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which may claim to work some of ¿kose 
degrees. Our spheres of work and influ- 
ence arc entirely different: tollowing as 
we do the ancient methods. and heliev- 
ing that any Master Mason in good stand 
ing in his Cra Lodge is worthy te be- 
long to any Order in Masonry: eur con- 
flitwion being thoroughly demoacratie 
and representative, as opposed te the 
modern oligarchial systems. While be- 
leving the origin of these bodies oo be 
indispuntab'y illegal. because. being eith- 
er selfeonstituted or introduecd nto 
Scotland while there was already an ex- 
isting organization working the sam. dce- 
grees. vet during the years which vave 
passed since their origin the softening 
hand of time has soothed the angrier 
ieclings with which our old Fratres re- 
warded these badies. and. remembering 
that as Craft Masans we have knelt 
round the same altar and mutually vow 
cd love and fellawsiip. we are centent 
to live and Jet Eve. At the same ime. 
however. we would warn the BI. assanss 
those who. fram the profound depths 
of their own ignorance stiginatie as 
illegal the ancient Early Grand Con. :itu— 
tion. of which they themselves ar. but 
spurious offshoots. 

And now, Sir Knights. viewing the dif- 
Heulties we have surmounted in the past 
and looking confidently toward the iu— 
ture remember our ancient motio “WE 
WERE THE FIRST, WE SHALI.

Knighi Templary in the United states 
of America, like every thing else the 
most remote degree connected vith 
Masonry differs essentially from chat 
practicn:d Clsewhere. although origi: ally 
it was introduced from the same source 
as craft Masonry viz- irom the three 
Mother jurisdictions of England. Scot- 
land and Treland, and the Templar de- 
grees were first practiced here as there 
under sanction of Craft Charters. The 
oldest preserved record at Masonic 
Knight Templary in the United States, 
or indeed in the World is contained in 


a nanute of St Andrews Royal Arch 
lodge in Boston holding of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland. This minute dated 
Auguste 28th 1769 reads as follows: “Bro.

To quote from the 
“History of Free Masonry and Concor- 
dant Orders“ page 781”. It therefore 
seems doubtful if the Masons who in- 
troduced the degrees and “set up” what 
is called Templar Masonry in the New 
England States, ever had the degree 
conferred upon them. lf so how came 
they te make a Templar Ritual for them- 
selves. unlike anything else in the 
World?” “Rut it is more than probable 
that nor having any authorized Ritual 
they concocted one to suit their own 
ideas.)

SOLOMONS TEMPLE. 


In one of the magazine numbers, I 
wrote a lengthy anticle in regard to the 
' meaning of Solomon’s Temple. I now 
‘shall continue the second lesson on this 
instructive theme. Begging your cour- 
teous attention and patience there is 
an ancient phrase or proverb in Spanish 
‘which states thus a ship wel! built 
.weathers the storm. Masons dispersed 
allover the superficial globe should know 
the Alpha and Omega of speculative mas 
cnry not because they got the pass word 
and a few grips they know it abl. But 
to masons at large it would be well to 
read seriously and to remember serious- 
ly that in your symbolic instruction their 
is a good deal to learn and to understand 
perhaps more than you rcalized and for 
that reason you should ever keep in 
memory the symbolic teaching that caus- 
ed you to be raised as master Masons. 
We are told to read the Holy Scripture 
or rather the Holy Bible which is said 
‘to be the guide to all humanity but 
especially to Masons, therein it tells us 
to seek, to knock, to ask and they shall 
t find; to knock and they shall be heard, 
J and to seek and they shall find and the 
door shall be opened to them. Likewise 
being like the phrase I just quoted that 
a ship well built weathers the storm that 
simile defines that you must be posted 
on the mysteries of “Free Masonry and 


may as well begin. St. John the Baptist 
says, He is that light and behold the 
Lamb of God.” St. John the Evangel- 
ist says “that He was the true light, 
and in him was life and the life was the 
licht of men.“ Both St. Johns were 
iF known and are known to be the patron 
saints of the Masonic Order. But bear 
in mind that Masonry does not take the 


place of the Church but she, neverthe- 
less portrays or rather illustrates the 
essentials of the Christian dogma and 
quotes the passages of bibtical lore. If 
you were asked what do you mean by 
Acacia, it means the immortality of the 
soul and your symbolic name as a Mason 
What do you mean by the III lights? 
There is a book written by one Oliver 
and is termed, “The Revelations of the 
square and therain is found the test 
questions and as I recollect of reading 
that they were the sun. Master and 
square and atso othcr lights are named 
in— one to seck to enter, the other to 
work by, they antcdating the present 
lights. What is meant by the wages? this 
is a very dark question to masons at 
large but I will state for the benefit of 
all that it means there is light, «ruth, 
and knowledge; wisdom as a reward for 
your labor properly done that if found 
worthy that is called wages. I would 
advise in you reading the following chap- 
ters of the Holy Scriptures, foliow me 
as close as you can.

UNIVERSAL MASONRY. 


The following excerpt it taken from 
the pen of an able writer on this subject: 

Masonry throughout the world is unit- 
ed in to one family, with the sole excep- 
tion of the adherents of the State Gen- 
eral Lodges in the United States of Amer- 
ica. The first of these spurious and clan- 
destine Grand Lodges was formed in 
Boston by Henry Price, who received 
three degrees in the “Grand Lodge of 
England” (“Moderns”), a sclf -constitut 
ed body composed of four small subordin- 
ate lodges which for the purpose seced- 
ed from the regular order of Masonry. 
This so-called Grand Lodge was so ir- 
regular, spurious and clandestine that it 
was NEVER recognized by the Grani 
Lodges of Scotland and Ireland. Neith- 
er was it recognized by the Grand Lodge 
of All England, Ancient, Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons until the two bodies, the 
Ancient and Modern Grand Lodges, unit- 
ed in 1813 and became the United Grand 
lodge of England. Price claimed to 
have had a commission for Massachusetts 
from the “spurious modern” Grand 
Lodge of England, appointing him 
Provincial Grand Master, but no such 
document is now in existence, if, indeed. 


* 


it ever did exist. Neither do the records 
ot the Grand Lodge of England show 
that ANY authority was ever given to 
this man Price. An appointment as a 
Provincial Grand Master ani is, 
simply the deputizing of a brother to 
act temporarily for the Grand Master, 
and gives no authority to grant charters 
to lodges or even dispensations, except 
remporatily until a regular dispensation 
can be procured from the Grand Master 
or the Gran] Lodge. According to the 
regulations of the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land such regular dispensations must be 
secured w.thin one year from the date 
of granting temporary dispensation, or 
else the temporary dispensation becomes 
null and void (worthless). As Price 
NEVER madc any report of any of his 
acts in Amcrica, the work done by him 
in Boston was doubly irregular, spurtous, 
clandestine and worthless. 

The Masons and lodges madc by this 
man Price, united and assumed the pow- 
ers oi “The Grand Lodge of Massachus- 
ctts 55 without ever having receiv-d a 
charter or even a dispensation from any 
Masonic power on carth empowering 
them to do so. When asked to show 
their charter or anything else giving 
them the right to exist as a Masonic 
Grand Lodge, they are totally unable to 
do so. Practically all the other State 
Grand Lodges of the United States of 
America sprang from this clandestine 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

To make irregularity still more irregu- 
iar, in 1796 Thomas Smith Webb, a cian- 
destinely made Mason by a doubly clan- 
destine lodge at Keene, N. H, the chart- 
er of which was arrested partly because 
of its irregular work on Webb, made a 
new Rite of Masonry, which Mackay and 
the other best authohrities of the world 
call the American Rite. This work of 
Webb’s was wholly adopted by some of 
the State Grand bodies, partially by oth- 
crs, and not at all by at least one Grand 
Lodge. Therefore, in scarcely any two 
states of the Union is Masonic work 
alike, and the Masons made in one state 


Was, 
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are practically unable to make themselves 
known as Masons to the Lodges and 
members of another state. 

This reminds us of a recent occurrence: 
A 32d degree Mason, under the obedience 
of the Supreme Council, Northern Jurty- 
diction, was under examination by 2 
brother of the same degree of the obedi- 
ence of the only legitimate Supreme 
Council of the United States. and the 


former being unable to answer any ot 


the quesiions propounded to him. finally 
said, “I don't know anything about the 
work, but l can show you my receipt for 
dues.” 

lf a receipt for dues were to be taken 
as the sole evidence that the holder 
thereoi was a Mason, which of course 
would be irregular and illegal, the mem- 
bers under the different State Grand 
lodges of the United States could visit 
the lodges in the different states. in Can- 
ada, Great Britain, and perhaps one or 


two other countries where the English 


language is spoken, but none of them 
would be permitted to visit the lodges of 
any other country on earth. Therefore, 
t will be seen that the Masonry as prac- 
ised by the various State Grand Lodges 
ot this country is not only irregular and 
clandestine but absolutely worthless be- 
cause they do not practise Universal Ma- 
sonry. 

Masonry that is wot universal is usc- 
less and worthless.

The following financial report was ap- 
proved: 

Reccipt, $50.00; d sbursements, $6.65; 
leaving a balance on hand oi $42.35. 

The following motions were adopted: 

1. To petition the A. M. F. for a 
Charter of Erection, and send the fee 
of $25.00. 

2. That instead of posting upon a 
Dlackboard the appl.cations of candidates, 
the tollowing plan was adopted: That 
Cvery application. when received in a 
Lodge, shall be sent to the Grand Secre- 
tary s office; the Grand Sceretary will 
then send a copy of said application to all 
che other Lodges to inquire if any objec- 
tion is made to accepting said candidate. 
If no objection is made the Grand Secre- 
tary will send to the Lodge, within two 
weeks, permission to initiate said candi- 
Cate. 


Each application sent to the Grand 
Secretary must be accompanied by the 
sum of $5.00, otherwise no action will be 
taken upon it. A subordinate Lodge is 
forb'dden to initiate any candidate before 
permission to do so has been granted by 
the Grand Secretary’s office. This ruling 
to take effect from May 1. 1910.

The Rel'ef Fund is to he composed of 
10 per cent. af all moneys collected by 
the Grand Lodge.

GUILD FREE MASONRY AND 
CRITICS CRITICISED. 
By John Yarker, VII degree (Guild) 
33 degree(S.R.). 


Numberless questions have arisen of 
late upon the relative relationshipof the 
Art Guild and Banqueting Freemasonry. 


hut it is only a moderate percentage iE 


the latter that care a red cent, about the 
question, and such of those who do take 
some interest in the origines have na 
means of satisfying their historical curias 
ity. So uncertain is the real origin of 
Moadern Freemasonry ta Masons them- 
selves. that the really intelligent Editor 
af the Landan Freemasan. in his review 
of my “Guild Charges.” writes: “We 
find him attributing the formation of the 
Grand Tadre of Tondon in 1716-17 ta 
Dr. James Anderson. though no evidenc 
is produced to show his connection with 
the matter.“ Tt scems ta he generally 
understood mat nis “digest” af th 
ancient Charges and his first haok af 
Constitutions in 1723 are nrima facie evi 
dence of his right to the honor. Curious 
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ly enough he has left beh.nd him no 
minutes of wnat he did between 1714 and 
1723, in his Lodge held at the Goose and 
Gridiron, hence it is impossible to define 
with absolute certainty what share he 
took in the establishment of hs Grand 
Lodge. Certain Guild Minutes actually 
exist from 1673 onwards, which show 
that Anderson was made Chaplain of the 
Portsmouth—St. Paul's Gintd in 1710, but 
this would not give him an opportunity 
of seeing the working Ceremonies given 
in proof of compctency by conferment of 
the various grades; it would give him 
only the right of witnessing the annual 
drama which throughout is Solomon an. 
and hence it appears evident that the 
Solomonian view of Modern Freemason- 
ry was engrafted uron a system, then 
say, a century older than 1717. The Guild 
of Art blame And rson for everything: 
he was a blackleg. a periurer. for 2 cen- 
turies h's name has been held in such 
detestation that (at any rate in England) 
all of the name of Anderson are refused 
Initiation. Tt is quite certain that down 
to about 1730 the Andersontan Grand 
Lodge knew of only two degrees— F.A. 
P. and T. of C., but this was a system 
evidently, by undeniable evidence, prac- 
tised long before the origin of the St. 
Paul's Guild in 1673. The Guild also ac- 
cuses Anderson of Christianising the 
Craft; this is entirely a mistake. Ages 
before Anderson existed this Christianis- 
ing had commenced and was handed 
down , and plenty of proof of this will 
be found in my “Arcane Schools“ I have 
said that Andeison would have no oppor 
tunity of secing the Craft Ceremonies con 
ferred as proof of skill. The Guild be- 
tieves that Montague really took pleasure 
in learning the details of a Mason’s work 
but not a thing shows that Anderson took 
the Icast pleasure in work of that nature. 
The Grand Lodge, constituted by himself 
end his seven coadjutors, was a two 
degree system then worked throughout 
Scotland, and more or less in various 
narts of England. Gould has shown that 
in 1700 there was a James Anderson 


Sceretary of the Lodge at Aberdeen, and 
in 1717 Seereiary of the New Grand 
Lodge. In 1710 he was in London, and 
the Guild tale hangs so well together 
that it is impossible to reject it. 1 have 
been pressing for the production oi the 
cld Minute book in facsimile, but it is 
not at all likely to be done. Why should 
it? Many old Guild Masons believe that 
i100 much has already been given out, 
und henee they say, why belong to the 
Socicty if everything is made public? 
The Editor of the Il'reemason terms me 
a member of the “Strettonian School;” 
well there is no harm in that, but it 
enables me to say that I knew of these 
rites in 1856; ar ten years before either 
Bros. Stretton, or G. W. Anson, knew 
anything of the macter and l allude to 
the recent paper of the fatter, which 
seems to be an interesting account of an 
Operative Iniiation at about 14 years of 
age. At the date just mentioned, 1856-57 
l knew a Bro. Laton, of the St. Ninian’s 
Lodge who inlormed me that he and his 
forctathers had been Operative and Spec- 
ulative Masons for seven generations. 
There is no mistake in this, as I wrote 
it on the Lodge Circular in 1857, when 
his son was received a joining member 
in the Fidelity Lodge, of which I was 
Master. I had been arguing that if Mod- 
ern Freemasonry had been of Operative 
Guild origin these last would have had 
the system still. I am afraid I felt rather 
angered when he responded very tartly— 


They have everything that you have, and 
a good deal which you have not got.” 

At the present time there are many 
(real) Master Masons who are not Spec- 
ulative Masons, and who yct know all 
that is worth knowing in Yrecmasonry. 
Amongst these P. M., R.B. Grant VII 
degrec may be mentioned, who has just 
printed an interesting account of the 
Masons’ Arms, which evinces spectal 
knowledge. 

I should have liked in this paper to 
have extended the particulars of Guild 
Ceremonies, more especialiy in the an- 
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nual celebrations, than I have done in 
my recently published “Guild Charges,” 
but must defer it for the present. Suf- 
fice it, at the moment, to say that the 
Guild system is a double one; a non-na- 
tional, or non-credal, ceremonial in which 
every degree of skill is entrusted with its 
proof; and secondly a Semitic Ceremonial 
in which every degrec from the 7th 
downwards is the work of the Jewish 
Solomon. Grand Lodge Ritual was an 
imperfect two degree test Ceremonial of 
ancient date, on which had been engraft- 
ed the Semitis development. but far more 
apparent in the ancient ritual of York. 
Even the laying of the Foundation Stone 
occupies several Sections; we have first 
the marriage of Solomon to Pharaoh's 
daughter, and the introduction of Egyp- 
tian Masons, and Clement of Alexandria 
quotes Alexander, surnamed Pollyhistor. 
as showing that Vaphres. King of Egypt. 
sent 80.o000 Masons. Then follows. the 
fixing of the center, the process of which 
may be gathered from Pra. Strettan's 
interesting Tectonic Art. and which of 
old was considered a secret of such îm- 
portance that in 1000 a hishop of Utrecht 
was Slain for extracting it from the son 
of a Master Mason.
